T= is one thing which I thought my ſelf 'obliged to'give the 


Purchaſers of theſe Papers ſome ſatisfaQtion in, before they 
come to Read them ; and that is, Why, ſmce Iam Imbarqued 
ina General Deſign of giving an Impartial Account of the 
TranſaQions of thoſe diſmal Revolutions, from the Scoriſh Rebellion, 
to the Execrable Murder of this deplorable Prince;two Volumes whereof 
are already Extant, I ſhould anticipate that Work which cannot be 


compleat without this very Journal ; and therefore why it ſhould come 


out lingle, and in ſome fort before the due time ? 

In anſwer to which, I have much to ſay, and that which I hope may 
be very fatisfaCtory to others, as well as it hath been to my ſelf. For, 
I did ſeriouſly confider, by the {low Progreſs of that Heavy Work, 
which I wiſh had fallen upon more able Shoulders, that though T ma

finiſhed without the aſliſtance of a conſiderable time, and even ſo 
much-rche more, becauſe I am obliged out of the deſireI have to accom- 
pliſh it, to play the good Husband with the Oyl of both my Lamps of 
Life and Fortune, ſince if either of thoſe happen to be burnt out, the 
other will not light the Work to its Journeys End. | 

I then further conſidered with my ſelf, how long this very Original 
Journal had ſlept in Obſcurity, and that there was nothing of that Nature 
{to in every Circumſtance and PunCtilio authentique and convincing of 
that Horrid Murther made Publique, I blamed thoſe who had ſo long 
concealed it, and conſidering how great a Wonder it was, that it had 
not been loſt, and quam multa cadunt inter Poculum ſupremaq; labra ; 
how poſſible it was {till to be loſt, T thought Tought not to be guilty of 
what I thought was blamable 1in others, but that it ought to be made 
Pablique, leſt Poſterity ſhould loſe one of the moſt irrefragable Demon- 


. {trations of the Recorded Villany of thoſe Perſons and Principles, and 


for want thereof, come to call in queſtion the Truth of the Charge 
againſt thele Factious Rebels and Regicides of the Diflenting Separation. 
I faw with what unwearied Induſtry, the preſent Diſſenters, Presby- 
terians, Tadependents, Baptiſts, and other SeCts, indeavoured to palliate, 
extenuate, nay and even wholly deny the Guilt of that Royal Blood ; 


I {av all this, and from their former Ations, and later Attempts, from 
the

the neceſſary Concluſions which follow from their Poſitions and Prin- 
ciples, I could not but foreſee Dangerous Confequences of permitting 
them to Seduce the Nation into an Opinion and Beliet of their Innocence 
and SanCtity : And upon the ſtrength of theſe and many ſuch like 
Motives, -I thought my ſelf under the moſt preſſing Obligations of 
Duty , of Intereſt, and of Conſcience , to do all that I was able 
towards the Preſervation of His Majefties Royal Perſon, Dignity, and 
Government, the Safety of the moſt Glorious and Apoſtolical Church 
in the World, and the Eſtabliſhment of the Peaceand Happineſs of the 
Exgliſh Nation, of the Danger which threatned alltheſe,I could not bur 
entertain moſt terrible apprehenſions, if theſe their avowed and impla- 
cable Enemies were quietly permitted to go on proſelyting the People 
to their. Party, for want of a Faithful Diſcovery and Free Expoſure of 
their Horrible Wickedneſs, Hypocriſies, Treaſons, Rebellions, and 
Execrable PraCtices and DoCtrines, which are DeſtruQtive and Ruinous 
of all Government, Religion,. and even Humane Society. And this 
being tobe proved by theirown Writings, and under their own Hands, 
I thought 1 was not to negleCt the Opportunity of doing this Service 
to the Publique, eſpecially conſidering that we have their own Words 
. toconfirm us in the juſt Apprehenſions we have of them, which aſſure 
us that our Fears and our Danger from them are very juſt and too well 
grounded, both upon their Confeſſion and our own Experience. 

Now many things herein recited would not ſo weil have fallen in 
with the Hiſtorical Account of thoſe Times, and to give but evenan 
Abſtra& or a bare Catalogue of all the Seditious, Treaſonable, Hor- 
rible Sermons and Vile Pamphlets of that Age would fill ſome Volumes ;

This I hope will be ſufficient to preſerve me in the good Opinionof 
the Loyal and Ingenuous, who will not think it an Injury to indeavour 
by this Precaution to ſerve them though a little too forwardly for the 
Regular Courſe of the following ColleCtions ; and for any perſons of a 
diffrent Character, ſince I am aflured that this Diſcourſe whenever it 
ſhould come, would not be very agreeable to them, Iam not fo fooliſh 
as to be ſollicitous for the diſpleaſure of thoſe, whom I ſhould be much 
more fooliſh, if I ſhould ever hope to pleaſe.

HERE have been few Ages or Regions of the 
World, which have not produced Monſters 


H 
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out the Worlds vaſt Circumference, that few places can 
be found, which have not ſuffered under their violenr 
Effects, the Deluges and Inundations of Treaſons, Con- 
ſpiracies, and Rebellions: The muſerable Wrecks of King- 
doms and Empires, ſhatter'd and broken by their Fury, 
are ſtill viſible in the Maps of Hiſtory and Chronology ; 
and if we enquire more curiouſly into the Fate and Fall 
of the moſt Glorious Monarchies and Flouriſhing Govern- 
ments that have been in the Univerſe, we ſhall find, That 
treacherous Ambition hath ever undecmincd 'thne Founda- 
tions, and that ſucceſsful Uſurpation atlifted by Popular 
Frenzie, hath thrown down their lofty Batclements, and 
laid them level with the Duſt. Moſt wretched certainly 
have thoſe Places and People been, wherever thefe two 
Enemies of Mankind have enter'd; for theſe extraord;- 
nary Changes and Revolutions, however begun with the 
moſt plauſible Pretences of 7he Pwublick Good, the Re- 
dreſſing of Grievances, Aſſerting of Poputar Liberty, Repreſ- 
fing of Tyranny, or Reforming of Government, have always 
been managed with vaſt Expences of humane Blood, 
have been accompanied with all manner of Ourcrages, Vio- 
lence, Cruelty, Injuſtice, Rapine, Deitructions, and horri- 
ble Miſchiefs ; and have been conſummated and finiſhed in 
the Slavery , even of thoſe, who had fo prodigally cx- 
pended their Blood and Treaſure to promote thoſe T- 
ſurpations. 

Nor is it neceſſary to eſtabliſh the truth of this Aſſertion, 
by introducing a long train of Examples, fince it 1s fo 
obvious, as at firſt ſight to occur to the memory and ob- 
ſervation of ſuch, as have any manner of acquaintance 
with the Hiſtories of former Times, or have al:210{t in any 
ſort travelled beyond the Smoke of their own Fires, 

But certainly, no. Age, no Time, no Country, 1s able 
to afford us a Parallel to that horrible Tragedy which was 
ſo lately Acted upon our own 7heatr?: Never wasthere 
a more horrid, premeditated Conſpiracy, whoſe Founda- 
tions were laid fo deep, ſo ſecret, and with fo much dey;- 
liſh Art: Never was any Treaſon, after it once cameo lyok 
abroad, and was fledg'd into the Cockatrice of /ebe!!/;0z; 
more furious and impetuous: Never any Reb-7/707 more 

dſnal 
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Uiſmal, bloody, wicked, or outrageous ; and never did Prof- 
perous Treaſon animate the Traitors to thoſe unheard of 
flights of infolent Wickedneſs, fo as not only to fab- 
yert the Government, and dechrone their Soveraign, but 
ro Arraign and Judge, Condemn and Execute their King, 
with all the ſolemn and impudent Formalicies of pre- 
tended Juſtice, even 1n the Face of the Sun, and view of 
the whole World, asif they would at che fame inftant de- 
fie both the Vengeance. of Heaven and Earth. 

Nor was it the leaſt degree either of che Artifice or 
Villany of choſe Execrable Confpirators, that, like the Dez7/, 
they came clothed in Samuel's Mantle, and covered their 
Rebellion with the Popular Varniſh of Religion, which 
they did with that ſucceſs, that not Mahomer himſelf, that 


prodigious Impoſtor, ever ſeduced the wild Arabins, with 


his Pidgeon and pretended Inſpirations, to thote degrees, 
that theſe Sanctimomious Rebels did the credulous Herd 
(for they deſerve no' better name) of their Partifans and 


. Followers : Nor was it a few Wild and Crazy Enthuſtaſts 


only, that made theſe pretenſ1ons, and that wicked uſe of 
chem, to ſuch extraordinary Commerces with Heaven, even 
when they were out-doing Hell 1n Miſchief, but the whoke 
Lump and Maſs of the Faction, Presbyterians, Independents, 
the Aſſembly of their Divines, the Leading men of the Fa- 
Ction, and che following Crow'd great and ſmall, of what 
Sects or denominations ſoever, however mortally difagree- 
ing in other things, all of them according to their degrees, 
more or leſs, unanimouſly laid a claim to Infpirati- 
on, and an immediate Familiarity with God Almighty: 
Nothing was more frequent in their Mouths, than ſeek- 
ing God, and they were ſure to find him in their Extempore 
Ejfuſions, which they arrogantly boaſted were the dictates 
ot the Holy Ghoſt, and which, to depreſs the Eſtabliſhed Lz- 
trrgie and ſtated Forms, was, by way of Eminence and 
Excellency, by them termed praying by the Spirir. The ſuc- 
ceſſes, which, tor reaſons beſt known to the Supreme Wif- 
dom, tollowed their Rebellious Arms, they boldly called 
the Return of thoſe Prayers, and by an impious mfolence, 
peculiar to them, they Intituled God to the moſt tranfcen- 
dent wickedneſs, indeayouring to confecrate Murder, Treaſon, 

B 2 Sacri- 
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Sacrilege, Perjury and all their moſt horrible Impieties, by 
aſcribing them to the immediate direction, and almoſt Mi- 
raculous Cooperation of Divine Providence : And with 
this Deviliſb Hypocriſie, they ſo dazled the infatuated Vul- 
gar; and leſs diſcerning minds of the People, that what they 
ſo arrogantly boaſted, came to be almoſt as eafily, and ge- 
nerally md) That that Cauſe muſt needs be Gods, which was 
carried on by a praying People ; and being ſucceſsful muſt needs 
be bleſſed ; and that, as they fought for God, which they ne- 
yer failed to proclaim, fo he reciprocally ingaged in their 
Party, and fought for them. Thus the Famous Dofor of 
the Independents, could, with the utmoſt Effrontery, ha- 
rangue the People at this rate, Where is the God of Marſton- 
Moor ? and the God of Naſeby ? is an acceptable Expoſtu- 
lation in a Gloomy day. 0 what a Catalogue of Mercies has 
this Nation to plead by in a time of trouble) God came from 
Naſeby, and the Holy one from the Weſt, Selah. (Owens Eben- 
Ezer. þ. 13. And indeed this was the conſtant Method of 
theſe Impoſtors, to magnifie themſelves and Cauſe, 
and to give both Courage and Repuration to their Party, 
by intituling God to the diſmal Conſequences of lucky 

Rebellion. 
| But the Vizard by continual uſe was at laſt worn fo 
thin, that the ugly and real Devi/ began to appear through 
the painted Arge/ of Light; and thoſe Reforming Saines, 
began to tread ſo heavy upon the neck of the Nation, that + 
they found they had miſtaken ſhrewdly ; and that it was { 
a Cloven-foot, with which theſe ugh pretenders to the Clo- J 
zen-tongues, trampled upon, and broke in pieces, the Go- 
verment, Ancient Laws, Liberties, Properties, and even Re- 
ligion it ſelf, and that the Cauſe, which before was faid to 
be God's,was in reality at laſt nothing bur their 07; a per- 
fect Foot-ſtool, by which they mounted themſelves to the 
Throne of Soveraign, boundleſs, and unaccountable Power. 
For the Royal Prerogative, the true ſupporter of the Peoples 
- Libertiesand Laws, being gone, and the Royal Party and 
1.22xfns col Power broken, I find * a Petition, Dec. 9th. 1647. from 
ens 4mm 1647. the Counties of Kent, Surrey, Middleſex, Eſſex, Herts, Berks, 
Bucks, Oxon, Suffolk, Northampton, i orſet , Sommerſet, Lan- 
caſhire, Lincolne, Cheſhire, Durham, Cumberland, Worceſter, 
and 
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and Warwick, moſt grievouſly and lamentably complai- 
ning of Free Quarter, and their Miſeries under the Op- 
preſſion of the Army, and of the Infolence of the Soul- 
diers, who would frequently call them to' their Faces, Con- 
quered Slaves, and treat them accordingly ; as alſo com- 
plaining of the Remonſtrances, and other Papers of the 
Army, deſtructive of all Liberty, and even of their darling 
Parliaments, which they had ſo often, and fo ſolemnly Pro- 
teſted, Coveranted, and Vowed to defend and maintain. 
Bur the Fadion wholly threw off the uſeleſs Mask them- 


ſelves, when having entirely ſubdued the ſcattering Re- 


mains of the Loyal Party, the Army by their intereſt in 
the Commons-houſe, moſt of the Principal Officers having 
been obtruded upon the Nation, as their Repreſentatives 
there, and none daring to oppoſe them, began not only 
co uſurp the Soveraign Power, but to ſubvert the very 
Foundations of the Ancient Engliſh Government, and by 
the Deſtruction not only of the King, but of the Mo- 
narchy w felt, to erect a new Democratique Tyranny un- 
der the name of The Common-wealth of England: In which 
the People, though nothing leſs was intended them, 
were in themſelves Originally, and by deputation in their 
Repreſeſſtatives, pretended tobe the Supreme Authority of this 
Nation; bur 1n reality theſe Repreſentatives, who became 
ſuch by ch: prevailing Authority of the Sword, and 
not by free Elections, being juſt ſo many boundleſs and 
unlinuted Tyrants, whoſe Will wasa Law, and to whoſe 
imperious pleaſure all the reſt of the Nation were con- 
ſtrained to ſubmur, and take from their hands the moſt 
Arbitrary Yoke of Vaſſallage and Slavery; every thing 
lay at che diſcretion of their Mercy, the Laws, the Lives, 
the Liberties, the Eſtates of all, without diſtin&tion or dif. 
crimination, the Peer and the Peaſant were wholly and 
entircly ſubjugated to their uncontrolable Zariſdifion ; and 
as to Religion, their firſt and great Pretence, that was left 
co ſhift for ir ſelf, all men being left at Liberty to chuſe any 
or none; and it was all one now to theſe glorious Reformers, 
whether a man were an Infidel, a Pagan, a Mahomeran, or a 
ew, provided he had the wit to fay it was his Conſczence, and 
make Profeſſion to live peaceably, and acquiceſce under 

their 
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their Government; nay a Petition wasdrawn by the Coun- 


cil- of Officers of the Army, that the Laws for baniſhing 
the Fews might be repealed, and Hugh Peters and Henry 
Marten were their Sollicitors in a bargain, which theſe 
rofeſled and moſt bitter Enenues of Chriſt, and his Re- 
gion, were driving, to give the State 500000]. for 
their Readmiſſion, to have the ineſtimable Library ac 0x- 
ford, and the moſt Ancient Chriſtian Temple, the Cathe- 
dral of St. Paul for a Synagogue ; and, durit theſe Refor- 
mers haye ſpared it from being a conſtant Horſe-guard 
to: keep the City of London in Obedience, there is little 
doubt to be made, but Moſes had juſtled Chriſt out of poſ- 
kffion, and the two Tables, would have baniſhed the four 
Evangeliſts,as wanting money to maintain their Title; but 
it was. no wonder, if they treated the Apoſtles at this rate, 
for they were Biſhops, and under the Cenfure of the Cove- 
nant for Extirpation of Root and Branch; and therefore in 
this General Indulgence, Prelacy, and Popery, which were 
always by them coupled together, as being too Friendly 
to Monarchy, and the Royal Intereft, were the only Spiri- 
tual Traffique, that was prohibited upon ſevereſt Penalties. 
Thus ended the true and ancicnt Engliſh Liberty, which 
for above a thouſand years ſucceſſively had flouriſhed 
under the Warm and Bemgne influences of Hereditary 
Monarchy, and thus, this fo much boaſted Glorious Liber- 
and Reformation, which was begun with Tumules and 
"oak purſued and managed by Rebellion, Perjury, and 
the deepeſt Hypocriſic, was at laſt conſummated by the 
Cruel and Open Murder of the beſt and moſt Uluſtrious 
Soveraign of the Chriſtian World : A Prince, whoſe grea- 
teſt Errors were his Gracious Conceſſions and 97. an 
ſions to theſe baſe and ingrateful Men ; who deriving 
their very Being, as a Parliament, from his Soveraign Will, 
whereby he paſted chat Fatal Bil, by which they were per- 
mitted to Sit, till they ſhould conſent to their own Diſlo- 
lution, they nuſemployed this unpreſfidented Bounty, to 
compaſs, not only His, but the Final Diſſolution of the 
Goyernment : Thereby leaving an Eternal Caution, to all 
ſucceeding Princes, to be very ſparing of fuch dangerous 
and unlimited Bountics, as put the Receivers under the 
power- 
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powerful Temptation of taſting the forbidden Fruit of the 
Tree of Sovyeraignty, and thereby may prove ruinous to 
the Givers. 

It 1s very difficult to determine, whether the Guilt or 
the Infamy of this unparallel'd Murder, hath laid heayi- 
er upon the Engliſh Name and Nation: Certainly the Re- 
proach will be the longer liver, by how much God is 
more merciful than Men, and uſually his Vengeance does 
not extend it felt to many Generations ; and one might 
well hope, that Heaven as well as our Gracious King, the 
Son and Succeſſour of this Royal Martyr, were in a greac 
Meaſure atoned, by the Exemplary Juſtice that hath been 
deſervedly inflicted upon diverſe of the Criminals, who 
though for a time they proſpered in their flagitious Wick- 
edneſs, yet the triumphing of the Wicked was but ſhort, 
and that God to whom Vengeance belongs, was pleaſed, 
even, mm this world, to aſſert the Juſtice of his Providence, 
which they had fo often blaſphemed by making ir a Par- 
ty to their Crimes, by bringing theſe Exectable Murde- 
rers, and Regicides to the Puniſhment and Infamy due 
to ſuch monſtrous Malefactors ; bur then on the other ſide, 
to ſee the Diſſipated Remainders of theſe Rebellious Fa- 
&tions, as ſoon as the Lightning and Thunder of Divine 
Vengeance, which had ſlain their Fellows, and ſtruck them 
down with fear and aſtoniſhment ; I fay, to ſee theſe very 

rſons, ſo ſoon as ever the ſtorm 1s over, and the hopes 
of ſecurity had diſſipated their Fears, ſo far from a real 
penitence for their Own, or the Horrid Crimes of their 
Affociates, that rhey reafſemble cheir ſcattered Hopes, and 
unice all cheir Hearts, Heads, and Hands to oppoſe the Son, 
as thzy did the Father, and that, by avowing, juſtifying, 
and moſt tenaciouſly adhering to the ſame Bloody and Re- 
bellious Principles, they proceed upon all occaſions to 
increaſe, propagate, and animate a Faction againſt the 
preſent Government, rewarding the Clemency of a Prince, 
no leſs a wonder for his Pardoning, than his Royal Father 
was for Suffering Injuries, by tracing the very fame Me- 
thods, and making utc of the fame Arts and Engines, which 
overthrew his Royal Father, exclaiming againſt Popery 
and Slavery, and by acculing the Goycrnment of Detigns 

2 to 
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bis ro introduce them, to fill the heads of the People with fu- 
rious Fears, and raging Jealouſies, and at the ſame times 
both to alienate the Aﬀections of his People from their 
King, and by Diſabedicnce to his Eccleſiaſtical Laws, to 
teach them a Contempt even of his Secular Power, and to 
put them even into the neareſt approaches to Sedition, and 
co ſeem to want nothing but a favourable occaſion to pre- 
cipitate them into a new Rebellion; all this conſidered, one 
cannot but be tempted to think that this ingrateful impe- 
nitence, and obſtinacy , menaces theſe obdurate Sinners 
with ſome Uncommon and Remarkable Vengeance. 
Amongſt all their other Arts, ſo dangerous and deſtru- 
ive to the preſent Conſtitution of our Government, [ 
cannot think 1t either the ſmalleſt or leaſt dangerous, which 
the Diſenters, from the Monarchick Government as well 
as the Church of England, have made uſe of; for though 
nothing of Fact can be more notoriouſly true, than char 
_ they actually either Murther'd the late King, or were Aid- 
ing, Abertting, and Aſſiſting ro ſuch as did, yet to preſerve 
ſome Repurarion to their Party, and that they may be able 
to increaſe it, by ſuch as they can by cheir pretenſions to 
Purity and Sanctity delude, they conſtantly endeavour 
to ſhift all the Guilt of this Execrable Regicide from them- 
ſelves, and charge it upon others ; the Fact, they are well 
aware, is ſo ugly and wicked 1in its own Nature, and ac- 
companicd with ſo many aggravating Circumſtances, that 
| thereare few Natures, who would not at firſt ſight fare. 
at it, as at the Apparition of ſome terrible Demon ; this 
therefore muſt be totally denied, where it may with ſuc- 
ceſs, or palliated by making the King Guilty of the War, 
and of his own Murder, the Effect of it; full well do theſe 
Deceivers know, that if the poor infatuated People were 
really perſwaded and convinced, that the Leaders of their 
Party, and the precious Men their Teachers, had been Guil- 
ty of ſuch a deteſtable Murder, even the Dictates of com- 
mon Senſe, Reaſon, and Natural Religion would inſtruct 
them, That ſuch Guilty Miſcreants, whoſe Hands bluſhed 
with Innocent Blood, muſt needs be unfit to life up to 
Heaven, the juſt Aycnger of it; and that ſuch Men muſt 
needs be yery unfit and unproper Guides and Conductors 
of 
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of others- to Heaven, who had travelled ſo far in Re- 
bellion, the High Road to Hell, withour ever looking, or 
making one ſtep backwards by Repentance. © | 

The Presbyterians therefore in this particular have eyer 
ſtood high upon their Juſtification, as being therefore 
Innocent of the Guilt of this Royal Blood, becauſe then 
when the Fatal Stroke was given, they were luckily diſpla- 
ced from the Helm of State, by the prevailing Faction 
and Intereſt of the Independents: The Independents, when 
they are charged withthis barbarous Fa, they endeayour 
to transfer all the blame from themſelves and Parry, by 
throwing 1t upon a Jznto of ill men, who then Governed, 
and had- gotten all the Power; and though thoſe very 
bloody and infamous Traitors, Cromwel, Ireton, Peters; Nye, 
Ge. were, while living, eſteemed by them moſt Heroich 
and renowned Saints, and would have Pillars and Monu- 
ments erected to their immortal Memories, had they 
Power <qual to their Kindneſs to thoſe Glorious Villains, 
who are till che Idols of their Hearts; yet they would 
make this paſs for excuſe ſufficient for the' whole Compa- 
ny of their Perſwaſjon, that they were not every cds 
al man'of them actually upon the 7rial and Condem- 
nation of the King, or ſet their Hands and Seals to the 
Warrant for his Execution: So that conſenting to, appro- 
ving, and applauding the Fai when done, muſt paſs for 
Innocence, that ſo they may plead Not Guilty, though af- 
cer all this, the Surviyers of thoſe diftering Factions, and 
cheir Succeſſors in the ſame Principles, were never heard or 
known to manifeſt ſo much, as, 1n the cheap way of words, 
their unfeigned dereſtation, and abhorrence of that wick- 
ed Rebellion, which brought rhe King to that deplorable 
Death; and I think, without breach of Charity, I mayin- 
croduce their Famous Baxter, who is the whole Sclifme 
in Epitome, neither Presbyterian, Independent, Gc. but both, 
and all of them, ſpeaking the crue ſenſe of the whole body

Rebelliqns, ſa-lang as its propagated and received. For if 
Subjes may upon any colouxable pretenſions, which can 
never. be wanting fo lang as Men are Wicked enough ta 
inven them, be allowed co rake up Arms againſt their 

King wc is morally impoflible but things muft pracecd 
taths utmoſt Extremitics; for he that draws his Sword 
againſt his King, nuſt throw away the Scabbard ; and ir 
is a Crime of ſa high a Nature, that tho' there ſhould be 
found a. Xing of fa Gad-/ike a Temper, as really to pardon 
the greateſt Rebels, yer the, Conſciauſneſsot their own Guile, 
ks perpetual apprehenſiqns of deſerved Puniſhment, 
will never permaic ſuch Rebels ro believe his intentions 
reakand fincere, and. therefore the uneaſinchs of their fears, 
navazally conducts them to- cure their Fears, and conſule 
ny fucure Safety, by removing the Caule of their diftruft

But however theſc two. Factions, and the Spawn of them, 
ray endeavour to palkate this horrid Guile, and, chat they 
may be the better enabled 6@ maintain their Party and in- 
creaſe it, may endeayour to acquit themſclves by crimi- 
nating one another, nothing is mare. evident, than that 
boch chefe Factions. of the Presbyterians and Independents, 

and the ouher leſler Scfts and Schiſmaticks which ſprung 
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from their Roots, were actually Gmilty-of the / Kings Mur- 


der ; and thar not only by cheir fomenting and carrying on - 


the War agaimſt him, whereby he was redticed to thoſe 
Extremines, thac he was forced to throw himfelf upon the 
Perjured Scortiſh Presbyterians, who fold him- to the Eig- 
liſh Independents, who Murdered him, but alſo by not 
hindring and preventing the doing of it. For it is a moſt 
certain Truth,Czi non prohiber, cum poteft, jabet. For inſtance, 
Two Thieves bind an honeſt Man and 'rob him; one 
is for diſpatching him out of the way, that he may not 
ever be ma capacity'to proſecute them, the otherpretends, 
he does not fo well approve of that laſt Extremity ; while 
they are in the contett, the honeſt Mans Servant comes up, 
and finding his Maſter in that condition, puts himfelt m 
a poſture to atrempc his Reſcue; now he whowas pretend- 
edly againſt the Murder, though he could well cnongh di- 
ſpepce with the Robbery, if he had meant fmcercly, ought 
rather to have affiſted the Loyal Servant m hrsGenerous and 
Dutiful Defign ; and it had thet: been cafte to have deliver- 
ed the dcſpailed Prifoner, at lealt fram thedanger of Death; 
but inſtead of this, he joyns with his former Tompanion, 
and aſltfts him firſt to diſpatch the Servant, who indea- 
yourcd his. Maftcrs Dehverance, and then fits him down, 
while his Companion fends his Fetter d Maſter to keep 
him Company. Now do I appeal to: God and Men, whe- 
ther both theſe men were nor inyolved in equal guilt, as 
well he, who hclp'd to bind, difarm, and rob che Mafter, 
and oppoſcd the haneft indeavonr of his Servant to deli- 
ver him, as he who actually tmbrued his Hands in ther 
mnocent Blood. | 

The Caſe is exactly the ſame, but under thrs more hai- 
nous aggravation, that Reyal Blood is much more valuable 
and Sacred, than that which runs in Common veins. The 
Zealous Presbyterian Saints began the late Rebellion, and 
the Independents and other Schiſmaticks, bemg affociated 
with them in that Traiterons Combination of the Sole 
League and Coveram, they joyntly and unanimouſly pro- 
ſecured the War, and, by murdering of fuch of his Loy- 
al Subjects, as- out of Duty and Confcience came to his 
afſiftance, having fubdued = Forces, they got his Perfon 
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into their Power. The Independents, having in the mean 
time gotten the Aſcendant of Power over the Presbyteri- 
ans, were abſolutely for aſſuring their Ufurpation by the 
King's death ; on the other {ide the Presbyterzans, more out 
of deteſtation of the Independents, 'who now began to 
deride their Diſcipline, and have their Blew-Cap-Reforma- 
tion, as they termed it, in the utmoſt contempt and ha- 
cred, than our of truce Loyalty and Duty to the King, were 
for ſhackling of His Majeſty with Parliament Fetters and ſo to 
let him live; hoping under the protection of his Author;- 
ty and Name, to re-eſtabliſh their own Power, and ſub- 
due the Independents : And for this Purpoſe was all the noiſe 
of a Perſonal Treaty with the King, during his Confinement 
at Cairsbrook, Caſtle in the I/le of Wight ; 1n which, if they 
had meant honourably and ſincerely, they might have had 
ſuch Conditions as would have brought ſufficient adyan- 
tage and reputation, both to their Cauſe and Intereſt : But 
ſo ſtiff were they in their Demands, and ſo cautious to pur 
ſtrong and laſting Fetters upon His Majeſty, that the whole 
Treaty came to nothing. Inthe mean time the Royalifts, 
ſceing the gaſping condition of the King and Monarchy, 
and that nothing bur the moſt abject Vaſlallage was to 
be expected from thoſe Men, who were reſolved to make 
their Xing a Royal Slave; they ſummoned their ſcattered 
Force to make one Vigorous Attempt for his deliverance: 
Now, had the Presbyterians joyned 1n that generous De- 
ſign, in all humane probability, the King had becn reſcued 
from his Captivity among the Independents; by which 
means they might have obtained honourable Conditions 
of Oblivion, Security and Accommodation for the Preſenr, 
and Reputation for the Future : But fo far were they from 
this, that mortally hating the Loyal Party, they contribu- 
ted all that lay in their power to aſliſt the Independent 
Army under Fairfax, or indeed Cromwel, for the other 
was but a Cypher, utterly to ruine and ſubdue the ſlender 
Remains of Loyalty which had taken Arms in Kent and 
Eſſex; which when it was accompliſhed, by the ſurrender 
of Colcheſter, and the Execution. of the Noble Capel, Liſle, 
and Lucas, the Independents fell preſently upon their 
Bloody Project of cutting off che King, and ſubycrting 
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the Monarchy, which they alfo effected, the Presbyterians 
ail this while fitting ſtill and looking on : Whereas, had 
they ever heartily. oppoſed ſuch a deteſtable Wickedneſs, 
cheir Party was then ſo conſiderable, that, with the Addi- 
tion of the Loyal Hatereſt, which was not ſo dead, but that 
upon the leaſt hope 1t would have revived and joyned 
them, they might have given ſuch a ſhock to the Dde- 
pendent FaCtion, that they would difficultly, if ever, have 
been able to accompliſh or execute their Execrable Deſign 
againſt the Life of the King ; bur fo far were they from 
this, that there was not the leaſt Attempt to oppoſe the 
Traytors, or prevent the Treaſon.* Nay, had the Rabble 
of the City and Suburbs, which were much at the Devo- 
tion of the Presbyterian Intereſt, had but halt ſo much 
Zcal to hurry down to Weſtminſter, to oppoſe the Murder 
of the King , as they had before times to oppoſe him, and 
cry up Priviledge of Parliament, in the beginning of the 
Tumults, 1t 18 very difputable, whether Cromwel, with all his 
black Myrmidons, would have had the Courage to ftrike 
che Fatal Stroke. Bur the Presbyterians are only Coura- 
g10us 1n Rebellion, but perfect Cowards in the Cauſe of 
Loyalty. 

But to theſe little palliating ſhifes, to which the Presbyte- 
rians and Independents have been reduced, to varniſh and 
guild oyer their Infamous Actions,they have now very lutely 
found out another, and thar 1s, to vindicate themſelves, 
by charging che whole Contrivance and Ex:cution of this 
helliſh Murder of the lace King, upon the Papiſts: And 
chough nothing in the World 1s more ridiculous or re- 
more from the truth in moſt demonſtrable Matter of Fact, 
yet it is incredible, how much the belick of chis ſenſeleſs 
Fiction and Romance has gained upon this new Gencra- 
tion of the Vulgar Profclytes of che Diflencers: And I 
ſpeak itof my own knowledge, that in Diſcourſe with dt- 
vers of them, when I have made uſe of this Argument 
_ of the Wickedne(s and Infamy of the moſt Eminent Pa- 
trons of their Religion, who, as Mr. Baxter contetles of 
himſelf, when he tells us, Thave been in the heat of my Z2al 
fo forward to Changes and Ways of Blood, that I fear God 
will not let m2 have a hand in the Building of his Church, 
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Hypocrifie unveil d, R. Baxter's Letters to Dr. Hill, pag. 11.) 
muſt needs be ill men, and worſe Guides to Heayen, 
and have, from their guilt of the Kings Blood, indeavou- 
red to reclaim them , neu following the Witchcraft of 
ſuch dangerous Principles, and to bring them home to 
the Communion of the Loyal and Priminvely obedient 
Church of England; I have been amazed to hear, wich 
what confidence they have vindicated their Leaders and 
Party, from the leaft ſhare or imputation of the guilr of 
that Horrid Murder, and ayecrred with as much confidence, 
that the late King was murdered by the Papiſhes, as they 
call them, as if 1thad been true beyond all contradiction. 

I have no deſign, to turn Adyocate for the Romiſh Re- 
ligion, and profeſs my ſelf ro have a moſt deep deteſta- 
tion and abhorrence for Sanguinary, Traiterous, Sediti- 
ous, Diſloyal, and King-killing, or depoſing Principles, ini 
any Religion or Perſwaſton whatſoever, and do firmly be- 
lieve, that, That Religion which holds, juſtifies, or cole- 
rates ſuch Principles, 1s ſo far Erroneous, Falſe, and Dam- 
nable: But this being a perfect piece of Leger-de-main, pur- 


poſely calculated to deceive the Common-people into a 


200d opinion of the worſt, and moſt dangerous Ene- 
nues of the Monarchy, the Diſſenters, and thereby to enable 
them ſtill to ſpread the Venom of their Prizciples, under 
the Vail of Innocence, and to make this Innocence ap- 
pear by agrgres | the Guile of their former Actions 
upon others, I think it of fo miſchicyous Conſequence, 
that it ought to be abviatcd, and the falſhood detected and 
made cyident by the Beams of moſt irrefragable Truth. 

And therefore, for ever to lilence all theſe fooliſh and 
frivolous Arts and Palliations, and to take away the Fig- 
leaves, which theſe guilty ſinners have fo Arrtificial- 
ly patch'd rogether, and ra ſhew to the whole World 
rom their Own Memoirs, that it was the very real Pres- 
byterians, Independents, and other Seftaries, their Aſſoci- 
ates, and no other, who were actually guilty of the 
whole Scene of this horrible Murder of the King. 

The Orignal Fournal of the whole proceedings of that 
deteſtable Murder, and the previous Tryal, which was

and approved for a true Record, and which is attefted un; 
der the Hand of Phelps, the Clerk to that pretended 
High Court of Juſtice, having by pure accident, ſhall I call 
it, or particular Prowidence come to my hands, and ha- 
ving the apportunity to take a true Copy or Tranſcripr 
of it, I thought my {elf bound in Conſcience, by t 
Duty which I owe tamy King, and the Peace and happi- 
neſs of my Country, ta make it publick, that, if it were 
poſſible, all rrue Engli/h-mez might be made ſenſible of 
the horrid Guilt and danger of fuch Men, and ſuch Prin- 
ciptes, and fo far canſult their own, and the Intereft of 
their Pofterity, as to endeavour fuch a true and thorough 
Reformation, as can only make the prefent and future Ages 
happy, which can never be hoped for, fo long as the 
Whoredoms and Witchcrafts of this Painted Fezabel of 
the Old Presbyterian and Independent Cauſe, are continued 
and cheriſhed mens us: And moſt affuredly, it 1s the 
Duty of every good Chriftian and Loyal Subject, to 
contribute the utmoſt of his endeavours to ſuppreſs the 
Growth of ſuch dangerous Prjaciphes, as drive: men fa fu- 
riouſly headlong, with the pretonces of Religion, to the 
moſt daring and deſperate Extremities of 7reafon and 
Rebellien, and to the very Precipice of Damnation. 

I do not hercin pretend, to exceed the Limits of a pri- 
vate Perſon, or hereby fooliſhly to undertake to pre- 
ſcribe Meaſures to the Government in the Management 
of this ]mportant Aﬀair; but within my own Sphere, 1 
cannot but think my ſelf and all other private Perfons, 
according to their Capacity , Opportunities, and Power, 
under an indiſpenſable Obligation to oppeſe and indea- 
your to ſtop the Imperuous 1 orrent of theſe wicked, bloo- 
dy, and unpeaceful Opinions and Principles, which have 
once before drowned this Nation in Bloodſhed and Miſe- 
ry,and whoby their ſwelling and breaking over all the banks 
of Law,Duty,and Obedience,threaten us wtheontinual dan- 
gerandapprehenſians of a more cruel and dreadful Inunda- 
tion: and Leſtcem my (elf warranted to oppoſe them, by their 
Example, ſince the diligence, aſliduiy, and reftlefs endea- 
vours, with which they do, to a ſingle man of the Party, 
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urſue their Ends and Wicked Intereſt, makes it abſolute- 
l; the Duty as well as Intereſt of all ſuchas are Loyal, who 
love their Country, Church, and King, as heartily, unani- 
mouſly, and zcalouſly ro make head againſt them, anden- 
deayour to cruſh this Cockatrice in the Egg, which other- 
wiſe will moſt cercainly diſcloſe a ery flying Serpent. 
And I cannot fee any Expedient fo probable to ſucceed, 
_ astheexpoſing them naked and 'ſtript of their Artificial 
Trappings, Painting, and Counterfeit Gems of Sanctity and 
Innocence, with which they are wont to impoſe upon the 
Minds of credulous and eafie People. I ſhall only therefore 
bring them to be ſurveyed by the light of Nature, Reaſon, 
Intereſt, and Religion, and that I may do them the moſt 
Imparcial Juſtice, ſhew them to the World in the Glafſes of 
their own making ; and, if there they do not like the Figure 
and Image which they make, chey ought only to quarrel 
their own deformities, which will not in any Glaſs, except 
that of their own flattering and falſe 0pinzon, afford them 

any Shape leſs Monſtrous and Ugly. 
And] verily perfwade my ſelf, that were the Common- 
People of this Nation cthroughly inſtructed by thoſe, whoſe 
Duty it is to perform that Charitable Office, in the black 
Tonſequences, which neceſlarily, naturally, and unavoida- 
bly follow the Principles of thoſe Leading Men of the Se- 
paration, and made ſenſible how much they are the Ene- 
mies to our Peace and Happineſs, both here and hereaf- 
ter, even Nature and Humanity would teach Men to 
abandon them, as the moſt dangerous Cheats and cruel 
Impoſtors ; and they, who now adnure the Beauty of theſe 
Painted Sepulchres, the Seditious Meeting Horſes, were they 
aware of the Devil's Trap-Doors of Rebellion and Dan- 
zation, which are there planted, would be more cautious 
of crouding into them: And were it poſſible, as I think 
161s caſte, if 1t were vigorouſly indeayourcd, to convince the 
deluded Yulgar, who have theſe Mens Perſons in ſuch ad- 
miration, and who arc ſo apt to be inchanted with the 
Songs of theſe bewitching Syrens, that under all thoſc fair 
Words and ſanctimonious Pretences, this Whining abour

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and Government, this bellowing againſt Artichrift, Popery, / 
and Prelacy, there 1s all this while concealed, the Ruine - 
of their Country, the Deſtruction of the Government, the 
Subverſion of the Laws, Sedition, Tumules, Inſurrections, 
Murder, Fire and Sword, Slavery and Infamy, and atthe 
laſt Eternal Damnation, and endleſs Torments, certain- 
ly they would not only forfake, bur deteſt and abhor 
choſe Impoſtors and Decevers. | 

Now all this 1s as demonſtratively true, as to the matter 
of former Fact, and future Conſequence, as God is true-and 
juſt, and as that 1s True and Canonical Scripture, which 
trom the Mouth of Gods infallible Spirit, affures us, 
without any Limitation or Reſervation, without any Ex- 
ception or Difpenſation, That whoſoever reſiſt the Higher 
Powers, reſift the Ordinance of God, and ſhall receive to them- 
ſelves Damnation. Now, it Rebeliion be reſiſting the Higher 
Powers, as certainly if that be not, nothing 1s, and it we 
be able co prove thoſe of the Separation, toa ſingle Man of 
them, Guilty of 1t,either in Fact or in Principles, or in Both, 
then are they certainly wxhin the danger of this Terrible 
Sentence : Let the Presbyterians, Independents, Anabaptiſts, 
&c. therefore ſhew us a Diſpenſation as Authentick, as 
this Command, to tolerate Them and their Diſciples, to 
raiſe Seditions, to defame their King and his Government, 
co cancel the Obligations of the 0aths of Allegiance and 
Savremacy, to contemn the Laws, to diſobey rhe lawful 
Commands of their Superiors, and at the laſt, if they have F 
ſtrength and opportunity, to take up Arms and Rebel, 
and if thcy prevail co ſhake off the Yoke of Subjection 
and due Obedience, Impriſon and Murder their Mz, 
diſ-inheric his Lawtul Heirs and Succeſlors, to all which, 
their Principles have led them, and Naturally and Erer- 
nally will lead them ; and then indeed they may, as they 
preſumpruouſly do, promiſe Heaven to Themſelves, and 
Followers : Bur till they are able ſo to do, and to pro- 
duce a New Goſpel, with a Patent of : Indulgence from 
Chriſt and his Apoltles, to ſuperſede the Obligation of tus 
former Commands, and to change not only the Names 
but the Nature of chings, by turming Rebellion 1nto Reli- 


gion, and violating che Laws of God and Man into Obe- 
F dience, 
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dience, they will remain under the unavoudable danger 
of the intolerable Penalty, annexed to Reſiſting the High- 
er Powers, and in concluſion, will moſt affuredly find a 
Hell inſtead of a Heaven, and Damnation in the place of 
that Happineſs, whichthe Heads of the Separation do as con- 
fidencly promiſe to their Followers, as they vainly expect 


from their Teachers. | 
Whether it have proceeded from miſtaken Charity, or, 


which is much worſe, from a Cowardly Timorouſneſs of fal- 


ling under the Indignation of the Diſenters, and conſe- 
quently of moſt ſevere Revenge, if ever they have pow- 
er to execute it, I cannot tell; but truly 1a my Opinion, 
the not preſſing of theſe necetſary Truths upon the People, 
of the unlawfulneſs of Rebellion, upon any pretence whart- 
ſoever, and their danger of Damnarion, in following theſe 
Helliſh Principles, ot Popular Soveraignty, Reformation 
by Blood, Tumults, and the Power of the Sword, of the 
Lawfulneſs of Depoſing, Judging, and inflicting Capital 
Puniſhments upon Soveraign Princes ; and the want of ex- 
poſing the neceſſary Conſequences of theſe and ſuch like 
Fatal Opinions, and ſhewing them the horrible Influences, 
they have formerly had upon the Peace and Happineſs of 
the Nation, it is to be feared, hath contributed too much to 
the increaſe of the Vulgar part of the Faction. 

And truly this neceſſary work is fo caſic to be done, 
from plain matters of undeniable Fact, that there need 
be no recourſe to Rhetorical Amplifications, or Hyperboli- 
cal Expreſſions, to move not only the Paſſions, bur the 
Reaſon of all Mankind to the urmoſt degrees of Hatred 
and Abhorrence againſt ſuch dreadful Principles: The 
Treaſons, Confpiracies, the Wars, the Rapines, che Hypocri- 
ſies, Perurics, and Sacrileges, the Butcheries, Oppreſlions, 
Murders, and thoſe Rivers of Innocent Blood, and, which 
ſarpaſſerh all, the Blood of their King, through which 
theſe Separatiſts have waded, to obtain by the Power of 
Rebellion and the Force of the Sword, an uſurped So- 
veraignty, and unlimited Arbictary Dominion over the 
People of theſe Nations, thereby to render the freeſt 
People of the World, the vileſt Slaves in the Univerſe, are 


certainly ſuch undeniable Truths, which are juſtly charge- 
able 
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able upon them, as are ſufficient to ſer ſuch an Erernal 
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Brand of Inftamy upon thoſe, who have beenguilry of them, 
as would render 1t impoſſible for them ro deceive the 
People by their other Arts, and pretended Sanfity; and 
cruly cheir making Religion ſtoop to their baſe Deſigns, | 
and thereby proſtituting chat which is moſt Sacred, to 
the moſt unhallowed Actions, and moſt unparallel'd 
Wickedneſs, would be fo far from doing them any ad- 
vantage, that, toall honeſt, virtuous, and religious Minds! | 
It would make them appear more horrible and odious, 
becauſe becoming thereby more miſchievous and dan- 

erous: for the Devil, transformed into the ſhape of an 
Angel of Light, is no leſs a Devil for his ftoln brightneſs, 
and the very ſtealing of that Glorious Shape oughr rather 
to make him be eſteemed of the worſt fort of thoſe In- 
fernal Spirits, becauſe he only takes ic upon him, to be 
thereby inabled to do the more Miſchief tro Mankind, 
and to cheat them out of Happineſs, by pretending to 
make them Happy: And if the Embaſing, Waſhing, and 
Counterfeiting of Money, be ſuch a deceipt, as hath meri 
red Capital Puniſhment, and hath rendred the Offenders 
Infamous and Odious to all men, becauſe it robs them 
of ſome part of ther ſhare of the Riches of this World, 
how much more Odious and Capital an offence is it, againſt 
God and Man, to Embaſe and* Counterfeit Religion, and 
to cheat men of cheir Souls and Bodies, by ſtamping the 
Impreſs and Superſcription of Heaven upon the Metal 
of Hell, and putting off this falſe Coyn for Good, Cur- 
rant, and Eternal Treaſure? 

Now let the Diſſenting Separatiſts diſclaim and diſa- 

vow this Impoſture with never ſo much Scora or Confi- 
dence, and*make the wonted boaſts of their SanEtity and 
Purity, reProbating all others, beſides themſelves, yer if 
the Apoftle * St. Zames have any Authority with them, [5 7:n% 7 
Jet him be the Judge and Umpire of the difference, He 7: »r- 
affirms that the Wiſdom (or _ for Religion 1s the 
only Wiſdom ), which is from above, is not only Fare, but 
Peaceable, Gentle, Eaſie to be intreated, full of Mercy, and good ndung in 
Fruits, * unturbulent, and without Hypocrifie, and that the monte 
Religion which produces Strife, Envying, Confuſion and inwi:tw, fit 
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every evil Work, 1s ſo far from being of;Divine Original, and 
deſcending from above, that it is earthly, ſenſual,and deviliſh : 
This is the Criterion, the Touch-ſtone, which we challenge 
the ſhining Chymucal Religion of the Separatifts to indure 
the Aſſay by, and I am aſlured, if we muſt cry the cruch 
of their Faith by the ſtandard of their own Works, and 
this Apoftolical Rule, it will be utterly 1impoſlible for them, 
to make out their Title to that true Rehigion, which they 
they do ſo arrogantly boaſt of, and ſo wholly appropriate 
to Themſelves and Party, that though Heaven be capacious 
enough to entertain the Inhabitants of a thouſand Earrhs, 
yet can they not allow one inch to any, beſides thoſe of 
their Perſwaſion : And 'tis no wonder, if their own narrow 
Souls perſwade them, they are only in the;narrow way ; but 
the Phariſees,their Predeceſſors in Principles and Pretenſions, 
were never the nearer to cntring into the Glorious Gates 
of Eternity, for their being ſo buſie in framing Bolts and 
Locks to exclude all others from entring into thoſe Blef- 
ſed Regions. 

And not to paſs over even the Narrow Seas, and there 
to trace theſe Turbulent Menand their Principles through 
all che Paths of Miſchief, which they have beaten in For- 
reign Countries, whereby they have forfeited all Righc 
to St. Zames's Character of the true Religion, which is 
peaceable, as well as pure; our own dear England, our 
Cities, or Towns, our Villages, our prophaned Temples, 
'and our Holy Altars thrown down as Idolatrous, our 
bluſhing Fields,and our bleeding Laws,our gaſping Liberty, 
and expiring +, ak our Eſtates conſumed with Arbi- 
trary Taxes, and heavy Impoſitions unknown to our ge- 
nerous Anceſtors; ſo many Oppreſſions, Exactions, Plun- 
der, and Free Quarter, ſuch vaſt Treaſures bgrrowed up- 
onthe Publick Faith, Sequeſtrations and CE8mpolitions 
_ exhauſted, ſo many thouſand Lives as periſhed in the late 
 Calamitous Rebellion, the entire ſubverſion of the Go- 
vernment, and the barbarous Murder of a Lawful King, 
thouſands of living Witneſſes and Sufferers under the 
Cruelty and Bondage of their Uſupation, nay, their own 
 Authentique Records, Declarations, Protcitations, Coye- 

nants and Aſſociations, and, which 1s more thanall theſe, 
their 
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their own Conſciences are Witneſſes before God and the 
whole World of Men and Angels, that the ways of Peace are 
not known to them, or make any part in the Compoſition 
of their Religion; bur rhat, norwithſtanding their thigh 
Pretenſions to Purity, Seditions, Tumulrs, InfurreCtions, 
Treaſon and Rebellion are the Fruits and Effects, the Con- 
ſequences and Concluſion of the Separation, which begins 
with Whining in a Cozventicls againſt Ceremonies and - 
Perſe.ation for Conſcience ſake, but in the end advances 
into the open Field with the loud Arguments of Drums 
and Trumpets, the thundering Languape of the Cannon, 
and in downright defiance and oppoſition of Lawful 
Goyernment and Authority by Arms and Violence, or 
the baſer ways of ſecret Treaſons and Afaſſinations. 

Had thete been indeed bur one ſingle Inſtance of the 
miſchievous and dangerous inclinations of theſe com- 
bined Faftions, it were ſufficient for ever to ruine their Re- 
putation amongſt wiſe and ſober minded Men : But they 
have given ſo many repeated Teſtimonies of rheir hatred 
of the preſent Government both Ciyil and Eccleſiaſtical, 
and of a reſtleſs, turbulenr, and unreclaimable Temper, 
obſtinately reſolved upon the firſt opportunity to Artempt 
the Subverſion and Ruine of them both, that there can- 
not be the leaſt excuſe found out to plead in nutigation 
of their Crimes: But to all their former Guile, and the 
very latc diſturbances and ſeditious behaviour of which 
chey have, under the new Denomination of The True 
Proteſtants, been moſt notortouſly guilty, the detection 
of this laſt Exccrable Conſpiracy totake off the moſt Gra« 
cious and Indulgent Prince in the World,and his Illuftrious 
and only Brother the Duke, by the moſt infamous me- 


thod of Aſaſſination, is ſuch a demonſtrative Evidence of 


their implacable Malice, that they cannot add any ching 
more Black and Wicked, to render them, till they b_ 
cheſe Traytcrous Principles, moſt deteſtable and odious to 
all Loyal Subje&ts and good Chriftians. 

The Fafion indeed ſtand much upon their 7iproes again, 
now their firſt Confternation for the Diſcovery 1s over, and 
becauſe they arc nor to a ſingle man found upon a Muſter-- 
Roll among the infamous Conſpirators, would from thence 
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argue a kind of Innocency in the Party : But ler. any Per- 
ſon conſider, that fo great an undertaking, as the Sub- 
verſion of this well-built Government, and the juſtifying 
of ſuch horrid Methods, by which it was to be begun, 
was never poſſibly to be effe&ted by a few Heads or 
Hands; and that there being an abſolute neceſfiry to 
ſecond the firſt Blow by a moſt conſiderable Force of 
Arms, and it will be impoſſible tro doubr, but that the 
Conſpirators,though they did not Communicatethe Particu- 
larities of their Treaſonous Deſign to every Individual perſon, 
from whom they expected aſliftance, yet made themſelves 
moſt aſſured of aſſiltance, from a Powertul Party, which 
ſhould joyn with them co perfect their Execrable purpoſes. 

For it is impoſſible that ſo many Men, as are known 
to-be of the Conſpiracy, both by their own Confeſſion, and 
the Teſtimony 1 ſo many unexceptionable Witneſſes, and 
Circumſtances, ſhould all of them by confent become 
deots and Madmen, to think of accompliſhing ſuch ama- 
zing Treaſons by Miracles or the Strength of Imagina- 
tion ; 1t 15 true, a ſmall number of ſuch deſperate helliſh 
Villains, as were imbarqued in the moſt wicked Enter- 
prize, might (I am all horror to name it,) with cheir 
Blunderbuſſes have Afſaſſinated the King and his Royal 
Brother ; but it muſt be a numerous Party, who muſt 
have ſeconded that Curſed Blow, fo as to inable them to 
overcome all the ſucceeding Difficulties and Oppoſitions, 
which they could not but foreſee they muſt encounter 
with, from the Loyal Party, who by the Shaftsbury Aſſo- 
ciation, and the well known Malice of the #xcluftoners, 
which comprehended the whole Faction of the Diſenters, 
would quickly have diſcovered who were the 7 rayters, 
and Marderers of the King and his Brother, and would 
certainly moſt -vigorouſly have oppoſed them, and the 
progreſs of their Deſigns of Uſurpation. 

Now from what Quarter of Heaven, or from what 
Subterranean Caverns muſt rhis aſſiſtance come? Did they 
expect any of Eliſha's Flaming Battalions, or an Army 
of Acry Combarants? or had they a promiſe of Forty 
Thouſand Black Bills, that would fight without hands, or 
a Levy of St. Zago Pilgrims, to make uſe of theſe 
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Black-Bills, to defend and ſupport their blacker , Cauſe? 
They muſt certainly be all Lunaticks indeed and Madmen, 
if they relyed upon an inviſible Power. Nor 1s it to be 
doubted, but that, how much ſoever they would haye in- 
ticuled God to the Cauſe, as their Anceſtors and Prede- 
ceſlors in Rebellion had done, yet, like them, they would 
not ſo abſolutely have repoſed their truſt in Him, but chat 
they would wiſely have thought, the beſt of their way 
was to make uſe of the Arm of Fleſh; and a Sword of 
Steel, which they knew by experience would prove a bet- 
ter defence than the Shield of Faith, or their pretended 
Sword of the Spirit, and enable them to ſerie Chrift in 
his Throne (as the Presbyterians uſeto cant it) by diſpoſ- 
ſcſſing the King of His: But beſides the 01d Army Officers, 
who were to command them, there muſt be an Army to be 
commanded; and who could theſe Levzes conſiſt of, but 
the Factious Schiſmaticks and Diſſenters, who having lit- 
ed themſclves under Separation, the very Standard of the 
014 Cauſe, no man in his Senſes can doubr, but, had her 
bloody Colours, wrought with Liberty of Conſcience, and 
Colledges Motto, No Popery, No Slavery, been once difplaid 
in the Field, whole Troops of. Zealous Volunteers would, 
in the Language of their Addreſſes, have offered their 
Lives and Fortunes, and hazarded their Souls and Bodies 
in her ſervice, againſt the Tyranny of Kingſhip, the uſcleſs- 
neſs and danger of Peerage, and the Artichriſtianiſm of 
Prelacy and Popery: Pentland Hills, and Bothwel Bridge 
give us good aſſurance of the Inclinations and Forwardneſs 
of theſe pretended Saints, to take up Arms and propagate 
the Goſpel by the wrong Sword ; though it they were 
not infatuated, even to Perdition, the diſcovery of their 
Treaſons, and the batfling of their repeated attempts a- 
ainſt Gods Vicegerent, were ſufficient to conyince them, 
[on difagreeable their Practices, and the - Principles 
which lead them, are to the Divine Majeſftie and Supreme 
Monarch of the World. T0 | 
But that which puts this matter out of all diſpute, 1s 
the Teſtimony of their own Conſciences.. The Plot, faith 
Walcot, one of the Confpirators, is laid broad and deep; 


and Collonsl Sidney profeſſeth boldly, that he diesa Martyr 
G 2 to 
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that 01d Caxſe, in which he had from his Youth been 
trained up: The Diſſenters eſteem him no leſs; Now 
doI appeal 'to themſelves, if they do not think the Cazſe, 
for which he Glories that he died a Martyr, a Righteous 
Cauſe? Nay, and Gods Righteous Cauſertoo ? If 7 do 
not think ſo, why do they ſo zcalouſly embrace, and, fofar 
as they may without danger of the Laws, encourage, ſup- 
port, and defend it, by continuing, ſo pertinaciouſly in 
their Separation, the very Badge and diſtinguiſhing Cha- 
raffer of thoſe, who have devoted themſclves to it? Moſt 
affuredly, if they did not think fo of it, they would for 
eycrabandon it. And if they do think and believe, rhar. 
it 5 Gods Righteous Cauſe, they will judge themſelves un- 
der the moſt powerful Obligations in the World, upon 
occaſion offered, to be affiſtant with their Perſons or 
Purſes to maintain it, and even to fight the Lords Battels 
againſt the Mighty : And were it poſſible to keep the 
Two Devils of car and Diſſimulation from jogging their 
Elbows, and pulling them by the Sleeves, ro make them 
conceal the depth of their Hearts, I do ſtrongly aſ- 
fare my ſelf, that they would boldly cell the World, and 
proclaim ic by the ſound of Trumpet and beat of Drunz, 

Thar they eſteem nothing they _ not their yery | 
Lives, too precious, if they may be 1inſtrurhental in car- [ 
rying on the Glorious Reformation of the 0/d Cauſe. 

And here arc the Dimenſions of thus late Conſpiracy, the 
depth and breadth of the Plhor, which Walcot mentions ; 
which is not one hairs breadth narrower, or one inch 
ſhallower, than the uniced Strength, Power, and Intereſt 
of the whole Fation of the Difenters; who would once 
again have adventured not only Bodkins and Thimbles, 
Plare, Money, Horſes and Arms, but their Lives alſo, to 
{ct up this Gofder: Calf of their 01d Cauſe, had not God 
been more Gracious and Merciful to them and the whole 
Nation, than to ſuffer them, by Succeſs in this Wicked 
Enterprize, to run headlong to our Ruine, and their own 
Danmation. 

Ler it ſuffice, That all Wiſe Men know, that the ſtrength 
of this deteſtable Conſpiracy was built upon no other 
Foundation, than the Hopes and Confidency which che 

Traytors 
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Traytors had, from fome of the Principal of them, of the 
Aſhſtance, the Vigorous, Unanimous Aſfiſtance of the Dif 
ſenters ; and that all Good, Honeſt, and Loyal men believe 
it; nay, that they who ſeem mot to diſpute or doube it, 
are conſcious to themſelves of their own good wiſhes, 
not only to the Principal 7raytors, but evento the 7reafor ; 
and fince 1t 1s well known they have long agoabandoned 
all ſhame for ſuch Impurations, nothing but the difap- 

 pointment of their hopes and expectations, could be the 
Cauſe of that Univerſal damp, conſternation, amazzmentr, 
and dcjection which were ſo viſibly painted in their Fa- 
ces, that one might know them by thoſe Marks from 
other men, as they walk't the Streets : And though they 
are forthing recovered out of the trance of their Sor- 
rows, and have reaſſumed ſame part of their wonted cou- 
rage and confidence, yet. even that courage betrays their 
ew, whleſt they wholly imploy it to diſcredit all belicf 
of the truth of this Conſpiracy : And it 1s almoſt impoſible, 
to give a more infallible Demonſtration tor the certainty 
of any thing in this World than for this, and that they 
muſt of neceſſity be in ſome ſort or other Guilry them- 
ſelves, who Ridicule, Extenuate, Palliate, Applaud, Juſti-_ 
fie, and uſe all the Arts imaginable, not only to make © 
their Party appear Innocent, but to makethe whole Plot 
an Artifice and a Contrivance, and to arraigu the Su- 
preme Power and the Juſtice of the Nation as Guilty, by 
che Condemnation and Execution of the Principal Zray- 
tors and Accomplices in the Treafon: And certainly they 
have no thoughts of abhorrence and deteſtation of ſuch 
black and execrable Villanies, nor any mtentions to aban- 
don them, who do ſo warmly hugg and cheriſh the on- 
ly Cauſe of this, and ſo many other Treaſfons, Plots, and 
Confptracies both againft the late fig and his preſent 
Mzjeſtie, their wicked Principle of Separation, which is 
the Mother of all thoſe Seditions, Inſurreftions, and Re- 
bellions, which to their coſt theſe Nations have ſo often 
felt. 

For when Men have once ſeparated themſelves from 
the 'Eccleſraſtical, they do at the fame inſtant cur the 
Cords and Ligaments of Obedience to the Civil Govern- 
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ment; they, by uſurping Soveraign Power to _— 
with the Obligation of any one Law, bid open defiance 
to the very Eflence of all Laws, and, without the conſenc 
of King, Lords, and Commons, andertake to Abrogate, Re- 
peal, and makenot only void, but unlawful, and unjuſt, 
and intolerable ſuch As of Parliament, as were by the 
Common Conſent of the King. and the Three Eſtates of 
the Realm, Enacted to retain the Subjects in their due 
Obedience, and cannot without ſhocking the very Founda- 
tions of the Government be cancelled by any other Au- 
thority, than that which at firſt gave them being: So that 
they are in actual Rebellion even at the firſt ſtep, though 
not in actual Arms, and open Hoſtility, againſt the Xing, 
the Laws, and the very Conſtitution and Life of the Go- 
vernment, which conlifts in the Power and Authority of 
making Laws, and exacting Obedience to them : Now 
this Abkdience to the Laws, and thereby diſowning the 
Authority which made them, naturally leads che cranſ- 
_— to fear the Penalties of thoſe Laws which they 
ave violated, and to dread the threatning edge of the 
Sword of Juſtice, the Guardian of thoſe Laws, with which 
the Supreme Magiſtrate is by God intruſted, to puniſh 
the Diſobedient, and preſerve the Peace and Tranquillic 
of Human Society ; Now Fear 1s only ſo much the El- 
der Brother of Hatred, as Eſaz was to Facob, that ſmooth 
Swpplanter, tever lays hold of the Heel of its hairy Bro- 
ther; and when men are once adyanced to hate what 
they fear, they do immediately proceed to wiſh, deſire, 
and indeavour to put themſclves out of the reach of 
danger, from what they both fear and hate. When theſe 
two Paſſions thus adopted into the Family of Religion, 
have once taken full poſſeſſion of Mens Minds, it is not 
long before they Precipitate them into the Scarch of all 
Ways and Contrivances how to ſecure themſelves; which 
becauſe they cannot immediately obtain, they preſently 
fall to accuſing the Laws of Injuſtice, and the Magiſtrates 
of Tyranny and Perſecution, that ſo their diſobedience may 
find a Refuge under the ſhelter of their pretended Inno- 
cence, for which they can have no other Foundation, 
but cheCharging the Laws themſelves with want of ow 
an 
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and Juſtice : Nor is the Government only to be thus ac- 


cuſed as unrighteous, and deſpiſed as unjuſt; and obe-: 


dience to its Laws renounced as unlawful, but their fear 
and hatred put them upon all the Out-fide Aqts of 
Hypocritical Piety, and difſembled Sanctity, that by them 
they may win both Pity and gain a Party, and fo in- 
trench themſelves in the Fortifications of Numbers; 
hoping for Impunity, at leaft from the Multitude of 
Offenders, which when they have gained, they are nor 
ſparing of their ſecret Menaces, how unſafe it may be 


to Exaſperate, and how Impolitique for the Government, - 


by compelling them to Obedience, to force them to ex- 
tremities. No ſooner have they gained this Point, and 
that they apprehend that the Scale is turned, and that 
the Government, of which they before ſtood in ſo much 
Fear, begins now juſtly to be in fear of them, but they 
preſently become Infſolent in their Actions, Seditious in 
their words, Frequent in open Menaccs, and Bold Peritio- 
ners to their Prince tor ſuch Favours and Indulgences, 
as they are well aſſured, if he grants, he muſt be ruined, 
and if he denyes, they are rcfolved to endeavour by Force 
to extort them from him, and the Sum of all their Deſires 
at the laſt centring 1n their being intruſted with the Pow- 
er of the Sword, the difference art laſt comes to fall under 
the Fatal Deciſion and Arbitrement of the Sword. And 
how matters muſt be managed, when they come to 
that diſmal Pcriod, and are referred to the determina- 
tion of that Umpire, I think little need to be faid, and it is 
yet too freſh in memory, to be again repeated ; moſt 
certainly War, and ""_ a Civil War, can never go 
unattended by the calamitous Legions of Miſery, Ruine, 
Oppreſſion, Murder, Deſolations, and all the Licentious 
Mihicfs which the Rude and Mercenary Spirits, of 
which the Inferior Military Men are always compoſed, 

can be guilty of. | 
This 1s the Rarc texture of the Spiders Web of Sepa- 
ration, in the Centre whereof the Devil of Rebellion ſits 
Enthroned, and though the out-lines of the Circumfe- 
rence ſeem all compoſed of Innocence, Purity, and Re- 
formation, yet when once _— but to touch Hs 
2 uz 
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baz about the ſmalleſt Cords of this Fatal Net, like fooliſh 
Flics they are intangked and caught, and the farther they 
proceed, and the more they ſtrive, the more are they wrap- 
ped and incloſtd in the Snares of the Devil. 

Thus docs Separation begin with miſtaken Zeal for Re- 
ligion, which by eafie ſteps inſenſibly tranſports men to 
defend one Errout by a thouſand, and to commit the moſt 
horrid impicties and moſt dreadful fins, ro ſupport and 
maintain that, which they call their Religion : Thus have 
we ſeen the Tears of the Widows, and heard the Cries of 
the Orphans, robbed of their Husbands, Parents, and 
Eftates, for the Gfory of God: We have heard the groaning 
of the Prifoners, and thoſe appointed to die; we have feen 
ſo many. Loyal Free-Subjects, without and againſt Law, 
Reaſon, and Humanity, brought to Axes, Gibbetrs, and 
Halters, and all pretended to be done for God's Righteous 
Cauſe and Glory : Robbing of Churches, and defacing of 
Temples, Crimes which Heathen 1dolaters would have 
blaſh'd ar, were all for the Glory of God too, and the Ho- 
riour of his Cauſe. Nay, there 1s fcarce that horrible kind 
of Impiety, Blaſphemy, or any ſort of Wickedneſs to be 
named, which was not committed during the late Rebet- 
lion under this Pretence; and the moſt barbarous and in- 
humane Outrages, which the afflicted Royalifts ſuffered 
from theſe prerended Saints, are fo great and many, as it 
is impoſſible to recount them, all which were fo far from 
being puniſhed by the Uſurping Powers, that they were en- 
couraged, applauded, juſtified, and rewarded as accepra- 
ble Services to God and the Parliament ; Even Cruelty was 
become fo great a Virtue, that it was one of the choiceſt 
ſiibje&ts of Diſcourſe, and with which the Bownergeſes of 
the Faction were wont from the ſuffering Pulpit ro <meer- 
tzinthePeople, and Prophane the Temples of the Go/ of 
Peace, with Exhortations to War and Blood. 'Well might 
the God of Peace and Purity ſend that diſmal Fire of Zondor 
topurge thoſe Temples, whoſe Beams-and Stones had been 
fo rainred by the Leprous breath of Rebellious Preachers, 
char no whiting or ſcraping, according to the Moſaich. Me- 
Thbd of ckanfing Leprous Houfes, was ſufficient to cleanſe 
them, 'fo'as tobe fir for the offering up-of the Sacrifices of 

Prayers 
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Prayers and Praiſes to the everlaſting Prince of Peace, or 

to have the Holy Dove, condeſcend to dwell among men, 

and afſiſt their Devotions in thoſe Holy Places. 
And that I may not ſeem falſly to accuſe them, I will 


give two or three Inſtances of this Bloody Divinity; though 


I could produce a thouſand, and they who delight ro 
paddle among fuch Bloody Tenents, may be ſufficiently 
furniſhed our of the Printed Sermons of the late Times, a 
conſiderable Colleftion of which may with little pains 
be ſcen in my very Excellent Friend, the Mallezs Schiſ- 
maticorum, Mr. L Eſtranges farſt and ſecond Books of Dif. 
ſenters Sayings, under the Heads of Reformation by Blood, 
and The War Fuſtified, &c. _ 77 

Cut down the Malignants, (ſo was the Royal Party na- 
med) with the Sword of Fuſtice, Root them out, and con- 
ſume them with Fire, that no root may ſpring again. (Wal- 
ker's Sermon, Fan. 29. 1644.) It the Devil himfelt had fill'd 
the Pulpit, that Old Walker, who like a Roaring Lion 
goes to and fro ſecking whom he may deyour, could 
not certainly in fewer words have expreſſed more Com- 
prehenfive Cruelty, or a more Barbarous Thurſt after 
Humane Blood. 

But you ſhall hear another. There is no dallying with 
God now, ſaith Caſe, much delay hath been uſed al- 
ready, too much ; God 1s angry, and he ſeems to ask this 
once more, Will you ſtrike? Will you execute Judgment, or 
will you not? Tell me, for if you will not, I will: I will 
have the Enemies Blood, and yours too, if you will not exe- 
cute Vengeance upon Delinquents, for the Day of Vengeance is 
in my heart, and the year of my Redeemed is come, Iſa 63. 
(Cafe, before the Commons, 1644.) Never could the Lips 
ſure of any, who prerended to fear the Divinity which they 
ador'd, except a Presbyterian's, dare to affront him by 
ſuch a poſitive, audacious, and blaſphemous Proſopopeia ; 
herein ſhewing himſelf a falſe Propher by putting on his 
Horns of Iron, and puſhing on every fide of him for 
Blood and Slaughter ; never did any wretched and unin- 
ſpired Mortal ſo preſumptuouſly and peremptorily un- 

ertake to ſpeak & Soveraign will and pleaſure of the 


Merciful Creator, as this bold Schiſmatick; does in this moſt 
] fangut- 
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ſanguinary Decree, as if he had been admitted into the 
Cabinet Council with the Almighty, and had nor only 
out-gon St. Paul who travelled to the Third Heavens, 
but had received a more ample Commiſſion, than thar 
Apoſtle, to relate, what the other tells us, 2 Cor. Cap. 12. 
Ver. 4. was unſpeakable and not lawful for a Man to utter : 
Bur God be praiſed, who hath affured us by the Mouths 
of his Inſpired Servants, the Prophets, that he hath no 
Pleaſure in the Death of his Enenwies, as this falſe Pro- 
phet would have us believe ; and -hereby we may eaſily 
diſcover, that it was he, who was a Murderer from the 
beginning, who inſpired them with theſe Bloody. Dofrines, 
and this Method of abuſing Scripture, at which we know 
he has a moſt notable Talenc. 

But if any Perſon deſire to fee a Summary of the 
ſanguinary defires of the Separatiſts, he may conſult a 
Pamphlet Intituled, Fuſtices Plea, Printed and Publiſhed 
Auguſt, 1/t. 1644, of which thus 1s the Abridgmenr. 

The Cruel Miſcreant addrefles himſelf to the 4ſembly 
of Divines, (and by that, he ſhould be a Presbyterian) and 
vehemently exhorts them to move the High and Honora- 
ble Court of Parliament, that Juſtice may be ſpeedily 
and ſeverely Executed upon all the moſt Diſloyal and 
Treacherous Enenues of the Kingdom. 

For, fairh he, One, if not the main, provoking Cauſe of 
all our Miferics, is that Wrach-provoking Sin of Impu- 
nity, and not Exccuting Juſtice and deferved Puniſhment 
upon Eminent Offenders and Malefactors amongſt us. 
Then he falls upon quoting and mifapplying Scripture, and 
the Hiſtory of Achan, Foſhua 7th, and from thence pro- 
ceeds to charge the Blood of Bohemia, the Palatinate, Ro- 
chel, the 1fſe of Rhee, Ireland and England, upon the King 
and Loyal Party, whom according to the Presbyterian Rhe- 
torick he Styles Papiſts, Atheiſts, Pontificians, and Malignants 
of all Sorts and Sexes; and, adds he, ſome of them are 
put into our Hands as ſo many devoted Achans, accurſed 
ones, yer of all of them, but one Capital Offender, ex- 
cepr ſome Inferiour ones, Three mn London, and as many at 
Briſtol, brought by our Renowned Joſhua's (meaning 
the Faction of the Two Houſes) to deſerved Death and 
Deſtruction. (P. 1.) The 
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The Remedy, ſauh he, of Exgland's Malady, which is 
a State Gangrene, 1s the ſerious, zealous, and unpitying 
Execution of Juſtice upon the ſaid Malkfactors, and by 
no means out of Pretence of finful Pity or Partiality to 
ſpare the Lives of any, whom God hath thus appointed 
to Death. 

And this he endeavours to prove to be a Duty, firſt, 
from Precepts, Gem. Cap. 9. Ver. 6. Whoſcever ſheddeth Mans 
Blood, by Man ſhall his Blood be ſhed. This is a general 
Rule, faith he, and, from one end of the Bible to the other, 
admrs of no Exception either of Princes or Peaſants, No- 
ble or Ignoble. (So that here you ſee isa Fatal Blow di- 
rectly leyelF'd at the Kings Neck by the Presbyzerian Do- 
Etrine, though the Independents robb'd them of the power 
of putting 1t 1n practice) but he gocs forward, leaving 
the impreſſions of his Cloven-foored Tutor upon every 
ſtep he takes, and falls with him to his Scriptum eft, quo- 
ting 1 Sam. Chap. 15. Ver. 2, 3. Thus faith the Lord of Hofts, 
I remember that which Amaleck did to Wrael, how he laid 
wait for him in the Way, when he came up from Egypt. Now 
go, and ſmite Amaleck, and utterly deftroy all that they have, 
and ſpare them not, but ſlay both Man and Woman, Infant 
and Suckling, Oxe and Sheep, Camel and Aſs. (The Roya- 
liſts were the Amalekites, and the moſt Religious King 
in the World was, in Presbyterian Dialect, Agag; and this 
was the Doom, to which they were adjudged. by theſe 

retended Saints, and that too as peremptorily, as if God 
[ud told them his Will by immediate Reyelarion, as he did 
ro Samuel, and had declared the King and his Loyal 
Subje&ts his unpardonable Enennes, and as Wicked 1do- 
laters, as were the Amalekites, and their King Agag.) But 
the killing Blow was alway that paſlage, Revelations Chap. 
18. Ver. 6, Reward her even as ſhe rewarded you, and double 
unto her double according to her works, in the Cup which ſhe hath 
filled, fill to her double ; and then to be ſure they came to 
' the daſhing our the Brains of the Babyloniſb Brats, the 
Cavaleers, againſt the Stones. Laſtly, adds he, that of the 
Prophet Jeremy, which 1 moſt humbly and heartily deſire 
all our Grave and Godly Parliamentary Worthics ſhould 


be moſt often and extraordinarily minded of, Fer.Chap. 48. 
I 2 ver, 
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wer. 10. Curſed be he, that doth the work of the Lord decent- 
fully, and Curſed be he, that keepeth back his Sword from Blood. 
Here's a Precept, cries out this Son of the Horſeleech, with 
a witneſs indeed, a Precept under no lefs than a Curſe, 
yea an ingeminated Curſe, to ſhew the certainty and ſeye- 
rity of Gods diſpleaſure in the neglect of it; yea we fee, 
it 1s called a dealing decenfully with God and Men, to 
do it lightly, much more notto do it atall; the Lord give 
thoſe, whom it moſt nearly concerns, care and conſcience 
timely and truly to ſet upon 1t. ( Page 3;) 

Bur leſt the Authority of perverted Scoipture-Pre- 
cepts ſhould not be ſufficient ro ſtimulate and inſtigate 
the Heads of the Faction to ſo much Cruelty, and ſo many 
indiſcriminating premeditated Murders, he proceeds to 
furniſh Preſidenrs to fortifie his bloody Doctrine; and 
firſt, ſaith he affirmatively, Phineas Executed Judgment 
on Zimri and Cozbi, Upon which Text, adds he, as Reye- 
rend and Mellifluous Mr. Marſhal in lis Sermon obſerves, 
That one man, by his Holy Zeal, may be a means to faye 
a whole Kingdom ; how much more then a whole Par- 
liament, puniſhing Offenders in a Legal way by the Rule 
of Juſtice. Then he produces Fehz, Executing Vengeance - 
upon Joram and Ahaziah, ewo Kings, and ſlaying the [- 
ſeventy Sons of Ahab, and the two and forty Brethren 
of Ahaziah King of Judah. 2 Kings Chap. 9 and 10. 

From Poſitive he proceeds to Negative Preſidents, as 
he calls them, ro ſhew. that God was difpleaſed for neg- 
le&ting Executing Vengeance upon Capital Offenders; 
inſtancing in the Quarrel berween the Benjamites and 
Ifraelites, Fudges Chap 20th. the whole Chapter being, as 
he ſaith, the very Caſe of Erng/and; comparing the King 
and [is Party co the wicked Benjamites, who had com- 
mitted and juſtified that inhumane Rape upon the Le- 
vites Concubine, and the Parliament and Faction to the 
true Iſraelites. Then he tells you the ſtory of Ahab's per- 
mutting Bexhadad to clcape, 1 Kings Chap 20. ver. 42. 
And he ſaid unto him, thus ſaith the Lord, becauſe thou haſt 
let go out of thy hands a man whom I appointed to utter de- 
ſtruction, therefore thy Life ſhall go for his Life, and thy 
People for his People. Then he inſtances in Saul's fortcicing 

his 
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his Kingdom for ſparing Agag, King of the Amalekzres, 
1 Sam. Chap. 15. Ver. 23. Becauſe thou haſt rejefted the 
word of the Lord, he hath rejefted thee from being King. (A 
ſtrong puſh for Depoling and Murdering the King, as 
being rejected of God, as Saul was.) "+ 

Bur in regard this was addreſſed to People, who had 
Pretended moſt wonderful tenderneſs of Conſcience, leſt 
chere ſhould be any remains of that, he comes now to 
hardning of them by anſwering an Objection. 

0bj. Whar 1s all this to us of the Miniſtry ? 

Anſw. It concerns you all very much, and you alſoin 
the firſt place, even You, Reverend Gentlemen : Such as 
are Arch-Enemies to God and his moſt Righteous Cauſe, 
who have ſuck'd the Blood of Gods precious Ones, arc 
now held in Prifon among us ; they are only impriſon- 
ed, but fome only pinch 1n their Purſes and ſer at Liberty, 
at leaſt from danger of Death: And this I fay, nay God 
ſays, Juſtice 1s grievouſly neglected, and the juſt Wrath 
of God highly incenſed and exaſperated againſt us for 
the ſame. Now you, Reverend Gentlemen, are Sentinels 
- and Watchmen, Ezek. Chap. 3. Yer. 7. and Chap. 33. Ver. 
z 7, $8. And youare to give cimecly and ſerious warning to 
3 the Superior Magiſtrates, Eſa. Chap. 58. Ver. 1. Gryaloud, 
ſpare not, lift up your woices like Trumpets, to Adviſe, Preach, 
Pecition to purpoſe, our moſt Noble and Honorable Par- 
liamentary Worthies, to putin ſerious, zealous, and ſpeedy 
Execution, this God-pleating, Wrath-appealing Work 
of Severity, and exactly puniſhing all Grand Offenders, 
5 and Arch-Adverſaries of God = the Kingdom, whoſoe- 
ver they be. | 

Then he reminds them, that Juſtice was done on the 
Earl of Strafford by the City of London's means, who, a- 
bout two years ſince, with an Unanimous and Zealous 
conſcat Aſſembled gravely and adyiſedly together, and 
in a ſober and ſubſtantial manner by their moſt hum- 
ble Perition, craving and crying out for Juſtice againſt 
that pernicious Traytor, and Cruel Crafty Enemy of 
the Stare, the Earl of Strafferd, accordingly obtained the 
thing deſired. | 
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And now he comes to intitle God to this Bloody Diui. 


nity, and, as if he had adored ſome of the inhumane 1ols 


of the Pagans, to beſpeak Hecatombs of Humane Sacri- 
fices to honor and ſerve him with: Say, faith he, Whar 
Honor and Dignity hath been done to God for all the 
late Victories? Much by the Parliament; bur whareyer 
hath been, all is too little ; and therefore ſome Extraordi- 
nary and Eminent Work, tending tothe High Honour of 
the Lord, our moſt glorious wonder-working God ; no- 
thing like deſtroying thoſe Achans and Agags, whether 
Grear by Place, or Noble by Birth. 

But then again, his almoſt ſmorhered Conſcience gets a 
little breath to croſs his fanguinary Divinity with an 
Objection, whileft he ſtops her Cries with an imperti- 
nent and ſhuffling Anſwer. | 

0bj. But what, faith he ? Nothing but Blood and Crael- 
1y? Make the Parliament a Parliament of Blood ? May not 
Mercy be as Honourable, as thus fiercely ſh ding 
Blood 2 

Anſw. T1, or rather Gods Word ſaith, Who art thou 
that darcſt call that A&t Bloody, which God himfelf 
calls Juſtice and Judgment, and wherein God is fo delight- 
ed. Secondly, I fay not all, but as the Prophet Jeremy, 
Chap. 15. Ver. 2. Thus ſaith the Lord, ſuch as are for Death to 
Death, and ſuch as are for the Sword to the Sword, and ſuch as 
ars for the Famine to the Famine, and ſuch as are for the Cap- 
tivity to the Captivity. (So that you ſee, the tender Mer- 
cies of a Presbyterian are Cruelty, and the Mercitul Schif- 
matick, is not altogether for Hanging, Drawing, and 
Quartcring ; no, good Man ! he 1s only tor Sword, Fa- 
mine, and Captivity, for ſome of them ; and I dare fay, 
had the abuſed Text had Plaguc, Fire, and Water in ir, 
the Compaſſionate Creature would graciouſly have con- 
deſcended to ſpare the Malignants trom Death, to have 
Commutred them to thoſe other lingring Puniſhments: Buc 
here's no Quarter to be given, nor one grain of Merc 
to be found in his Heart, no Pardon to be had or haves 
and, in the Bartel of Presbyterian Vengeance, none are like 
to eſcape.) 
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But now he comes to wind up his Bloody Bottoms, 
and concludes, That this Advice is given in ſinglenefs and 
ſincerity of heart, for that he may ſay with David, hat 
have I done, is there not a Caſe ? 

Here is the very Heart, the Soul, the Conſcience of a4 
True Proteſtant Schiſmatick,, and indeed the very Spiric of 
Separation laid naked and open to the view of all Mankind. 
Here's a Window into the very Boſome of the Faction , 
where one may ſee Revenge and Cruelty, Malice and 
Murder, Hatred of Motrin and Contempt of Kings, 
and ten thouſand other Impieties lodged in every corner 
of his breaſt. How would theſe Cruel People now like the 
Lex Talionis, Adonibezek's Law, not only to have their Toes 
and Thumbs cur off, bur, according to their own Divinity, 
{ince they are moſt manifeſtly Guilty of what they fallly 
accuſc the Loyal Party, to be Condemned to all the Seve- 
rites, which they have ſo uncompaſſionately allotted to 
others : But they are out of that danger, our Religion 
teaches us a far different Temper, and would they give the 
Government any tolerable aſſurance, that it were poſ- 
ſible for them to be peaceable, and forbear pulling the 
Penalties of the Laws, made for its ſecurity, upon their own 
Heads, they might grow old, and go in quiet to their own, 
if they would ler others hope to do 1o to their Graves. 

I will add but one Inſtance more, and that ſhall be of 
Mr. Love, whoſe unpeacctul Zeal was one great occaſion 
of the breaking oft the Uxbridge Treaty, by which means 
ſo many thouſands of poor Souls were ſent in the fuc- 
cceding Wars, to Untimely and Bloody Deaths. 

Men, faith he, who lye under the Guilt of much Innecent 
Blood are not meet perſons to be at Peace with, till all the 
Gruilt of the Blood be expiated and avenged, either by the 
Sword of the Law, or the Law of the Sword. "Tis the Sword, 
not Diſputes and Treaties, that muſt end this Controverſie ; 
(juſt point blanck contrary to the Text, which is exactly 
according to the Presbyterian Divinity). Wherefore turn 
your Plow-ſhares into Swords, and your Pruning-hooks into 
Spears, to fight the Lords Battels, tro avenge the Blood of 
Saints, which hath been ſpilt; it muſt be avenged either 
by ws, or upon us. (Loves S$ _ at Uxbridge Treaty, 1644, | 
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And fo it happened ; Providence it ſeems taking him 
at his Word; and ſome part of that Innocent Blood, 
which was ſhed by his incitement, being by thoſe of his 


own Party, according to his 0raculous, tho' otherwiſe in-. 


tended, Prediction, avenged upon himſelf ; which becauſe 
it fell out by a very uncommon accident, and known to 
very few, Providence ſeeming to interpoſe berween him 
and a Pardon, which was intended for him, and to ſhew us, 
that vir ſanguinum non dimidiabit dies ſuos, Blood-thirſty 
Men ſhall not live out half their Days, I think it will nor 
here be impertinent to my Deſign, or unprofitable cither 
to the preſent or future Times, to make publick the Re- 
lation of it, which I had from che Mouth of a very Loy- 
al, Worthy, and Credible Perſon ; which was thus. 

That the Independents, after the Murder of the Kine, 
having made themſelves abſolute Conguerors, and Maſters 
of the Sword, and thereby ſnatched the Lawrels of 
Victory from the Presbyterian Brows, who had, together 
with them, born the heat and burthen of the Day, and 
ſwcat ſo hard in the Common Cauſe ; and that they had now 
eyery where cruſhed their fair hopes of Erecting their 
rigorous Diſcipline in the Eſtabliſhment of a National 
Church-Government, according to the Geneva and Scot- 
tiſh Model, fo that the Sneaking Presbyterians were even 
forced to content themſclves with a bare T7oleration, be- 
ing every hour affronted by the Huffing Independents, 
and eyery moment menace with Ruine, by taking away 
the burthen of Tithes, the maintenance of their Cauſe and 
Miniſters ; they began co conſult which way to retrieve 
themſelves from thoſe deſperate Events, which ſeemed, 
like black Clouds, to hang over their Heads, rcady to 
diſcharge themſelves and all their Storms and Thunder 
upon them.

b mers, and Intelligencers in every Corner, cven in the Kings 
; Court, during his Exile,” quickly got the ſcent of this Pref. 
2 . byterian Intrigue ; and Love, as a Principal. Man'of the 
Presbyterian Faction, being moſt zealous and forward, and, 
by reaſon of his precipitate boiling temper. of -Spirit, leſs 
circumſpect and cautious, 'was immediately Diſcoyered, 
Apprehended, Tryed, Convicted, and Condemned for 
this High Treaſon againſt the State. | 
Burt he being the Minton of the Presbyterians, and they 
conſidering, what a wound of Infamy it would give to 
their, even expiring, Reputation thorow the whole Nation; 
if he ſhould die tor chis Crime of ſuppoſed Loyalty, there- 
fore extraordinary Interceſſions. and Applications were 
made to the Commons, then Styled The Supreme Authority 
of the Nation, for his Deliverance ; all his faihful Zeal 
and memorable Services in former Times were recoun- 
red, and the danger of difobliging and loſing the Pref 
byterian Intereſt and Kindneſs; and how. hazardous it 
might be to the Common-wealth, nor yer well ſerled, if, by 
ſuch ſeverities,the Presbyterians ſhould be provoked to joyn 
with the Malignant Party, were among other Sollicitat- 
ons repreſented and infinuated to the Grandees of the In- 
dependent Party.

- .Cromwel, being then abſent in Scor/and, upon the Receipt

Now by what Impulſe or Direction God only knows, 
two or three Gentlemen, who had formerly been of the 
Kings Army, happening to travel the Northern Road, and 
mecting the Poft, who, among others, was char = with | 
this Lerrer, and inquiring of him, Whether he had; any 7 
Scotch Letters, to which he innocently replyed, He had, a s 
Curioſity ſeized their Imagination to peep into the Secrets 
of the Uſurping Powers; and therefore taking the Poſt aſide 
out of the High Road, into aconvenient place,and opening 
his Male, they took out and opened the Scorriſh Pacquer, 
and, among others, this of Cromwels, which carried a War- 
rant for a Reprieve for.

The Pacquet arriving at London, and ſeyeral Lecters a 
from Cromwel todiverſc Perſons, withour one ſingle Syllablc : 
concerning Love, the Party took it for granted, chac this 
Silehce was inccaded as an abſolute Denul : And therefore, 
not-darmg to draw upon themſelves the high diſpleaſure of 
Gomwel, cither by a ſecond Importunity to ſave him, or 
by.a Delay of Execution, in. a few days after the Wt 
rans-for lus diſpatch. into the ocher World was ſigned, and 
he, who had been inſtrumental in bringing ſo many Noble 
tlcads; :abd cyen the Kings, to that Infamous and Un- 
cmely Death, had hunfclf che Honour of the Axe, and to 
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have the blood of ſo many Innocents, as was ſhed by his 
Party, avenged upon himſelf, according to his Sangui- 
nary and Prophetick Divinity. | 

But, while my Pen runsin this full Carreer againſt theſe 
Crucl and Sanguinary Principles, it is more than probable, 
that the uſual Courteſie of the Fa#ior will beſtow the Title 
of a bloudy-minded Perſecutor upon me; and that the intent 
of chis Expoſure of their Poſitions 1s deſigned purpoſely 


to Expoſe their Perſons to the Hatred and ſevereſt Puniſh- 


ments of the Laws and Government. Now though, while 
I keep my felf to the firicteſt Rules of Truth, T ſhould 
little value che worſt of their Imputations, yet conſidering; 
that chey are wont to extend their Calummies from fingſe 
Perſons ro the whole Order of our Chutch, 1 have too 
much Duty and Tenderneſs, for the Reputation of that 
Glorious and truly Apoflo/ical Church, whereof I eſteem 
it my greateſt Honour to be one of her meaneſt Ser- 
vants, to ſuffer the leaſt Spor, through my willing dcfaulr, 
to ſully her Beauteous Face: I muſt therefore make my 
moſt Solemn Proteftation, that, as I have not the leaſt Ani- 
moſity to any Mans Perſon, fo I have not the leaſt Incli- 
nation that prompts me to any kind of Cruelty ; nay, it 1s 
my perfe& abhorrence of Blood and Cruelty, that com- 
pels me for the Satisfaction of the Importunites of my 
own Conſcience, to uſe my utmoſt Induſtry to prevent 
the effuſion of Humane Blood. It 1s to prevent the growth of 
theſe Fatal Principles, which, if not in time ſuppreſſed and 
ſubdued, rhreatcn again to break out among us, and open 
the Veins of theſe Miſerable Nations: Te 1s becauſe I would 
with my utmoſt Power hinder theſe deluded people; who 
become diſtracted with the Raving Poiſon of ſuch Divi- 
nity, either from Executing their Bloody Treafons and 
Malice upon others, or running themfelyes to Exe- 
cution upon the Sword of Fuſtice. It is agaitiſt the Im- 
mortal miſchief of the Princrples, and not the Mortal Lives 
of the dcluded Profeſors of them, that I leyel all my blows ; 


and:that our Grand-Children may learn Wiſdom from 


our harms and dangers; and know how to diſtinguiſh by 
their Fruics the Cedar Government of Monarchy, from the 
Bramble Government of Fa&tion and Uſurpation ; a_ 
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they may know the true difference berween the truly 4- 
poſtolical, Loyal, and Obedienc Church of England, and 
choſefalſe Schiſmaricks,who call chemfelves Trae Proteſtants, 
bur are of the Synagogze of Satan: That they may under- 
ſtand the difference betwixt thoſe Glorious Stars, the An- 
gels of the Churches, the Biſhops, which are for ever fix- 
cd in the powerful Right-hand of the Son of God, and 
thoſe New Lights, untixed Meteors, wandring Stars, for 
whom, St. Fude tells us, is reſerved the blackneſs of darkneſs 
for ever. | | 

As for Exafperating the Government againſt them, as 
it 15 not my deſign, and, that I addreſs my whole diſcourſe 
by way of Caution to private Perſons ; fo they ought 
rather to accuſe their own Actions and not my Words, 
if the Government be juſtly Exaſperated againſt them. And 
indecd, as it would be a very fooliſh 'Preſumption in me, 
co pretend to advice, ſo it would be a ſuperfluous Vani- 
ty to go about to exaſpcrate the Government, ſince it 
1s molt certain the Government knows them ſufficiently 
already, and if the Tongues and Pens of all mankind were 
for ever filenced, their own Mouths, Pens, Words and 
Actions never ceafe to make Proclamations againſt them- 
ſelves, and to provoke the Government, even at no lef 
Peril, than not only its Well-being, but its very Being, to 
take ſuch Effectual Care of them, as to ſecure the Mo- 
rarch and Monarchy, the Church and Apoſtolical Hierarchy, 
from the continual Attempts of their unwcaried Practices 
both ſecret and open againſt them. And ir is a Duty, 
. which not only the Government owes it ſelf by the moſt 
Primitive and Innate Law of Self-Preſervation, but it is 
bound by all the Laws of God, Nature, and Nations, 
and by all the Obligations, both Divine and Humane, 
by the ſtrongeſt Reaſons of Wiſdom and Intereſt, to 
protect and defend the Loyal, Dutiful, Peaccable, and 
Obedicnt Subjects, againſt the wicked Deſigns of the 
Seditious, Unruly, and Rebelhous. And, aseyery Good man 
may modeſtly challenge this Protection trom the Go- 
 wernment, fo ought every Honeſt Man heartily to lend 
his beſt affiſtance towards the Support of that Power, 
from which he expects Protection, by detecting _ De- 
| _ _ bens, 
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ſigns, expoſing the Arrifices, and weakning the Force of 
Its implacable Enemies, and ſuch our Separatifts have 
proved themſelves ſufficiently to be, had there beenno 
other Pens, bur their own, imployed againſt them. 

And becauſe the whole World, to whoſe hands theſe 
Papers ſhall come, ſhall witneſs for me, that I have Trea- 
ted them at a far more temperate Rate, than theſe Bre- 
thren in Iniquity have treated each other in their mucu- 
al Quarrels, 1n their Cenſures, and expoſing each others de- 
ſtructive Principles: And thar, if they find themſelves 
pierced through the very heart of their Reputation, they 
may, with the Eagle in the Fable, perceive, that the Ar- 
row, from which they received their Mortal wound, is 
feathered from their own Wings; I will preſent the Rea- 
der with a Dialogue, taken out of their own Writings, and 
in their own proper Language, which poſſibly may nor 
be indivertive, and, I hope, not unuſcful or unſerviceable 
to the deſign of Expoſing, and, if poſſible, Exploding 
theſe Wicked, Turbulent, and Factious Opinions out of 
the Minds of Mankind. 

And that it may be known which are their Words, and 
what is only inſerted to reduce it into the form of a 
Familiar diſcourſe, thoſe Expreſſions, which ſerve only 
to tack it together, are printcd in Ttalick, the other in the 
ordinary Roman Letter.

You are one of that new-born Baſtard 
Se of Independency, which 1s nothing but a Confoun- 
ding Ataxy, Rent upon Rent, and a Schiſme of Schiſmes, 
an all Church Community be torn into Atomes; every 
three Men (nay every three Women, among you) 
diffociating themſelves into an #derwe,, a Will- Worſhip 
of their own devifing, which fondly and madly you 
call a Church. But where, I pray, and in what corner of 
the world, hath this aery Independency been afleep until 
theſe days? Qup confule? Under what Kihgs Reign was 
it born ? Where may I hear, that it hath a being? Where 
may I read, (below the World in the Moon) that ever 
it had a being? I will be bold to brand it with the 
name of a new-minted Seminary for all Self-Pride, 
Hereſie, Schiſme, Seditzon, ind for all Libertiniſme : An 
Outſide feeming Sainthhip, a Peftilence to all Govern- 
ment, except a Traiterous and clouted Anarchy. (Sir 
Edward Deerings Speeches, Page $2.

Indep. I perceive, Sir, your Worſhip is a member of the 
moſt Honourable Houſe of Commons, and, I hope, you will en- 
tertain a better Opinion of your weak, Brethren, whoſe Ten- 
der Conſciences cannot come up to all your Heights. 

Presbyt. Newer, Never, I aſſure you. Independency! Why 
It1s a Genzs Generaliſimum of all Errors, Hereſies, Blaſphe- 
mies, and Schiſmes; compounded of, firſt, a Jew, arro- 
gating to be, wich them, the peculiar People of God: Se- 
condly, Chriſtian, in acknowledging the Scriptures, ſome 
of them at leaſt, tho' Phariſees themſelves, and Publica- 
ring all the World, whereas True Religion 1s like Facobs 
Ladder, Stat pede in terris, caput inter nubila condit, Third-' 
ly, Tark, ſubmitting all to the Fate and Power of the 
Sword, 'Religion, Laws, and Liberty, that Idol of che 
People. (Walkers Hiſtory of Independency, at the beginning.) 

Independ. Good your Worſhip, what ever you think, of us, 
be pleaſed according to the truſt repoſed in you, as one of our 
Repreſentatives, ro deliver our Petition to the Houſe, where 
I hope we have many Friends ; you know there hath paſſed a 
Vote 
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: Vote of the Commons of England for it, ard I hope yort 
: hauve too much Honour for that Body to deny that Requeſt. 

Presbyt. I know indeed very well, that your Schifma- 
tical Party hath been fo Clamorous with Petitions, that 
a Vote was paſſed in your Favour, That it is the un- 
doubted Righe of Subjects to Perition, and afterwards 
to acquieſce 1n the Wiſdom and Juſtice of the rwo 
Houſes. ( Hift. of Indep.) 

Indep. Upon the Foundation of that undoubted Right it is, 
that we Addreſs our ſelves to that Honourable Aſſembly. And 
yore will fee by the contents of our Petition, that it is time 
fer us to flir, and that we have reaſon to complain. For as 
co the Motions of the Presbyterians for Reformation in 
Church Government, in the whole, Fir/, there is much 
þ Self-fecking ; for to what end 1s it motioned, to have Pa- 
| riſh-Miniſters raiſed up to an equal Height ( as it were) 
: of Power, and Authority with the Biſhops, but that They 
and the Biſhops together, keeping from the people their 
Þ Rights and Liberties in che Goſpel, may equally Lord 
- it, and do what they pleaſe without control ? Bur our 
3 hope is, that the Parliament, being Men in whom the 
Lord hath put Wiſdom and Underitanding, will for their 
Brethren and Companions fake, yea, and for their own 
Souls ſakes too, prudently foreſee the Evil, and prevent 
the Motion, and not pur Authority into their hands, who 
will be, if they have 1c, as grear Perſecutors of the Saints, 
as the Prelates formerly have bcen, and ſo inſtead of one 
Lordly Dominecring Biſhop 1n a Dioceſs, we ſhall then 
have one in every Pariſh, and in ſome more, to oppreſs 
and ſuppreſs all ſuch as walk up to their Light more 
Cloſely and Conſcionably in all Gods ways; and what 
we ſpeak, we ſpeak no more than what we have had wo- 
ful Experience of, and can make good by Proof.

This Epidemical Peſt of Scotland was 
bapuzed by their Charity into a National Form in the 
Minority of King Fames, when the great Lords and Cler- 
oy, ruling all, divided Stakes, ſo that when he came at 
age, and thought to graſp a Scepter, he found a Manecle, 
for it had conſumed the Monarchie to a Skeleton ; the 
unlimited Power of the Convention of Eſtates, and 
General Aſſembly eſpecially, like the Rod of Aaron, 

| was 
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was ſuch a budding Evil, that it devoured the Rod of 
Moſes. For, where they prevail, they will allow che King 
nothing but a Name without Subſtance ; the Biſhops ne1- 
cher Name nor Subſtance ; And as for the People, they muſt 
expe no more favour from them than the Prince: For they 
leave the Lords, and Gentry, nothing but Slavery; and the 
Commons, Tyranny under the meaneſt of their fellow- 
Subjects. And to ſay truth, Solomon's great Vanity 1s a 
Prime Myſtery of Presbyterian Government, Servants on 
horſeback, and Princes on foot, for they aſſert, That Ma- 
viſtrates of what Degrees or Rank ſoeyer, ought to uſe the 


Sword as they adviſe or command; and compel others 


co ſubmuc to the Decree of the General Aſſembly. And 
with what furious violence did they preſs their Coyenant, 
ſequeſtring all that refuſed to take it ? So that they tread 
down all by a Moarmival or Two of Tyrants, no 
leſs Monſtrous perhaps for Pride than Ignorance in 
every Parochal Inquiſition. And ſhould their Government 
be eſtabliſhed in England, for 24 Dioceſſes, we ſhould 
have 1000 Presbyteries, beſidesthe Torture of Claſſes, Pro- 
vincial Juntos, Synods, Aſſemblies. And how many of the 
Clergy muſt be called off from their Charges, to take 
upon their ſhoulders the Weight of Government, which 
was thcir only Argument againſt the Biſhops ? And cer- 
tainly, Tyranny 1s more ſupportable in a few than many 
hands; and there is nothing to be expected but a fiery 
Tryal, where the Furnace of Diſcipline 1s fo exceſfiycly 
heated, as it 1s by the Presbyterians ; there being in one 
Ordinance of theirs about the Lord Supper, no lefs than 
Eighcy ſins named, excluding the Perſons accuſed of any 
one of them from it, all which are lefc ro the Malice 
of their Elders to accuſe, as they did Szſarna. So thata Ci- 
ctizen ſhall nor dare co diſpoſe of his Eſtate; wear good 
Apparrcl; get ten, rwenty, or thirty per Cent. by Lawtul 
ways of Trade, without the leave of the Elders. 
And then for the Men of che Long Robe, what will be- 
come of them? For all matters of Controverfie will come 
before the Conſiſtory. And after all chis, Lay-Elderſhip 1s 
a meer decoy, the Preaching Presbyters will do all, and

Skilfal Combatants, as by long tryal chey beſt knew 
each others defects, ſo they addreſſed themſelves moſt 
vigorouſly to attack each other in the weakeſt places, 
and one may well perceive by the mutual Wounds they 
give ant] receive, that they both wanted che Armour of 
Truth | And moſt afſuredly, if all, they charge each 0- 
ther to be Guilty of, be true, He!l hath nothing able 
much to ſurpaſs them in Blackneſs, and if they be falle, 
nothing that can equal them in Malice and Falſeneſs; fo 
that let their Accuſations be true or falſe, they manifeRl 

prove cach Faction to be moſt intolerabl Wicked, 
Faithleſs, Miſchievous, and Dangerous to all Mankind, 
and even to Humane Society : And for my own parti 
cular, I cannot fee, how it had been poſlible to have found 
any Arguments ſo capable to undeceive and deliver the 
deluded People of this Nation out of that ſtrange fond 
Opinion, which they have entertained of ſuch Sanctimo- 
nious Impeoſtors, as theſe, with which they themſelves have 
furniſhed us againſt themſelyes ; and thus, I hope, may like- 
wiſe excuſe the Repetition of ſuch Treaſonable Poſitions; 
ſuch unmannerly and bitter Invectives, ſuch fierce Accuſati- 
ons, and ſuch horrible Crimes, as theſe two Factions are by 
their own Mouths and Pens convicted to be Guilty of. 


Bur their greateſt Guilt is ſtill behind, the very Quin- 


reſſence of thoſe Envenomed Anti-Monarchucal Principles 
refined into one Diſmal Af. For notwithſtanding all 


theſe mutual Quarrels, they were ſtill 'moſt Harmoni- 
ouſly conſenting and united in the Proſecution of the 
King, as the Common Enemy : And after all the Miſe- 
ries of a Cruel, Bloody, and Unnatural War, in which they 
had involved the Kingdom, they proceeded at the laſt 
co Conſfummarte all their former Wickednefles, by the 


moſt Execrable Deſign, that ever the Sun lent Beams to 


the Day to bchold, the Murder of the Ornament of Mo- 
narchy, the Miracle of Piety, and the Vice-gerent of Hea- 
ven upon Earth, the King; their King ;their Natural Liege 
Lord and Soveraien ; faking the Security of their for- 
mer Treafons by his Ruine ; and palliating their Rebel- 
lion, by Murdering firſt his — and then his _ 
cre 
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cred Perſon, and - indeavouring to cover all their Foriner 
Crimes by comming Greater. 

For the Independent Fa&tion, under Cronwel's Favour, 
who had now openly declared himſelf of that Parcy, 
having now got into their Poſſeſſion the uncontrolable 
Power of the Sword ; they firſt Endeavour to get the 
King, - now a Priſoner to the Parliament, into the hands 

f of Army, which was now wholly Independent, the 
Prebyterians being thruſt out of all Military Employs, 
this wasin a little time, by Cromwel's Power, cfite&ted by 
oneFoxce, a Creature of his, who when he had given him an 
Account of the Succeſs of that Commiſſion, That's well, 
ſaid Cromwel, for now I have the King in my Power, I have 
the Parliament in my Pocket. 

The next ſtep was, to make ſure of the City of London, 
which, by the miſchief it had done the King, was of too 
great Importance to be lighted, and of great Neceſlity 
and Adyantage to be gained : They were very ſenſible, 
ſhould London heartily and unanimouſly oppoſe them, 
that heayy Weight would be able ro turn the Scale, 
and very much Traverſe, if not Hazard the intire Ruine 
gf their Deſigns: This Cromwe! knew fo well, that he was 
wont to fay to his Confidents, That London muſt be brought 
to more abſolute Obedience, or laid in the Duſt. A Declara- 
tion well worth the Conſideration of that Noblc City, 
and a Caution tothem for cyer to be aware of theſe Treache- 
rous Fafions, who, 1f their Intereſt required it, and their 
Power were able to effect it, would make no Difficulty 
to Execute the Menace of that Infamous Vſarper. : 

But to proceed,in order tothe gaining of this Point, they 
firſt Court the City ro a Neutralicy, bur che City declining 
that, and there being ſome Overtures of an Accommoda- 
tion with the King, which Cromwel and his Parcy moſt 
dreaded, he Threatens to March up with the Army to 
London, whereupon, the Citizens Hearts nuſgiving ther, 
and the Independents having gained upon diverſe Confi- 
derable Members of it, it was Reſolved, to try to divert 
that Storm, whereupon they ſend Fowke, Gibbs, and E/twick, 
to Treat with the Army, who like perfidious and timerous 
Slaves, betrayed their Truſt, and thoſe that Employed 
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chem in that Aﬀair. For the Reſult of cheir Negotiation 
was, Thar the City ſhould relinquiſh the Power of the Mi- 
{itia, and leave the Eſtabliſhment of ic ro the Council of 
the Army ; Thar they ſhould deliver up all cheir Forts, 
the Line of Communication, the Tower with all che 
Arms and Ammunition, to the Ariny ; Thar they ſhould 
disband their Forces, demoliſh all their Out-works and 
Fortifications, and ſuffer che whole Army to March 
rarough the City; all which to che Ecernal Diſhonor of 
choſe Puſillanimous Cowards, only Valiant in Rebellion, 
chey preſently after moſt Triumphancly puc in Exe- 
cution. 

This great Rub being fo fortunately ſurmounted, they 
now began co open the Diſmal Scene, and rhar, they might 
extinguiſh the leaſt remaining Sparks of Loyalty, they 
fall to Menacing ſuch, as durſt, in the leaſt, Oppoſe thern; 
For upon the Debate, which happened concerning the 
Nulling of all A&s, Orders, ©c. from uly 26. 1647. 
10 Auguſt. 6. Sir Arthur Haſilrig openly declared in the 
Houſe, That ſome Heads muſt fly off, and that, he feared, the 
Parliament of England would not Save the Kingdom of 
England, that they muſt look another way for Safety : And 
many other threatning Speeches were made by Sir 7. 
Vane Jun. Sir Fohn Evelyn Jun. Prideazx, Gourdon, 
Mildmay, Scot, and Cornelius Holland; and in concluſio 
1 Letter, with a Remonſtrance full of Invetives an 
Menaces, from the General Fairfax and the general 
Council of che Army, was produced, by which Means 
chey gained that Point alſo. | 

Upon the 24. of December the four Bills, whereby the 
King was to be Devcſted of every thing, but che Empry 
Name, were ſent to the King, as the Conditions of re- 
ſoring him to his Libercy and Crown. And upon the 
third of Fanuary, the Kings anſwer was Read and Debated ; 
upon which Sir Thomas Wroth broke out into this Extra- 
vagant Speech, (fitter for Bed/am Himſelf, or rather 
Tyburn, than Sr. Stephen's Chapoel,) That Bedlam was 
appointed for Mad-men, and Tophet for Kings : That our 
Kings of late had carried themſelves, as if they were fit / ee | 
lace, but Bedlam; and ——— Moved, firſt ro - 
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the King, and keep him cloſe Priſoner in ſome Inland 
Caſtle, with ttrong Guards. Secondly, to draw up Arti 
cles of Impeachment againſt him. Thirdly, to lay him 
alide, and ſettle the Kingdom without him ; and for his 
own particular, he faid, he valued not what Form of 
Government they ſet up, fo it were not by Kings and 
Devils, | 
| This was Seconded by treton, who ſpoke the Senſe of [ 
the Army, and faid, That the King had denyed Safety and ; 
Protedion to his People, by denying the four Bills: That | 
Subjeftion to him was but in lieu of Protefion from him to 
the People , that This being denied by the King, they may 
well deny any more Subjeftion to him, and ſettle the King- 
dom without him ; That it was expedited, after ſo long Pati- 
ence, they ſhould now ſhew their Reſolution, and not deſert 
thoſe Valiant Men of the Army, who had ingaged for them 
beyond the poſſibility of retreat. | 
And to pur the thruſt home to the very Heart of the 
King, towards the latter end of his Speech, laying his | 
Hand upon the Hilt of his Sword, that Sorcerer Cromwel ; 
ſtood up, and ſpake to this Effet : © That it was now | 
* expected, that the Parliament ſhould Govern and Defend 
"the Kingdom by their own Power and Reſolution, and 
_ *to teach the People no longer to expect Safety and Go-- 
*yernment from an Obſtinace Man, whoſe Heart God 
* had hardened; That, they who had defended the Par- 
* lament from ſo many bazards, difficulties, and dan- 
: ers, with the expence of their Blood, would defend them 
* herein, with Fidelity and Courage, againſt all Oppoſici- 
* on whatſoever , therefore, that they ought not to teach 
* them, by neglecting their own and the Kingdoms Safety, 
*1n which their own is included, to think rhemfelves be- 
*trayed, and leftto the Rage and Malice of an irreconci- 
*lable Enemy, whom they had ſubdued for the Parlia- 
* ment's fake, and therefore in probability likely to find 
* his future Government of them inſupporcable, and more 
* inclined to Revenge than Juſtice, leſt otherwiſe Deſpair 
« ſhould teach thoſe Valiant Men, to ſeek their Safery i 
«ſome other means, than adhering to the Parhament, 
« when they ſhall plainly ſee, you will nor ſtick ro your 
: '{elves; 
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« ſelves: and how deſtructive ſuch a Reſolution _ them 


* may be ro you all, added he, 7 tremble to think, and leave 
* to you to Judge. | 

Whereupon the Queſtion was immediately put, Whe- 
ther theTwo Houſes ſhould make no more Addreſſes or Ap- 
plications to the King ; and, the Houſe being Drvided, 
with the Teas, were 141. with the Noes, 91. So it paſſed 
inthe Affirmative. | | 

But matters did not run ſo ſmoothly, - as they had ho- 
ped ; For the general Cry of the Nation was for a Perſo- 
nal Treaty with the King: This was violently oppoſed 
by the Independent Faction, and becauſe there appeared 
great Inclinations in the City to favour the King, they 
Threatned, That after they had done with Colchefter, they 
would Humble that Proud City of London. And to 
the Eternal Shame and Tonfuſion of theſe Pretenders to 
Conſcience, and to Tender Conſcience too; the Reader 
ſhall hear that hideous Animal, upon this occaſion, bray

For as the Lives of Saul and Ahab weretaken, the one 
for ſparing 4gag King of Amaleck, and the' other Ben- 
hadad King of Aj/yria, fo it is as likely and poſſible, as 
it 1s juſt and equitable, Thac God will inthe firſt place, 
ſo dcal with thoſe who have juſtly accufed! the Grant 
Enemy of our Peace, if they in{tcad of Proſecution, make 
as unjuſt an Agreement, contrary to the Reyealed' Will 
of God, 1 Sam.

rous to incite Subjects, contrary to all the Obligations 
and Laws of God, Nature, and Nations, to ſeek the Ruine, 
Death, and Deſtruction of their Lawful, a Juſt, Religi- 
ous,and Chriſtiaz King. 

But the Faction, who now were abſolutely reſolved

Sofaid, fo done ; and 
no ſooner fſaid' and done, and the Coaſt on that ſide 
clear, but it was Moved in the Houſe to proceed Capi- 
tally againſt the King. , Whercupon Cromwel, the moſt 
Superlative Hypocrite in Nature, by whoſe forelaid Con- 
trivance all this Afﬀair was pre-concerted, ſtood up, 
and, as if he had been ſurprized, ſaid, That if any Man 
moved this upon Deſign, he ſhould think bim the Greateſt

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Traytor in the World ; but fince Providence and Neceſli- 
ty had caft them upon it, he ſhould pray God to bleſs theis 
Counſels, though he was not provided on the ſudden to give 
them Counſel in ſo Weighty an Afﬀair. | 

However, upon this Motion, An Ordinance for the 
Trya] of the King was immediately brought'in, Read 
and Paſſed that very day ; and the next being; the 28#h. 
of December 1648. 1t was carried up to the Logds for 
their Concurrence. Burt the Remainder of that Houſe, 
how Undutytul ſoever they had formerly been, yer, met 
of th:m, for all had not, had ſo much Courage and Ho- 
nour lcft, as would not permit them, tor their Own, and 
the fake cf their Poſtericy, to give their Content to that 
Ordinance, which, by utterly ſtopping the Fountain of 
all Honour, muſt render them, who derived theirs from 
thence, not only moſt Ingratctul, but Infamous 1n all 
future Ages : And therefore after the Reading of it, This 
Ordinance was by the Major part Rejected, and the Houſe 
Adjourned themſclves for ſeven days. 

This Counterbuft, ſo little expected by the Faction,

theſe Three Keen Votes. 

Reſolved upon the Queſtion, That the People, under 
God, are the Original of all Fuſt Power. 

Reſolved, G&c. That the Commons of England in Par- 
liament Aſſembled, being Choſen by, and Repreſenting the Peo- 
ple, have the Supreme Power of the Nation. 

Reſolyed, 
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Reſolved, &c. That whatſcever is Enatted or Declared for 
Law by the Houſe of Commons, Aſſembled in Parliament, 
hath the Force of Law. And upon the Strength of theſe 
Votes, the Bill was paſſed, as the Act of the Commons. 

And now the Fatal Tragedy was ready for the Acting, 
2 Tragedy whoſe Horror and Amazing Wickedneſs, I muſt 
confeſs I wantLanguage to expreſs, and therefore I have 
nothing more to do, but to draw up the Curtain, and 

reſent them to the Reader in their own Dreſs, Habits, 
ords, and Actions, in the following Journal.

The Blaſphemous Motto whereof [on the Reverſe] was, God with us. 

The Galleries and Scaffolds on either ſide the Court thronged with SpeCtators. | 

The Floor of the Court Matted, and kept clear and open, (as here repreſented) by the 
Guards on either ſide, no perſon being permitted to abide between theKing, the Counſel, 
and the Court, but the known Officers and Meſſengers, appointed to attend the Court. 

Note, That the Level of the Floor of theCourt was raiſed very high from theGround, 
and alſo made cloſe up with Boards from the Ground, about three Foot higher than the 
Level of the Court Floor ; ſo that the Commiſſioners (whoſe ſafety ſeeems principally 
Conſulted in this new Model) could not be diſcerned (much leſs preſſed upon) by the 
Multitude in theHall, but at ſome conſiderable diſtance. But his Majeſties back parts ( ſit- 
ting and ſtanding) were always viſible to the People below in the Hall, he being placed 
as you ſee on the outer Line of the Pales of the Court. 

* This Courtextended it ſelf in length and depth from the weſt Window of Weſimin- 
fter-Hall, as far as the ſtone Steps now leading up to the Courts of the Chancery, and the 
Kings-Bench,and in Breadth, from Gallery to Gallery,belonging to the ſaid Courts re- 
ſpectively, covering and over-laying both the ſajd Courts. :

ers, who were plantedall along within the Rayles,to obſerve and awe the Multitade,and ſecure the Court. 

In theſe yacant free Paſſages the Officers walked to and fro in a readineſs, and the Souldiers thus 
fenced from the Mulitude, had the free uſe and ſecority of their Arms upon all Accidents, and which was 
thought to be no more than neceflary. For how confident ſoever the ſaid Commiſſioners might ſeem to be 
yet certainly they had their Fears. Witneſs (beſides all this folemnity of ſecurity in view as aforeſaid) the 
Guards in both the PaJace Yards, the Guards in Sir Robert Cotton's Garden (Journal Page 18,19.) The brick- 
ing up the Doorin the pafſage going out of the Hall towards Heavexr, The ſtrong Guards in the Courts 
of Requeſt, and Court of Wards (where no Stranger, upan any terms, was permitted to ſtay, the Com- 
miſſioners being to paſs through thoſe Guards from the Painted Chamber into the Court: by which it 
appeared they had Fears within and without, and on every fide, elſe what meant thoſe other Guards 
alſo placed above in the Leads on the out fide the Hall ( and other ſuſpe&ed places) mentioned in the Jour- 
nal Page 19.) if it were not to prevent the danger, which they feared might otherwiſe have come from 
thence upon them; where they ſat,indeed,a very fair Mark for any Perſon that had been but half ſo bloody- 
minded as themſelves.

Day of 7anuary, 
r648. the Lord Preſident of the High Court of 7u- 
ftice, his two Aſſiſtants, and the reſt of the Commil- 
ſioners of the 1aid Court, according to the Adjourn- 
ment of the ſaid Court from the Painted Chamber, 
came to the-Bench,or Place prepared for their Sitting,

This done , the Court command the Serjeant at 
Arms to ſend for the Priſoner ; and thereupon, Col. 
Thomlinſon, who had the Charge of the Priſoner, with- 
in a quarter of an hours ſpace bronght him, attended 
by Col. Hacker, and two and thirty Officers with Par- 
tizans, 
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tizans, guarding him to the Court, his own Servants 
immediately attending hum. 

Being thus brought up in the Face of the Court,the 
Serjeant at Arms with his Mace receives him, and 
conducts him ſtraight to the Bar , having a crimſon 
Velvet Chair ſet before him. After a ſtern looking 
upon the Court and the People in the Galleries on 
each ſide of him, he places himſelf in the Chair, not 
at all moving his Hat, or otherwiſe ſhewing the leaſt 
reſpect tothe Court ; but prefently rifeth up again, 
and turns about,looking downwards upon the Guards 
placed on the left fide, and on the multitude of Spe- 
Rators on the right ſide 'of the ſaid great Hall, the 
Guard that attended him, in the mean time dividing 
themſelves on each ſide the Court, and his own Ser- 
vants following him to the Bar, ſtand on the left hand 
of the Priſoner. 

The Priſoner having again placed himſelf in his 
Chair, with his Face towards the Court, and Silence 
being again ordered and proclaimed, the Lord Preſident 
in the Name of the Court, addreſſed himſelf to the 
Priſoner, acquainting him, That the Commons of Eng- 
land Aſſembled in Parliament, being deeply ſenſible of the 
Evwils and Calamittes that had been brought upon this Nation, 
and of the innocent Blood that had been ſpilt in it, which was 
fixed upon him as, the principal Author of it, had reſolved to 
make Inquiſition for this Blood, and according to the Debt they 
did owe to God, to Juſtice, the Kingdom, and themſelves, and 
according to that Fundamental Poyer that re$ted, and Truſt 
repoſed in them by the People, other Means failing through his 
Default, had reſolved to bring him to Tryal and Judgment, 
and had therefore conſtituted he Court of Juſtice, before which 
he was then brought, where he was to hear his Charge, upon 
which the Court would proceed according to Juſtice. 

Hereupon, Mr. Cooke, Sollicitor for the Common- 
wealth , ſtanding within a: Bar, with the reſt of the 
Councel for the Common-wealth on the right hand 
of the Priſoner, offered to ſpeak ; but the Priſoner, 
having a Staff in his hand, held it up, and ſoftly laid 
it upon the ſaid Mr. Cooke's Shoulder two or three 
times, bidding him hold ; nevertheleſs, the Lord Pre- 
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fident ordering him to go on, Mr. Coke did according 
to the Order of the Court , to him directed, in the 
Name, and on the behalf of the People of England, 
exhibit a Charge of High Lreaſon, and other high 
Crimes, and did therewith accule the ſaid CHARLES 
STUART King of England ; praying in the Name, 
and on the behalf aforeſaid, that the Charge might 
be accordingly received and read, and due Proceed- 
ings had thereupon ; and accordingly preferred a 
Charge in writing , which being received by the 
Court, and delivered to the Clerk of the Court, the 
Lird Preſident in the Name of the Court ordered it 
ſhould be read. 

But the King interrupting the reading of it, the 
Court notwithſtanding commanded the Clerk to read 
it, acquainting the Priſoner that if he had any thing 
to ſay after, the Court would hear him ; whereupon 
the Clerk read the Charge, the Tenor whereof is as 


followeth, w1z.

He the ſaid CHARLES 
STUART hath cauſed and procured many Thouſands of 
the free People of this Nation to be ſlain , and by Diviſions,

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Parties, and Inſurrections within-this Land, by Invaſions from 
Foreign Parts , endeauoured and procured by him, and by ma- 
ny other evil ways and means, He theſaid CHARLES 
STUART hath not only maintained and carried on the 
ſaid War both by Land and Sea, during the Year before menti-= 
oned, but alſo hath renewed or cauſed to be renewed the ſaid 
War again8t the Parliament and good People of this Nation, in 
this preſent Year 1648. in the Counties of Kent, Eſſex, 
Surrey, Suflex, Middleſex, and many other Counties and 
Places in England and Wales ; and alſo by Sea.

The Priſoner, while the Charge was reading, ſate 
down in his Chair , looking ſometimes on the High 
Court, and ſometimes on the Galleries,and roſe again, 
and turned about to behold the Guards 8 Spectators, 
and after fate down looking very ſternly , and with 
a Countenance not at all moved, till theſe words, v2. 
CHARLES STUART tobe a Tyrant, Traytor, &C. 
were read ; at which he laughed as he fate in the face 
of the Court. 


The Charge being read, the Lord Preſident , in the 
Name of the Court , demanded the Priſoner's An- 
1wer thereto. 

But the Priſoner declining that, fell into a Diſ- 


courſe of the late Treaty in the Iſle of Wight, and de- 
| manded, 
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manded, By what lawful Authority he was brought from the 
Iſle thither ? upbraiding the Court with the many un- 
lawful Authorities in the World, inſtancing in Rob- 
bers and takers of Purſes, pleading his Kingſhip, and 
thereby a Truſt committed to him by God,by deſcent, 
which he ſhould betray, together with the Liberties 
of the People, in caſe he ſhould anſwer to an unlaw- 
ful Power, which he charged the Court to be, and 
that they were raiſed by an Uſurped Power ; and affirmed, 
that He ſtood more for the Liberties of the People, than any of 
the Judges there ſitting, and again demanded, by what 
Authority he was brought thither * | ES 

To which it was replied by the Court, That had he 
been pleaſed to have obſerved what was declared to him by 


the Court at his firſt coming, and the Charge which he had” 


heard read unto him, he might have informed himſelf by what 
Authority he was brought before them ; namely, By the Au- 
thority of the Commons of England Aſſembled in Parlia- 
ment, on the behalf of the People of England : and did 
therefore again ſeveral times adviſe him to conſider of a 
better Anſwer ; which he refuſed to do, but perſt{ted 
in his Contumacy. Whereupon, the Court at length 
told him, That, they did expet from him a Poſitive An- 
fwer to the Charge ; affirming their Authority, arid gi- 
ving him to underſtand, that they were upon God's and 
the Kingdom's Errand, and that the Peace ſtood for, would be 
better Fd and kept when Fuſtice was done, and that was their 
preſent Work ; and adviſed him ſeriouſly to confider what 
he had to do at his next appearance ; whach was declared 
ſhould be upon Monday following, and ſo remanded 
him to his former Cuſtody. 

The Priſoner all the time having kept on his Hat, 
departed, without ſhewing any the leaſt reſpect 
to the Court ; but going out of the Bar, ſaid, He did 
not fear that Bull ;, pointing to the Table where the 
Sword and Charge lay. ' 

The Priſoner being withdrawn, three Proclama- 
tions were made, and the Court Adjourned it ſelf to 
the Painted Chamber on Monday Morning then next, at 
Nine of the Clock ; declaring, that from thence they 
intended to Adjourn to the _ Place again. 

But 
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But that the Reader may have the entire Relation

[i Paſſaggs between the King and Bradſhaw, of which Mr. 


 Phelpes in his Journal, gives only a ſuccinE& Account ; 
Which take as follows : 


His Majeſty with his wonted Patience,heard all theſe Slanders 
and Reproaches, ſitting in the Chair, and looking ſometimes 


__ »-on the Pretended Court, ſometimes up to the Galleries, and ri-

King. I would know by what Power I am called hither. I 
24s not long ago in the Iſle of Wight, how { came there, is 
a longer Story than I think is fit at this time for Me to ſpeak of * 
but there I entred into a Treaty with both Houſes of Parlta- 
ment, with as much Publick Faith as its poſſible to be had of 
any People in the World, I Treated there with a number of 
Honourable Lords and Gentlemen, and Treated honeſily and 
uprightly ; I cannot ſay but they did very Nobly with Me : 
We were upon a Concluſton of the Treaty. Now [ would know 
by what Authority ( I mean Lawful ; There are ma- 
ny Unlawful Authorities in the World ; Thieves and Rob- 
bers by the High-ways : but I would know by what Authori- 
ty ) 1 was brought from thence, and carried from place to 
place, 
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place, and I know not what. And when [ know by what Lawful 
Authority, I ſhall Anſwer. 

Remember, I am your King, your Lawful King, and what 
Sins you bring upon your heads, and the Judgment of God up- 
on this Land, Think well upon it, I ſay, think well upon it, 
before you g0 further from one Sin to a greater. Therefore let 
me know by what lawful Authority I am ſeated here,and I ſhall 
not be unwilling to anſwer. In the mean time, TI ſhall not be- 
tray my Truſt ; I have a Truſt committed to me by God, by old 
and lawful Deſcent, I will nat betray it , to anſwer to a new 
unlawful Authority : Therefore reſolve me that, and you ſhall 
hear more of me. 

Bradſhaw. If you had been pleaſed to have obſerved 
what was hinted to you by the Court at your firſt 
coming hither, you would have known by what Au- 
thority; which Authority requires you in the Name 
of the People of England, of which you are EleCted 
King, to Anſwer. 

King. No, Sir, [deny that. 

Bradſhaw. If you acknowledge not the Authority 
of the Court, they muſt proceed. 

King. I do tell them ſo : England was never an Elefive 
Kingdom, but an Hereditary Kingdom for near theſe thouſand 
Years : Therefore let me know by what Authority IT am called 
hither. Ido ſtand more for the Liberty of my People, than 
any here that come to be my pretended Judges ; and therefore 
let me know by what lawful Authority I am ſeated here, and 
I will Anſwer it, otherwiſe I will not anſwer it. 

Bradhaw. Sir, How really you have managed your 
Truſt, is known ; your way of Anſwer 1s to inter- 
rogate the Court, which beleems not you in this con- 
dition. You have been told of it twice or thrice. 

King. Here is a Gentleman, Lieut. Cal. Cobbet, ask him 
if he did not bring me from the Iſle of Wight by force. I do 
not come here as ſubmitting to the Court. 

I will ſtand as much for the Privuiledge of the Houſe of Com- 
mons, r:9htly under$tood, as any man here whatſoever : I ſee 
no Houſe of Lords here, that may conſtitute a Parliament ; 
and the King too ſhould have been. | 

Is this the bringing of the King to his Parliament ? Is this 
the bringing an end to the Treaty in the Publick Faith of the 
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Let me ſee a Legal Authority warranted by theWord of God, 
the Scriptures, or warranted by the Conſtitutions of the King- 
dom, and I will anſwer. 

Bradſhaw. Sir , You have propounded a Queſtion, 
and have been anſwered. Seeing you will not an{wer, 
the Court will conſider how to proceed. In the mean 
time, thoſe that brought you hither, are to take 
Charge of you back again. 

The Court deſires to know whether this be all the 
Anſwer you will give, or no. 

King. Sir, I defire that you would give me and all the 
World ſatisfaction in this.

As He went down the Stairs, the People in the 
Hall cried out, God ſave the King ; notwithſtanding 
ſome were ſet there by the Faction to lead the Cla- 
mour for Juſtice.

The Court being called, the Serjeant is commanded 
to fetch his Priſoner. 

The King 1s again brought Priſoner to the Bar, as 
on Saturday before ; Proclamation is made for Silence, 
whilſt Pleas of the Commonwealth were in hand,and 
Order given to the Captain of the Guard to take in- 
to his Cuſtody ſuch as ſhould diſturb the Court. 

Mr. Sollicitor moved the Court, that the Priſoner 
might give a Poſitive Anſwer to his Charge,or other- 
wiſe that the Court would take the Matter of it pro 
Confeſſn, and proceed thereupon according to Juſtice ; 
which being preſſed by the Court upon the Priſoner, 
and their Judgment again made known unto him, 
That he was to Anſwer his Charge, otherwiſe that 
his Contumacy would be recorded. 

The Priſoner, that notwithſtanding , {till inſiſted 
upon his former Plea, and that the Court had no 
Power, nor the Commons of England, who had conſti- 
tuted it , to proceed againſt him ; upon which, the 
Clerk of the Court, by Command , and according to 
former Order, required his Anſwer in the Form pre- 
ſcribed : and the Priſoner ſtill refuſing to ſubmit 
thereto, his Default and Contempt were again Re- 
corded , the Priſoner remanded, and the Court Ad- 
Journed it ſelf till the next day, being Tueſday, at 
Twelve of the Clock, to the Painted Chamber ; withal, 
giving Notice , that from thence they intended to 
Adjourn to this Place again. 


Sunday having been ſpent in Faſting and Seditious 
Preaching, according to the Mode of theſe Impious 
Hy pocrites, who uſed to Preface Rebellion and Mur- 
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der with the Appearance of Religion ; the IHluſtri- 
ous Sufferer was ( as 1s before in Phelpe's Journal re- 
lated) placed before the infamous Lribunal ; vvhere 
their Mercenary Sollicitor Cooke opened the Tragick 
Scene thus, diſplaying his Talents ot Impudence and 
Treaſon. 


Cooke. May it pleaſe your Lordſhip, my Lord Preſident, 
T did at the laſt Court, im the behalf of the Commons of 
England, exhibit and give in to this Court a Charge of High 
Treaſon, and other High Crimes againſt the Priſoner at the 
Bar ; whereof T do accuſe him in the Name of the People of 
England ; and the Charge was read unto him, and his An- 
ſwwer required. My Lord, He was not pleaſed to give an An- 
ſover ; but inſtead of anſuvering, did there diſpute the Au- 
thority of this High Court. My Humble Motion to this 
High Court, in the behalf of the Kingdom of England, 
is, That the Priſoner may be direfed to make a Poſitive An- 
ſover, either by wuay of Confeſſion or Negation ; wvhich, if 
he ſhall refuſe to do, that then the Matter of Charge may be 
taken pro confeſlo, and the Court may proceed according to 


Juſtice, 


Bradſhauv. Sir , You may remember, at the laſt 
Court you vvere told: the occaſion of your being 
brought hither, and you heard a Charge read againſt 
you, containing #e Charge of High Treaſon, and other 
High Crimes againſt this Realm of England ; you 
have heard likewiſe that it was prayed in the behalf 
of the People, that you ſhould give an Anſwer to 
that Charge, that thereupon ſuch Proceedings might 
be had, as ſhould be agreeable to Juſtice : You were 
then pleated to make ſome Scruples concerning the 
Authority of this Court, and knew not by what Au- 
thority you were brought hither : You did divers 
times propound your Queſtions, and were as often 
an{wered, T hat it was by Authority of the Commons of 
England Aſſembled in Parliament, that did think fit 
to call you to Account for thoſe High and Capital 
Miſdemeanors wherewith you were then charged. 

Since that, the Court hath taken into conſideration 
what 
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what you then fſaid:they are fully ſatisfied with their 
own Authority, and they hold it fit you ſhould ſtand 
ſatisfied with it too ; and they do require 1t, that you 
do give a politive and particular Anſwer to this 
Charge that is exhibited againſt you. They do expe&t 
you ſhould either confeſs or deny it : If you deny, it 
1s offered in the behalf of the Kingdom, to be made 
good againſt you. Their Authority they do avow to 
the whole World , that the vvhole Kingdom are to 
reſt ſatisfied in, and you are to reſt ſatisfied vvith it ; 
and therefore you are to loſe no more time, bat to 
give a politive Anſvver thereunto. 
King. When] was here las}, tis very true, I made that 


Queſtion ; and if it were only my on particular Caſe, I would 


have ſatisfied my ſelf with the ProteStation I made the la$ 
time I was here, again$t the Legality of this Court, and that 
a King cannot be Tryed by any Superior Furiſdiftion on Earth : 
But it is not my Caſe alone , it is the Freedom and the Liberty 
of the People of England 3 and do you pretend what you 
xill, I ſtand more for their Liberties. For if Power without 
Law, may make Laws, may alter the Fundamental Laws of 
the Kingdom, 1 do not know what Subject he i in England 
that can be ſure of his Life, or any thing that he calls his own : 
Therefore , when that I came here, I did expect particular 
Reaſons, to know by what Law, what Authority you did proceed 
againſt Me here; and therefore I am a little to ſeek what to 
ſay to you in this Particular, becauſe the Affirmative is to be 
proved, the Negative often is very hard to do: But fince I 
cannot perſpade you to do it, I hall tell you my Reaſons as ſhort 
as Þ can. 

My Reaſons why in Conſcience, and the Duty I owe to God 
firt, and my People next, for the Preſervation of their Lives, 
Liberties and Eſtates, I conceive I cannot anſwer this, till I be 
ſatisfied of the Legality of it. 

Al Proceedings againſt any Man whatſoever--==-= 

Bradſhaw. Sir , I muſt interrupt you ; vvhich I 
vvould not do, but that vvhat you do, 1s not agreea- 
ble to the Proceedings of any Court of Juſtice. You 
are about to enter into Argument and Diſpute con- 
cerning the Authority of this Court, before vvhom 
you appear as a Priſoner, and are charged as I high 

C1ln- 
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Delinquent: If you take upon you to diſpute the 
Authority of the Court, we may not doit, nor will 
any Court give way unto it ; you are to ſubmit unto 
it, you are to give a punctual and dire& Anfiwver,whe- 
ther you will anſwer your Charge or no, and what 
your Anſwer 1s. 

King. Sir, By your favour , I do not know the Forms of 
Law ; I do know Law and Reaſon, though I am no Lawyer 

rofeſſed : But I know as much Law as any Gentleman in Eng- 
land, and therefore, under fawour, I do plead for the Liber- 
ties of the People of England more than you do ; and there- 
fore if I ſhould impoſe a Belief upon any man without Reaſons 
given for it, it were unreaſonable : But I muſt tell you, that 
by that Reaſon that I have, as thus informed, Icannot yield un- 
to it, 

Brad/haw.Sir,T muſt interrupt you ; you may not be 
permitted : You ſpeak of Law and Reaſon ; it is fit 
there ſhould be Law and Reaſon ; and there is both 
againſ{t you. 

Sir, The Vote of the Commons of England Aſſem- 
bled in Parliament, it 1s the Reaſon of the Kingdom; 
and they are thele too that have given that Law ac- 
cording to which you ſhould have Ruled and Reign- 
ed. Sir, You are not to diſpute our Authority, you 
are told it again by the Court ; Sr, it will be taken 
notice of , that you ſtand in contempt of the Court, 
and your contempt will be recorded accordingly. 

King. I do not know how a King can be a Delinquent ; but 
by any Law that ever I heard cf , all men (Delinquents, or 
what you will) let me tell you, they may put in Demurrers a- 
gainſt any Proceeding as Legal ; and I do demand that, and 
demand to be heard with my Reaſons: if you deny that, you 
deny Reaſon. 

Bradſhaw. Sir, You have offered ſomething to the 
Court ; I ſhall ſpeak ſomething unto you the Senſe 
_ of the Court. Sir, neither you nor any man are 
permitted to diſpute that Point ; you are concluded, 
you may not demur to the Juriſdiction of the Court; 
if you do, TI muſt let you know that they over-rule 
your Demurrer : They fit here by the Authority 
of the Commons of England, and all your Predeceſlors 


and you are reſponſible to them. King. 
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King. I deny that ; ſhew me one Precedent. 

Bradſhaw. Sir, You ought not to interrupt while 
the Court is ſpeaking to you: Thus Point is not to be 
debated þy you, neither will the. Court permit you 
todo it : If you offer it by way of Demurrer to the 
Juriſdition of the Court, they have conſidered of 
their Juriſdiction, they do affirm their own Juriſdi-

King. T1 ſay, Sir, By your fawvonr, that the Commons 
of England was never a Court of Fudicature ; I would know 
how they came to be ſo.

King. I will Anſwer the ſame ſo ſoon as I know by what 
Authority you do this. | 

Bradſhaw. If this be all that you will ſay, then, 
Gentlemen, you that brought the Priſoner hither, take 
charge of him back again. | 

King. I do require that I may give in my Reaſons wh 
Td 1%, 5 on - pr give Me Irs. £ that. —O_ - 

Bradſhaw. Sir, *Tis not for Priſoners to require. 

King. Priſoners, Sir ! I am not an ordinary Priſoner. 

Bradſhaw. The Court hath conſidered of their Juriſ- 
diction, and they have already affirmed their Juriſ- 
diction : If you will not anſwer, we will give Or- 
der to Record your Default. 

King. You never heard my Reaſons yet. 

Bradſhaw. Sir , Your Reaſons are not to be heard 
againſt the higheſt Juriſdiction. 

King. Shew Me that Furiſdiftion where Reaſon is not to 
be heard. 


N Bradſhaw. 
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Bradſhaw. Sir, We ſhew it you here, The Commons of 
England : and the next time you are brought, you 
will know more of the Pleaſure of the Court ; and 
it may be, their final Determination. 

King. Shew Me where ever the Houſe of Commons 
was a Court of _— that kind. 

Bradſhaw. Serjeant, Take away the Priſoner. 

King. Well, Sir, Remember that the King is not ſuf- 
fered to give in his Reaſons for the Liberty and Freedom of 
ell his Subjects, 

Bradſhaw. Sir, You are not to have Liberty to uſe 
this Language. How great a Friend you have been 
to the Laws and Liberties of the People, let all Eng- 
land and the World judge. 

King. Sir, Under favour, it was the Liberty, Freedom, 
and Laws of the Subje& that ever I took-----defended My 
ſelf with Arms: I never took up Arms against the People , 
but for the Laws. 

Bradſhaw. The Command of the Court muſt be 
obeyed : No Anſwer will be given to the Charge. 

King. Well, Sir. 


Then Bradſhaw Ordered the Default to be Recorded, 
and the Contempt of the Court, and that no Anſwer 
would be given to the Charge. 


The King was Guarded forth to Sir Robert Cotton's Houſe. 


The Court Adjourned to the Painted Chamber on 
Tueſday at Twelve of the Clock, and from thence they 
intend to Adjourn to Weſtminſter-Hall , at which time 
all Perſons concerned are to give their Attendance.

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His Majeſty not being ſuffered to deliver his Rea- 

— ſons againſt the Juriſdiftion of their Pretended 
Court, by word of Mouth, thought fit to leave 
them in Writing to the more impartial Judgment 
of Poſterity, as followeth ; 


Aving already made my Proteftations, not only againſt 
H the [legality of this Pretended Court, but alſo, That 


no Earthly Power can juſtly call Me (ho am 
your King ) in queſtion, as a Delinquent; I would 
not any more open My Mouth upon - this Occaſion , more 
than to refer my ſelf to what I have ſpoken, were I in this 
Caſe alone concerned : But the Duty Towe to God in the Pre- 
ſervation of the True Liberty of My People, will not ſuffer 
Me at this time to be filent : For , how can any Free-born 
Subject of England call Life or any thing he poſſeſſeth, his 
ozn , if Power without Right, dayly make New, and abro- 
gate the Old Fundamental Law of the Land? Which I now 
take to be the preſent Caſe. Wherefore, when I came hither, 
I expeted that you would have endeavoured to have ſatisfied 
Me concerning theſe Grounds which hinder Me to anſwer to your 
Pretended Impeachment : But ſince I fee that nothing 1 can ſay, 
will move you to it ( though Negatives are not j- naturall 
proved as Aﬀirmatives ) yet I will ſhew you the Reaſon 
why 1 am confident you cannot Judge Me , nor indeed the 
meaneſt Man in England : For IT will not ( like you ) 
without ſhewing a Reaſon, ſeek to impoſe a Belief upon My 
Subjects. 


There is no Proceeding juſt againſt any man, but what is vuar- 
Proceeding cannot be warranted by God's Law ; for, on the con- 


ament ; which, if denied, T am ready inſtantly to prove. 
Ani for the QueStion now in hand , there it 1s ſaid , That, 
Where the Word of a King 1s, There 1s Power;

trary, The Authority of Obedience unto Kings, ts clearly war- more con- 


ranted, and ſtrictly commanded both in the Old and New Te- jor my 
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8. 4. Then for the Law of this Land, 1 am no leſs confident, 
That no Learned Lawyer will affirm, That, An Impeach- 
ment can lie againſt the King ; they all going in His 
Name: And one of their Mazims is, That, The King 
can do no Wrong. Beſides, The Law upon which you 
ground your Proceedings, muSt either be Old or New ; if Old, 
thew it ; if New, tell what Authority warranted by the Fun- 
damental Laws of the Land hath made it, and when. But 
how the Houſe of Commons can erect a Court of Fudica- 
ture, which was never one it ſelf, ( as is well knowun to all 
Lawvyers ) I leave to God and theWerld to judge: And it 
wvere full as ſtrange, that they ſhould pretend to make Laws 
wvuithout King or, Lords Houle , to any that have heard 
ſpeak of the Lawys of England. 

And admitting, but not granting, T hat the People of Eng- 
land's Commiſion could grant your Pretended Power, TI ſce 
nothing you can ſhew for that ; for certainly you never ashed 
the QueStion of the . Lenth Man in the Kingdom ; and in 
this way you manifeſtly wrong even thePooreſt Ploughman, 
if you demand not his free Conſent ; nor can you pretend any 
colour for this your Pretended Commiſlion, without the 
Conſent at lea$t of the Major Part of every Man in Eng- 
land, of wwhatſoever Quality or Condition , wuhich T am ſure 
you never wuent about to ſeek ; ſo far are you from having 
it. Thus you ſee that I ſpeak not for My ovun Right alone, 
as T am your King , but alſo for the true Liberty of all 
My Subjects; wwhich conſiſts not in the Power of Govern- 
ment, but in Living under ſuch Laws, 1ſuch a Go- 
vernment., as may give themſelves the beſt Aſſurance of 
their Lives, and Property of their Goods. Nor in this, 
muSt, or do 1 forget the Privileges of Both Houſes of 
Parliament 3; wvhich this Days Proceedings do not only 
violate , but likewiſe occaſion the greateſt Breach of 
their Pablick Faith , that (1 believe) ever was heard 
of ; with which I am far from Charging the Two Houltes ; 
for all Pretended Crimes laid againſt Me, bear Date long 
before this Treaty at Newport ; in which, T having conclu- 
ded as much as in Me lay, and hopefully ns the 
Houſes Agreement thereunto, I was ſuddenly ſurprized, and 
burried from thence as a Priſoner ; upon which account T am 


againſt. My Will brought hither ; wuhere, ſince T am come, 1 


cannot 


cannot but to My Power defend the Ancient Laws and Liber- 
ties of this Kingdom , together with My own ju$t Right. 
Then, for any thing I can ſee, the Higher Houſe is totally ex- 
cluded. And for the Houſe of Commons, it is too well known 
that the Major part of them are detained or deterred from Sit- 
ting ; ſo as, if 1 had no other, this were ſufficient for Me to 
prote} again$t the Lawfulneſs of your Pretended Court. 
Beſides all this, the Peace of the Kingdom is not the leaſt in 
My Thoughts ; and what hopes of Settlement 1s there, ſo long 
as Power reigns without Rule or Law, changing the whole 
Frame of that Government under which this Kingdom hath 
flouriſhed for many hundred Years * (nor will I ſay what will 
. fall out, in caſe this lawleſs, unjuſt Proceeding again Me, do 
20 on.) And believe it, the Commons of England will 
not thank you for this Change ; for they will remember how 
h appy they have been of late Years under the Reign of Queen 
Elizabeth, the King My Father, and My Self, until the 
beginning of theſe unhappy Troubles, and will have cauſe to 
doubt that they ſhall never be ſo happy under any New. And by 
this time it will be too ſenſibly evident, that the Arms I took 
up, were only to defend the Fundamental Laws of this King- 
dom, against thoſe who have ſuppoſed My Power hath totally 
changed the Ancient Government. 


Thus having ſhewed you briefly the Reaſons why 
I cannot ſubmit to your Pretended Authority , without 
violating the Truſt which I have from God for the 
Welfare and Liberty of My People, I exped& from 
you either clear Reaſons'to convince My Judgment, 
ſhewing Me that I am in an Error, (and then truly I 
will Anſwer ) or that you will withdraw your Pro- 


ceedings.

Pro- 
 clamation 1s thereupon made for Silence, while the 
Pleas of the Commonwealth are in hand,and the Cap- 
tain of the Guard commanded by Proclamation 3 
to take into cuſtody all that ſhall diſturb the Proceed- 
ings of the Court. | 


. Mr. Sollicitor Cooke addreſſing himſelf to the Court, 
repeated the former Delays and Contempts of the 
Priſoner, 1o as that no more needed on his part, but 
to demand Judgment ; yet offered notwithſtanding 
the Notoriety of the Facts charged, mentioned in the 
Commons Act, appointing the Iryal, to prove the 
Truth of the ſame by Witneſles , if thereto requi- 
red ; and therefore prayed, and yet (he ſaid) not ſo 
much he, as the innocent Blood that had been ſhed, 
the cry whereof was very great, that a ſpeedy Sen- 
tence and Judgment might be pronounced againſt the 
Priſoner at the Bar according to Juſtice. 


Hereupon the Court putting the Priſoner in mirid 
of former Proceedings, and that although by the 
Rules of Juſtice, if Advantage were taken of his 
paſt Contempts , nothing would remain but to pro- 
nounce Judgment againſt him, they had nevertheleſs 
determined to give him leave to Anſwer his Charge ; 
which, as was told him in plain terms ( for Juſtice 
knew no reſpect of Perſons ) to plead Guilty or Not 
Guilty thereto. 

To which he made Anſwer as formerly, That he 
would not acknowledge the Juriſdiction of the Court, 
and that it was againſt the Fundamental Laws of the 
Kingdom ; that there was no Law to make a King a 


Priſoner ; that he had done nothing againſt his 


Truſt ; and iſſued out into ſuch like Diſcourſes. 


Upon which, the Courts Reſolution was again re- 


membred to him, and he told, That he had now the 
third time publickly diſowned and affronted the 
Court ; That, how good a Preſerver he had been of 
the Fundamental Laws, and NE of the _ 

| PICs 
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ple, his Actions had ſpoken ; that mens Intentions 
were uled to be ſhewed by their Actions, and that he 
had. written his Meaning in Woody Characters 
throughout the Kingdom, and that he ſhould find at 
laſt, though at preſent he would not underſtand it, 
that hewas before a Court of Juſtice. 


Hereupon, in the manner appointed, the Clerk in 
the Name of the Court demanding the Priſoners 
Anſwer to his Charge, and the ſame refuſed , the 
Default was Recorded, the Priſoner remanded, and 
the Court Adjourned to the Painted Chamber. 


Painted Chamber: 


\ The Court according to their former Adjourn- 
ment from Weſtminſter-Hall, came together froni 
thence into the Painted Chamber, where they fate pri- 
vately ; and Ordered as followeth , 

Ordered, That no Commiſſioner ought , or ſhall depart 
from the Court, without the ſpecial leave of the ſaid Court. 


This Court took into conſideration the managin; 
of the Buſineſs of the Court this day , in the Hall, 
and the King's Refuſal to Anſwer, notwithſtanding 
he had been three ſeveral times demanded and requi- 
red thereunto, and have thereupon fully approved 
of what on the Courts part had then paſſed, and Re- 
ſolved, 

That, Notwithſtanding the ſaid Contumacy of the King, 
and refuſal to plead, which in Law amounts to a ” rar 
mute, and tacit Confeſſion of the Charge, and notwithſtanding 
the Notoriety of the FaGt charged , the Court would neverthe- 
leſs however examine Witneſſes, for the further and clearer 
ſatisfaction of their own Judgments and Conſciences ; the 
manner of whoſe Examination was referred to further Con- 
federation the next Sitting, and Warrants were accordingly 
iſſued forth for ſummoning of Witneſſes. 

* Mr. Peters moveth the Court as a Meſſenger from 
the King, 9:z. That the King deſires he might ſpeak 
with his Chaplains that came unto him privately ; 
but the Houſe of Commons having taken that into 
their

This is now the third time, that, by the great Grace and Fa- 
wour of this High Court, the Priſoner hath been brought to the 
Bar, before any Iſſue joyned in the Cauſe. My Lord, [1 did 
at the fir$t Court exhibit a Charge again$t him, containing the 
Higheſt Treaſon that ever was wrought upon the Theatre 
of England, That, a King of England, truſted to keep 
the Law, that had taken an Oath ſo to do, that had 
Tribute paid him for that end, ſhould be guilty of a 
wicked Deſign to ſubvert and deſtroy our Laws,and 
introduce an Arbitrary and I yrannical Government, 
in the defiance of the Parliament and their Autho- 
rity, ſet up his Standard for War againſt the Parlia- 


ment and People; and I did _— pray, in the behalf of

Sir , You may well re- 
member, and if you do not, the Court cannot foge what dila- 
tory Dealings the Court hath found at your hands : You were 

leaſed to propound ſome Queſttons ; You have had Tour Reſo- 
Nation upon them. Tou were told over and over again, That, 
The Court did affirm their own Juriſdiction ; that it 
was not for You nor any other man to diſpute the 
Juriſdiftion of the Supreme and Higheſt Authority 
of England, from which there is no Appeal, and 
touching which there muſt be no Diſpute ; yet You 
did perſi$t in ſuch Carriage, as You gave no manner of Obe- 
dience, nor did Tou acknowledge any Authority in them , nor 

the High Court that conſtituted this Court of Fuflice, 
Sir, 
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Sir, T muſt let you know from the Court,that they 
are very ſenſible of theſe Delays of yours, and that 
they ought not, being thus Authorized by the Su- 
preme Court of England, to be thus trifled withal ;

Bradſhaw. Sir, You have had the Reſolution of the 
Court upon the like Queſtion the laſt day ; and you 
were told, That having ſuch a Charge of ſo high a Nature, 
again$t you, your Work was, that you ought to acknowledge 
the Juriſdiction of the Court, and to anſwer to your Charge. 
Sir, if you an{wer to your Charge, which the Court 
gives you leave now to do, though they might have 
taken the Advantage of your Contempt ; yet, if you 
be able to anſwer to your Charge, when. you have 
once an{wered, you ſhall be heard at large, make the 
beſt Defence you can. But, Sir, I muſt let you know 
from the Court, as thewr Commands, that you are not 
to be permitted to 1{Jue out into any other Diſcourſes, 
till ſuch time as you have given a Poſitive Anſwer 
concerning the Matter that is charged upon you. 

King. For the Charge, I value it not a ruſh. It us the 
Liberty of the People of England that I ſtand for. For Me 
to acknowledge a New Court that I never heard of before, 1 
that am your King, that ſhould be an example to all the People 
of England, for to uphold ZuStice, to maintain the Old Laws, 
indeed I know not how to do it.

And this Deponent further ſaith, That he this Depo- 
nent, and the Regiment of which he then was, had 
their Colours then given them ; and Sir Willam Peny- 
man being the Colonel of the ſaid Regiment, the ſaid 
Sir William Penyman was preſent with his ſaid Regi- 
ment at that time. 

And this Deponent further faith , That there was 
then there the E. of Lindſey's Regiment, who had then 
their Colours given them, and that the ſaid E. of 
Lindſey was then alſo Proclaimed there The King's Ge- 
neral ; and that it was proclaimed then there likewiſe 
in the King's Name, at the Head of every Regiment, 
that the ſaid Forces ſhould fight againſt all that-came

Henry Hartford of Stratford upon Avon, in Warwickſhire, 
Sworn and Examined, depoſeth, That about Corn-

in Nottingham Caſtle, while the Standard was ſet up- 
on one of the Towers of the ſaid Caſtle,and the Flagg 
flying. 

Ss he further ſaith and depoſeth, That he, this 
Deponent, ſaw the King the ſame Year about the 
Month of November in Brainford Town on Horſeback, 
with a great many Commanders about him, on a Sun- 
day Morning, when on the Saturday Night before, 
there were a great many of the Parliaments Forces 
ſlain by the Kings Forces in the ſaid Town.

nent told the King,that his Majeſty had many Friends; 
and that ſince his Majeſty was pleaſed to juſtifie the 
Parliaments firſt taking up Arms, the moſt of the 
Presbyterian Party both Soldiers and others, would 
ſtick cloſe to him ; To which the King anſwered 
thus , That he would have all his old Friends know, 
that though for the preſent he was contented to give 
the Parliament leave to call their ownWar what they 
pleaſed, yet that he neither did at that time, nor 
ever ſhould decline the Juſtice of his own Cauſe. 
And this Deponent told the King, that his Buſineſs 
was much retarded, and that neither Col. Thomas, nor 
any other could proceed to Action, through want of 
Commiſſion. 

The King anfivered, That he being upon a. Treaty, 
would not diſhonour himſelf ; but that if he, this De- 

onent would take the pains to go over to the Prince 
his Son (who had full Authority from him) he the 
ſaid Deponent, or any for him, ſhould receive whatſo- 
ever Commiſſions ſhould be deſired ; and to that pur- 
poſe, he would appoint the Marqueſs of Hartford to 
write to his Son in his Name, and was pleaſed to ex- 
preſs much of Joy and Afﬀection, that his good Sub- 
jets would ingage themſelves for his Reſtauration. 


Robert Williams of the Pariſh of St. Martins in the 
County of Cornwal , Husbandman, Aged twenty 
three Years, or thereabouts, ſworn and examined , 
faith, That he this Deponent, did ſee the King march- 
ing in the Head of his Army about September, 1644. 
a Mile from Leſtithiel im Cornwal, in Armor, with a 
ſhort Coat over it unbuttoned. 
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And this Deponent further ſaith, I hat he ſaw him 
after that in St. Auftel] Downes, drawing up his Ar- 
my. 
And this Deponent ſaith, he didsafter that ſee the 
King in the Head of his Army near Foy, and that the 
E. of Eſſex and his Army did then lie within one 
Mile and a half of the King's Army. 


The Witneſſes being Examined as aforeſaid, the 
Court Adjourned for an hour.

Richard Price of London, Scrivener, was produced a 
Witneſs to the Charge againſt the King, who being 
Sworn and Examined, ſaith, 

That upon occaſion of ſome tampering by the King's 
Agents with the Independants in and about c— to 
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draw them from the Parliaments Cauſe, to the King's 
Party ; and this being diſcovered by ſome of thoſe 1o 
tampered with, unto ſundry Members of the Com- 
mittee of Safety,yhadirected a carrying on of a ſeeming 
Compliance with the Kng, he, this Deponent did tra- 
vel to Oxford, in January 1643. having a ſafe Conduct 
under the Kings Hand and Seal, which he, this Depo- 


nent knoweth to be ſo, for that the King did own it 


when he was told that this Deponent was the man 
that came to Ozon with that ſate ConduF&t. 

And this Deponent alſo ſaith, That after ſundry 
Meetings between him and the E. of Briſto/, about the 
drawing of the Independants unto the King's Cauſe 
againſt the Parliament , the Subſtance of the Diſ- 
courſe, at which Meetings the ſaid Farl told this 
Deponent, was communicated to the King, he, this 
Deponent, was by the 1aid Earl brought to the King to 
confer further about that Buſineſs ; where the King 
declared, That he was very ſenſible that the Independents 
had been the moſt attive men in the Kingdom for theParliament 
againt him ;, and thereupon pertwaded this Deponent 
to uſe all means to expedite their turning to Him and 
his Cauſe: And for their better encouragement , 
the King promiſed in the Word of a King, That, if they, 
the Independents, would turn to him, and be ative for him 
againſt the Parliament, as they had been active for them a- 

aint him, then he would grant them whatſoever freedom 
they would deſire: And the King did then refer this 
Deponent unto the E. of Briſtol, for the further proſe- 
cuting of the ſaid Buſineſs. 

And the faid Earl thereupon (this Deponent being 
withdrawn from the King) did declare unto this De- 
ponent, and willed him to inpart the ſame unto the [n- 
dependents, for their better encouragement, That the 
King's Afﬀairs proſpered well in Ireland : That, the Triſh 
Subjects had given the Rebels (meaning the Parliaments 
Forces) a great Defeat : That, the King had ſent the 
Lord Byron with a ſmall Party towards Cheſhire, and that 
he was greatly multiplied, and had a conſiderable Army , and 
as then before Namptwich , and would be ſtrengthened 


with more Soldiers out of Ireland, which were come and ex- 
pected 
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pedted dayly; And when this Deponent was to depart 
_ out of Ozxford,four ſafe Conducts with Blanks in them, 
for the inſerting of what Names this Deponent pleal- 
ed, were delivered to him, under the King's Hand and 


Seal ; and one Ogle was ſent out of Ozon with this 


Deponent, to treat about the Delivering up of A/:sbury to 
the King, it being then a Garriſon for the Parlia- 
ment, and at the ſame time Oxford was a Garriſon for 
the King. 

Several Papers and Letters of the King's, under his 
own iand, and of his own Writing, and other Pa- 
pers are produced and read in open Court. 

Mr. 7homas Challoner alſo reporteth ſeveral Papers 
and Letters of the Kings writing, and under the 
Kings own Hand. 


After which the Court fate private. 


The Court taking into Conſideration the whole 
Matter in Charge againſt the King, paſſed theſe Votes 
following, as preparatory to the Sentence againſt the 
King, but Ordered that they ſhould not be binding 
finally to conclude the Court, v:z. 

Reſolved upon the whole matter, That this Court 
will Proceed to .entence of Condemnation againft Charles 
Stuart, King of England. 

Reſolved, 3c. That the Condemnation of the King 
ſhall be for a Tyrant, Traitor and Murtherer. 

That th: Condemnation of the King, ſhall be likewiſe for 
being a publigue Enemy to the Common-wealth of Eng- 
land.

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The Priſoner 1s brought to the Bar, and Proclama- ; 


tion is again ( as formerly ) made for Silence 3 and 
the Captain of the Guard ordered to take into his 
Cuſtody all ſuch as ſhould diſturb the Court. 

The Preſident {ſtood up, with an intention of addreſs 
to the People, and not to the Priſoner, who had ſo 
often declined the Juriſdiction of the Court ; which 
the Priſoner obſerving, moved he might be heard be- 
fore Judgment given ; whereof he received aſſurance 
from the Court, and that he ſhould be heard after he 


had heard them firſt. 


Whereupon the Court proceeded, and remembred 
the great Aſſembly then preſent, of what had for- 
merly paſled betwixt the Court and the Priſoner, the 


. Charge againſt him in the Name of the People of 


England, exhibited to them, being a Court conſtitu- 
ted by. the Supream Authority of England, his refu- 
ſal three ſeveral days and times to own them as a 
Court, or to an{wer to the Matter of his Charge, his 
thrice recorded Contumacy, and other his Contempts 
and Defaults in the precedent Courts'; upon which, 
the Court then declared;that they might not be want- 
ing to themſelves, or to the Truſt repoſed in them, 
and that no mans Wilfulneſs ought. to ſerve him to 
prevent Juſtice ; and that they had therefore thought 
fit to take the ſubſtance of what had paſſed, into their 
ſerious conſideration, to wit, the Charge, and the Pri- 
ſoners Contumacy, and the Confeſſion which in Law 
doth ariſe upon that Contumacy,the Notoriety of the 
Fact charged, and other the Circumſtances material 
in the Caule ; and upon the whole Matter, had reſo]- 
ved and agreed upon a Sentence then ready to be pro- 
nounced againſt the Priſoner : But that in regard of 
his deſire to be further heard, they were ready:to hear 
him as to any thing material which che would offer 
to their conſideration before the Sentence given,rela- 
ting to the Defence of himſelf concerning'the Matter 
charged ; and did then 1ignifie ſo much' to the Priſo- 
ner ;: who made ule of that leave given, only to pro- 
teſt his reſpects to the Peace of the. Kingdom, and Li- 
berty of the Subject ; and to ſay, That the ſame made 

% | him 
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him at la# to defire, That having ſomewhat to ſay that con- 
cerned both, he might before the Sentence given, be heard in 
the Painted Chamber, before the Lords and Commons ; ſay- 
ing, it ws fit to be heard, if it were Reaſon which he ſhould 
offer, whereof they were Judges: And preſling that Point 
much, he was forthwith anſwered by the Court, and 
told, 

That, that which he had moved was a declining of the 
Furiſdiflion of the Court, whereof he had Caution frequently 
before gruen him. 

That, it ſounded to further delay, of which he had been 
too much guilty. 

That, the Court being founded ( as often had been ſaid ) 
wpon the Authority of the Commons of England , in whom 
reſted the Supream Juriſdifion, the motion tended to ſet 
up another, or a co-ordinate Furiſdittion in derogation of the 
Power whereby the Court ſate, and to the manifeſt delay 1 
therr Juftice ; in which regard, - he was told, they mi 
forthwith proceed to Sentence , yet for his further ſatisf att. 
on of the entire Pleaſure and Judgment of the Court, upon 
what he had then ſaid, he was told, and accordingly it 
was declared , that the Court would withdraw half an 
hour. 

The Priſoner by command being withdrawn, the 
Court make their receſs into the Room called The 
Court of Wards , conſidered of the Priſoners Motion, 
and gave the Preſident Direction to declare their Diſ- 
ſent thereto, and to proceed to the Sentence. 

The Court being again ſet, and the Priſoner re- 
turned, was according to their DireCtion , informed, 
That he had in effeft received his Anſwer before the Court 
withdrew, and that their Judgment was ( as to his Motion ) 
the ſame to him before declared ; That, the Court afted, and 
were Judges appointed by the Higheſt Authority, and that 
Zudges were not to delay, no more than to deny Fuſtice ; That, 
tbey were good words m the great old Charter of England, 
Naulli negabimus, nulli vendemus, nulli differemus 
Juſtitiam vel Ream. That, their Duty called wpon 
them to avoid further Delays, and to proceed to Judgment ; 
which was theit unanimous Reſolution, 
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Unto which, the Priſoner replied, and inſiſted up- 
on his former Deſires, confeſling a delay , but that it 
was important for the Peace of the Kingdom, and 
therefore preſſed again with much earneſtneſs to be 
heard before the Lords and Commons. 

In. Anſwer. whereto, he was told by the Court, 
That they had fully before conſidered of his Propoſal , and muſt 
give him the ſame Anſwer to his renewed deſires, and that 
they were ready to proceed to Sentence, if he had nothing more 
to ſay. | 

, "_ he ſubjoyned, He had no more to ſay ; but 
deſired that might be Entred which he had ſaid. 


Hereupon, after ſome Diſcourſe uſed by the Pre/e- 
dent, for vindicating the Parliaments Juſtice,explain- 
ing the Nature of the Crimes of which the Priſoner 
ſtood charged, and for which he was to be condemn- 
ed; and by way of Exhortation to the Priſoner, to a 
ſerious Repentance for his high Tranſgreſlions a- 
gainſt God and the People, and to prepare for his E- 
ternal Condition ; 

The Sentence formerly agreed upon, and put down 
in Parchment-Writing , 0 Yes being firſt made for 
Silence, was by the Courts Command, ſolemnly pto- 
nounced and given : the Tenor whereof followeth. 


Whereas the Commons of England Aſſembled in Parlia- 
ment, have by their late Act, Entituled, An Act of the 
Commons of England Aſſembled im Parliament, forEreCt- 
ing of an High Court of ZuStice for the Trying and Judg- 
ing of CHARLES STUART K.of England ; Authorized 
and Conſtituted us an High Court of Juſtice for the Try-

ties and Inſurreftions within this Land, by Invaiſons from Fo- 


reign Parts, endeavoured and procured by him, and by many 


other evil ways and means, he the ſaid CHARLES STUART 
hath not only maintained and carried on the ſaid War bith by 
Sea and Land, but alſo hath renewed or cauſed to be renewed 
the ſaid War againſt the Parliament and good People of this 
Nation in this preſent Year 1648. in ſeveral Counties and 
Places in this Kingdom in the Charge ſpecified ; and that 
ke hath for that purpoſe given his Commiſſion to his Son 
tie Prince, and others, whereby beſides multitudes of 
other perſons, many, ſuch as were by the Parliament intruſted 
and employed, for the Safety of this Nation,being by him or his 
Agents corrupted, to the betraying of their Truft, and revolt- 
ing from the Parliament , have had Entertainment and Com- 
miſſion for the continuing and renewing of the War and Hoſti- 
lity against the ſaid Parliament and People and that by the 
ſaid cruel and unnatural War ſo levied, continued and renewed, 
much innocent Blood of the free People of this Nation hath 
been ſpilt, many Families undone, the Publick Treaſure __ 
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Trade obſtructed, and miſerably decayed, vaſt expence and dam- 
mage to the Nation imcurred, and many parts of the Land ſpotl- 
ed, ſome of them even to deſolation ; and that he ſtill continues 
his Commiſſion to his ſaid Son, and other Rebels and Rewolters, 
both Engliſh and Foreigners, and to the Earl of Ormond, 
and to the Iriſh Rebels and Rewolters aſſociated with him, 
from whom further Invaſions upon this Land are threatned by 
his Procurement , and on his behalf ; And that all the ſaid 
wicked Deſigns , Wars and evil Practices of him the ſaid 
CHARLES STUART, were ſtill carried on for the 
Advancement and Upholding of the Perſonal Interest of Will , 
Power and pretended Prerogative to himſelf and his Family, 
again$ the Publick Intere3t, Common Right, Liberty, Fuftice 
and Peace of the People of this Nation 3 And that he thereby 
hath been and is the Occaſtoner, Author and Continuer of the 
ſaid unnatural, cruel and bloody Wars, and therein guilty of 
all the Treaſons, Murthers, Rapines, Burnings, Spoils, De- 
ſolations, Dammage,vy Miſchief to this Nation, atted and com- 
mitted in the ſaid Wars, or occaſioned thereby : Whereupon 
the Proceedings and Judgment of this Court were prayed a- 
gain him, as a Tyrant, Traytor and Murtherer, and publick 
Enemy to the Commonwealth, as by the ſaid Charge more fully 
appeareth : To which Charge being read unto him as aforeſaid, 
He the ſaid CHARLES STUART was required to 
give his Anſwer ; but he refuſed ſo to do. And upon Monday, 
the twenty ſecond day of January inſtant , being again 
brought before this Court, and there required to anſwer direftly 
to the ſaid Charge, he ſtill refuſed ſo to do, whereupon his 
Default and Contumacy was Entred:and the next day,being the 
third time brought before the Court, Judgment was then prayed 
againſt him on the behalf of the People of England, for his 
Contumacy, and for the Matters contained again$} him in the 
ſaid Charge, as taking the ſame for confeſt, in regard of his 
refuſing to Anſwer thereto : Tet notwithſtanding, this Court 
( not willing to take advantage of his Contempt) did once more 
require him to Anſwer to the ſaid Charge, but he again refuſed 
ſo to do ; Upon which his ſeveral Defaults, this Court might 
' juſtly have proceeded to Judgment againſt him, both for his 
Contumacy, and the Matters of the Charge, taking the ſame 


for confe$t, as aforeſaid. 
Tet 
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Yet nevertheleſ3,this Court for their on clearer Information, 
and further ſatisfattion; have thought fit to examine Witneſſes 
upon Oath, and take notice of other Exudences touching the 
Matters contained inthe ſaid Charge, which accordingly they 
have dane. 

Now therefore upon ſerious and mature deliberation of thePre- 


miſes, and conſideration had of the Notoreity of the Matters of 


Fatt charged upon htm as aforeſaid, this Court is in Judgment 


and Conſcience ſatisfied that he the ſaid CHARLES STUART 
is guilty of Levying War again$t the ſaid Parliament, and 
People, and maintaining and continuing the ſame ; for which 
in the ſaid Charge he ſtands accuſed, and by the general 


courſe of his Government, Councels and Practices before and 


fence this Parliament began ( whick have been, and are noto- 


rious and publick, and the Effects whereof remain abundantly 
upon Record ) this Court is fully ſatisfied in their Judgments 
and Conſciences, that he hath been and is guilty of the wicked 
Deſigns and Endeavors in the ſaid Charge ſet forth, and that 
the ſaid War hath been Levied, maintained and continued by 
him, as aforeſaid, in proſecution and for accompliſkment of the 


faid Deſigns; And that he hath been and i the Occaſwner, 


Author and Continuer of the ſaid unnatural, cruel and bloody 
Wars, and therein guilty of High Treaſon, and of the Mur- 
thers , Rapines , Burnings , Spoils , Deſolations, Dammage 
and Miſchief to this Nation, atted and committed in the ſaid 
War, and occaſioned thereby. For all which Treaſons and 
Crimes, this- Court doth adjudge, That he the ſaid CHARLES 
STUART, as a Tyrant, Traytor, Murtherer and Publick Ene- 
my tothe good People of this Nation, hhall be put to Death by 
the-ſevering of his Head from his Body. 


Fhis Sentence being read, the Preſident ſpake as 
followeth ;

The King being come in in his wonted Poſture,with 
his Hat on, ſome of the Soldiers began to call for 7- 
ſtice , Juſtice, and Execution : But Silence being Com- 
manded , His Majeſty began : 


I defire a Word, to be heard a little ; and I hope I ſhall give 


no occaſion of Interruption. 


Bradſhaw Sawcily Anſwered , 
þ You may anſwer in your time, Hear the Court 
rit. 
tlis Majeſty patiently Replied, 


If it pleaſe you, Sir, I defire to be heard ; and I ſhall not 
give any occaſion of interruption z and it is only in a word, A _ 
ſudden Fudgment---- 

Bradſhaw. Sir, You ſhall be heard in due time ; but 
you are to hear the Court firſt. 

King. Sir, [I defire it ; it will be in order to what TI be- 
lieve the Court will ſay : and therefore, Sir ,----4 haſty Juds- 
ment is not ſo ſoon recalled. 

Bradſhaw. Sir, You ſhall be heard before the Judg- 
ment be given; and in the mean time you may for- 
bear. 

King. Well, Sir, Shall I be heard before the Judgment be 

wen © 

Bradſhaw. Gentlemen, It 1s well known to all or 

- moſt of you here preſent, That the Prifoner at the 

Bar hath been ſeveral times convented and brought 

before this Court , to make Anſwer to a Charge of 
Treaſon and other high Crimes exhibited againſt him 

{ere $410 the Name of the People of England: To which 
pegs not Charge being required to Anſwer, he hath been to 
half the far from obeying the Commands of the Court, by 
ny at /- ſubmitting to their Juſtice, as he began to take upon 
tencedwith hum to offer Reaſoning and Debate unto the Autho- 
Tis rity of the Court, and to the Higheſt Court, that 


ap- 
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pointed them to Iry and Judge him : But being over- 
ruled in that, , and required to make his Anſwer, he 
was ſtill pleaſed to continue contumacious, and to re- 
fuſe to ſubmit to anſwer. 

Hereupon, the Court, that they might not be 
wanting to themſelves , nor the Truſt repoſed in 
them, nor that any mans Wilfulneſs prevent Juſtice, 
they have thought fit to take the Matter into their 
conf{ideration ; they have confidered of the Charge, 
they have conſidered of the Contumacy , and of that 
Confeſſion which in Law doth ariſe upon that Contu- 
macy ; they have likewiſe conſidered of the Notorie- 
ty of the Fact charged upon this Priſoner: And 
upon the whole Matter, they are reſolved, and are 
agreed upon a Sentence to be pronounced againſt this 
Priſoner. But 1n reſpect he doth delire to be heard 
before the Sentence be read and pronounced , the 
Court hath reſolved that they will hear him. 

Yet, Sir, Thus much I muſt tell you beforehand, 
which you have been minded of at other Courts , 
That if that which you have to ſay , be to offer any 
debate concerning the Juriſdiction, you are not to be 
heard init. You have offered it formerly, and you 
have ſtruck at the Root, that is, the Power and Su- 
pream Authority of the Commons of England ; which 
this Court will not admit a Debate of, and which 
indeed it 1s an irrational thing in them to do, being a 
Court that acts upon Authority derived from them. 


Bur, Sir, if you have any thing to ſay in Defence of 


your ſelf concerning the Matter Charged, the Court 
hath given me in command to let you know they 
w1ll hear you. 

King. Since I ſee that you will not hear any thing of De- 
bate concermng that which [ confeſs I thought mo$t material 
for the Peace of the Kingdom, and for the Liberty of the 
Subjef, I ſhall wave it, I ſhall ſpeak nothing to it : But on- 
ly I muit tell you, That this many-a-day all things have been 
taken away from Me, but that that I call dearer to Me than 
My Life, which is My Conſcience, and My Honour : 
And if I had a reſpeft to My Lite more than the Peace of 


the Kingdom, and the Liberty of the Subject, certainly 
IT ſhould 
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TI ſhould have made a particular Defence for my ſelf; for by 


that at leaſtwiſe I might have delayed an ugly Sentence,which 
1 believe will paſs upon me. Therefore certainly, Sir, as a 
man that hath ſome underſtanding , ſome knowledge of the 
World, if that my true Zeal to my Countrey, had net overborn 
the care that I have for my own Preſervation , I ſhould have 
gone another way to work than that I have done. Now, Sir, [ 
conceive that an haſty Sentence once paSt, may ſooner be repent- 
ed of, than recalled : And truly, the ſelf ſame defire that I have 
for the Peace of the Kingdom, and the Liberty of the Subjef, 
more than my own particular Ends , makes me now at laſt de- 
ſire, That I having ſomething to ſay that concerns 
both, before Sentence be given, that I may be heard 
inthe Painted Chamber before the Lords and Commons. 
This Delay cannot be prejudicial unto youz whatſoever I ſay. 
If that I ſay noreaſon, thoſe that hear me muſt be Judges, I 
cannot be Judge of that that I have. If it be Reaſon, and re- 
ally for the Welfare of the Kingdom, and the Liberty of the 
Subjeft, I am ſure on it, it is very well worth the hearing : 
Therefore I do conjure you, as you love that that you pretend, 
( I hope it is real ) the Liberty of the Subject, the Peace of the 
Kingdom, that you will grant me this Hearing before any Sen- 
tence be paſt. T only deſire this, That you will take this in- 
to your conſideration ; it may be you have not heard of it before- 
hand. If you will, I will retire, and you may think of it : 
but if I cannot get this Liberty, I do proteſt, That theſe fair 
Shews of Liberty and Peace are pure Shews, and that you will 
not hear your King. 

Bradſhaw. Sir, You have now ſpoken. 

King. Yes, Sir. 

Bradſhaw. And this that you have ſaid, 1s a fur- 
ther declining of the Juriſdiction of this Court , 
which was the thing wherein you were limited be- 
fore. 

King. Pray excuſe Me, Sir, for my interruption, becauſe 
you miſtake Me. It is not a declining of it ; you do judge Me 
before you hear me ſpeak. I ſay it will not, I do not decline 
it ; though I cannot acknowledge the Zuriſdittion of the Court, 
yet, Sir, in this, give Me leave to ſay, I would doit, though I 
did not acknowledge it ;, in this I do proteſt, it is not the decli- 
ning of it, ſince , I ſay, if that I do ſay any thing but me 

that 
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that is for the Peace of the Kingdom, and the Liberty of the 
Subjet, then the ſhame is Mine. Now 1 defire that you will 
take this into your conſtderation ; if you will, I will with- 
draw. | 

Bradſhaw. Sir, This 1s not altogether new that you 
have moved to us, not altogether new to us, though 
the firſt time in perſon you have offered it to the 
Court. Sir, You ſay you do not decline the Juriſdicti- 
on of the Court. 

King. Not in this that I have ſaid. 

Bradjhaw. T underſtand you well, S$:r ; but never- 
theleſs,that which you have offered, ſeems to be con- 
trary to that Saying of yours ; for the Court are rea- 
dy to give a Sentence. It 15 not as you ſay, That they 
will not hear their King ; for they have been ready to 
hear You ; they have patiently waited Your plea- 
ſare for three Courts together, to hear what You 
would ſay to the Peoples Charge againſt You: To 
which You have not vouchſated to give any Anſwer 
at all. Sir, this tends to a further Delay. Truly,S!r, 
ſuch Delays as theſe, neither may the Kingdom nor 
Juſtice well bear. You have had three ſeveral days 
to have offered in this kind what You would have 
pleaſed. This Court is founded upon that Authority 
of the Commons of England, 1n whom reſts the Supream 
Juriſdiftion. That which You now tender, is to have 
another Juriſdiction, and a co-ordinate Juriſdiction. 
I know very well You exprels Your ſelf, Sir, That 
notwithſtanding that you would offer to the Lords 
and Commons in the Parnted Chamber, yet nevertheleſs 
You would proceed on here ; I did hear You ſay ſo. 
Bat, Sir, that You would offer there, whatever it is , 
mult needs be in Delay of the Juſtice here ; ſo as if 
this Court be relolved and prepared for the Sentence, 
this that You offer they are not bound to grant. Burt, 
Sir, According to that You ſeem to defire, and be- 
cauſe You ſhall know the further Pleaſure of the 
Court upon that which You have moved, the Court 
will withdraw for a time. 


Ce | This 
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This he did to prevent the diſturbance of their 
Scene by one of their own Members,Col. 7obn Downes, 
who could not ſtifle the Relucance of his Confſci- 
ence, when he ſaw his Majeſty preſs 1o earneſtly for 
a ſhort Hearing ; but declaring himſelf unſatisfied, 
forced them to yield to the King's Requeſt. 


King. Shall I withdraw ? 
Brad/haw. Sir, You ſhall know the Pleaſure of the 
Court preſently. 


The Court withdraws for half an hour int the Court of 
Wards. 


Serjeant at Arms, The Court gives Command that 
the Priſoner be withdrawn ; and they give Order for 
his Return again. 


Then withdrawing into the Chamber of the Court of 
Wards, their Buſineſs was not to conſider of- His 
Majeſties Deſire, but to chide Downes, and with 
Reproachs and Threats to harden him to go 
through the remainder of their Villany with 
them. 


Which done , they return , and being ſate, Bradſhaw 


commanded, 
Serjeant at Arms, Send for your Priſoner. 
Who being come, Bradſhaw proceeded. 


Sir, You were pleaſed to make a Motion here to the 
Court, to offer a Deſire of yours touching the pro- 
pounding of ſomewhat to the Lords and Commons 
in the Painted Ghamber, for the Peace of the Kingdom. 
Sir, You did in effect receive an Anſwer before the 
Court Adjourned: Truly, Sr, their Withdrawing 
and Adjournment was pro forma tantum ; for it did not 
ſeem to them that there was any difficulty in the 

, thing. 
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thing. They have conſidered of what you have mo- 
| ved, and have conſidered of their own Authority, 
which is !oanded , as hath been often ſaid, upon the 
Supream Authority of the Commons of England Aſſem- 
bled in Parliament: The Court acts accordingly to 
their Commiſſion, Sr, The Return IT have to you 
from the Court 1s this, That they have been too 
much delayed by you already, and this that you now 
offer, hath occaſioned ſome little further Delay ; and 
they are Judges appointed by the higheſt Authority, 
and Judges are no more to delay, than they are to 
deny Juſtice : They are good Words in the Great O/d 
Charter of England, Nulli negabimus, nulli vendemus, nullt 
deferemus Fuſtitiam: There muſt be no Delay. But 
the truth 1s, Sr, and 1o every man here obſerves it, 
that you have much delayed them in your Contempt 
and Default, for which they might long ſince have 

roceeded to Judgment againſt you ; and notwith- 
ſtanding what you have offered, they are reſolved to 
proceed to Sentence and to Judgment, and that is 
their unanimous Reſolution. 

King. Sir, I know it is in vain for me to diſpute; Tam no 
Sceptick for to deny the Power that you have ; I know that you 
have Power enough. Sir, I mu$} confeſs, I\think it would 
have been for the Kingdoms Peace, if you would have taken 
the pains to have ſhewn the Lawfulneſs of yout Power. 

For this Delay that I have deſired, I confeſs it is a Delay ; 
but it is a Delay very important for the Peace of the King- 
dom : For it is not My Perſon that I Ioook at alone, it is the 
Kingdoms Welfare, and the Kingdoms Peace. | 

It is an old Sentence, T hat we ſhould think on long 
before we,reſolve of great Matters ſuddenly, There- 
fore, Sir, [d ſay again , that 1 do- put at your doors all the 
inconveniency of a haſty Sentence. I confeſs Ihave been here 
now, I think, this Week , this day eight days mas the day [ 
came here fir$t ; but a little Delay of a Day or two further, 
may give Peace, wherew a haſty Sb may bring on that 
trouble and perpetual inconvemtency to the Kingdom, that the 
Child that is unborn may repent it. And therefore again, out 
of the Daty I owe to God and to My Countrey, I do defrre that 


I may be heard by the Lords and Commons in the Painted 
Chamber, 
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Chamber , or any other Chamber that you will appoint 
Me. 

Bradſhaw. You have been already anſwered to what 
you even now moved, being the ſame you moved be- 
tore, ſince the Reſolution and the Judgment of the 
Courtinit; And the Court now requires to know 
whether you have any more to ſay for your 1elf than 
you have 1aid, before they proceed to Sentence. 

King. I ſay this, Sir, That if you hear Me, if you will 
give Me but this Delay, I doubt not but I ſhall give ſome ſa- 
risfattion to you all here , and to my People after that ; and 
therefore I do require you, as you will anſwer it at the dread- 
ful Day of Judgment, that you will coaftder it once again. 

Bradſhaw. Sir , I have received Direction from the 
Court. 

King. Well, Sir. 

Bradſhaw. If this muſt be re-inforced, or any thing 
of this nature, your Anſwer mult be the ſame ; and 
they will proceed to Sentence, if you have nothing 
more to ſay. ; 

King. I have nothing more to ſay ; but I ſhall deſire that 
this may be entred what I have ſaid. 

Bradſhaw. The Court then, Sir, hath ſomething to 
ſay unto you, which although I know it will be ve- 
ry unacceptable, yet notwithſtanding they are wil- 
ling and are reſolved to diſcharge their Duty. 


Then Bradſhaw went on in a long Harangue, endea- 
vouring to juſtifie their Proceedings , milapplying 
Law and Hiſtory, and raking up and wreſting what- 
ſoever he thought fit for his purpoſe, alledging the 
Examples of former Treaſons and Rebellions, both 
at home and abroad, as authentick Proofs ; and con- 
cluding, that the King was a Tyrant, Traytor, Murthe- 
rer, and Publick Enemy to the Commonwealth of Eng- 
land. 
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His Majeſty having with his wonted Patience heard 
all theſe Reproaches, anſwered, 


I would defire only one Word before you give Sentehce, and 
that is, That you would hear Me concerning thoſe great impu= 
tations that you have laid to My Charge. 

Bradſhaw. Sir, You muſt give me now leave to g0 
on ; for Lamnot far from your Sentence, and your 
time 1s now paſt, | 
King. But I ſhall defire you will hear Me a few Words 
to you ; Fog truly, whatever Sentence you will put upon Me, 
in reſpect of thoſe heavy imputations that I ſee by your ſpeech 
you have put upon Me. Sir, it is very true that--- 

Bradſhaw. Six, T ouſt put you in mind : Truly, Sir, 
T would not willingly, at this tume eſpecially, inter- 
rupt you in any thing you have to ſay that is proper 
for us to admit of ; But, Sir, You haue not owned ns 
as a Court, and you look upon us as a ſort of People 
met together, and we know what Language we re- 
ceive from your Party. 

King. I know nothing of that. 
Brad/haw. You diſavow us as a Court, and there- 
fore for you to addreſs your ſelf to us, not to acknow- 
ledge us as a Court to judge of what you ſay, it is not 
to be permitted. And the truth 1s, all along from 
the firſt time you were pleaſed to difavow and diſ- 
own us, the Court needed not to have heard you one 
word ; for unleſs they be acknowledged a Court , 
and engaged, it 1s not proper for you to ſpeak. Sir, 
we have given you too much liberty already, and ad- 
mitted of too much Delay, and we may not admit of 
any farther. Were it proper for us to do, we ſhould 
hear you freely, and we fhould not have declined to 
have heard you at large, what you could have ſaid 
or proved on your behalf, whether for totally excu- . 
ſing, or for in part excuſing thoſe great and heinous 
Charges that in whole or in part are laid upon you. 
But, Sir, I ſhall trouble you no longer ; your Sins 
are of ſo large a dimenſion , that if you do but ſeri- 
ouſly think of them, they will drive you to a ſad 
Dd con- 
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conſideration,and they may improve in you a ſad and 
ſerious Repentance, And that the Court doth hear- 
tily wiſh, that you may be ſo penitent for what you 
have done amiſs, that God may have Mercy at leaſt- 
wiſe upon your better part. Truly, Sr, for the other, 
it is our Parts and Duties to do that that that the 
Law preſcribes. We are not here 75 dare, but 7us 
dicere : We cannot be unmindful of what the Scrip- 
ture tells us ; For to acquit the Guilty, is of equal abomina- 
tion as to condemn the Innocent, We may not acquit the 
Guilty. What Sentence the Law affirms to a 7raytor, 
Tyrant, a Murtherer, and a Publick Enemy to the Country, 
that Sentence you are now to hear read unto you ; 
and that is the Sentence of the Court. 

Make an 0 Yes, and command Silence while the 
Sentence 1s read. 


Which done, their Clerk, Broughton, read the Sen- 
fence, drawn up in Parchment. 


Whereas the Commons of England in Parliament, had 
appeinted them an High Court of Juſtice for the Trial of 
CHARLES STUART, King of England, before

His Majeſty being taken away by the Guard, as he 
paſſed down the Stairs, the infolent Soldiers ſcoffed 
at him, caſting the ſmoke of their Tobacco ( a thing 
very diſtaſtful unto him ) 1n his Face, and throwing 
their Pipes in his way ; And one more infolent than 
the reſt, {pitting 1n his Face, his Majeſty, according 
to his wonted Heroick Patience, took no more notice 
of 1o ſtrange and barbarous an Indignity , than to 
wipe it off with his Handkerchief. 

As he paſled along, hearing the Rabble of Soldiers, 
crying out, Zuſtice, Juſtice ; he ſaid, | 

Poor Souls, for a piece of Money they would do fo for their 
Commanders. 

Being brought firſt to Str Robert Cotton's, and thence 
to Whitehall, the Soldiers continued tneir brutiſh Car- 
riage toward him, abuſing all that ſeemed to ſhew 
any reſpect, or even Pity to him ; not ſuffering him 
to reſt in his Chamber, but thruſting in, and ſmoking 
their Tobacco, and diſturbing his Privacy. 

But through all theſe Iryals (unuſual to Princes) 
he paſſed with ſuch acalm and even Temper, that he 
let fall nothing unb{ſeeming his former Majeſty and 
Magnanumty.

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In the Evening, a Member of the Army acquaint- 
ed the Committee with his Majefties Deſire, That ſee- 
ing they had paſſed a Sentence of Death upon him, and his 
time might be nigh, he might ſee his Children ; and Doctor 
Juxon Bi/hop n. London, might be admitted to affiſt him 
in his private Devotions, amd Receiving the Sacrament. 


Both which at length were zrAnted. 


And the next day , being Sunday, He was attended 
by the Guard to S. ZFames's ; where the Biſhop Preach- 


ed before Him upon theſe Words, 1n the day when God 


ſhall judge the Secrets of all Men by Jeſus Chriſt according 
to my Gopel. |

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Then the King taking the D. of Glouceſter upon His

Hat the King ſaid to Me the 29th. of 
V Zanuary 1648. Being the laſt time I had 
the happineſs to ſee Him, He told Me, He was 
glad I was come; and although He had not time to 
lay much, yet ſomewhat He had to ſay to me, which 
He had not to another, or leave in Writing, becaule 
He feared their Cruelty was ſuch, as that they would 
not have permitted Him to write to me. He wiſhed 
me not to grieve and torment my 1elf for Him, for 
that would be a Glhorics Death that He ſhould die, it 
being for the Laws and Liberties of this Land, and 
for maintainivg the True Proteſtant Religion. He bid 
me read Biſhop Andrewss Sermons, Hooker's E.cclefia- 
ſtical Polity, and Biſhop Laud's Book againſt Fiſher ; 
which would ground me againſt Popery. He told me, 
He had forgiven all his Enemies, and hoped God. 
would forgive them alſo; and commanded us, and 
all the reſt of my Brothers and Siſters to forgive 
them. He bid me tell my Mother, that His T houghts 
had never ſtrayed from her, and that His Love ſhould 
be the ſame to the laſt. Withal He commanded me 


and my Brother to be obedient to Her, and bid me 
| ſend 
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ſend His Bleſſing to the reſt of my Brothers and Si- 
{ters, with Commendation to all His Friends. 


So after He had given me His Bleſſing, I took my Leave. 


Further, He commanded us all to forgive thoſe 
People, but never to truſt them, for they had been 
molt falſe to Him, and to thoſe that gave them Pow- 
er ; and He feared alſo to their own Souls: And de- 
ſired me not to grieve for Him, for he ſhould die a 
Martyr ; and that He doubted not but the Lord would 
ſettle His Throne upon His Son, and that we ſhould 
be all happier than we. could have expected to have 
been if he had lived.

The Warrant for Executing the King, being ac- 
cordingly delivered to thoſe Parties to whom the 
ſaine was directed, Execution was done upon him, 
according to the Tenor of the ſaid Warrant, about 
Two of the Clock in the Afternoon' of the ſaid Thir- 
tieth of 7anuary. | 
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Mr. Phelpes makes as ſhort Work of this part of ihe 
Narrative, as his Infamous Maſters had done of 
their Pretended Iryal of this Illuſtrious Inno- 
cent; and therefore to ſupply that Defef, take 
the following Account of the Concluſion of this 
Diſmal Tragedy. 


Tueſday, the Thirtieth of Zanuary, the Fatal Day, 
being come, the Commiſſioners met, and Ordered 
four or five of their Miniſters to attend upon the 
King at St. Zames's, where they then kept him ; but 
his Majeſty well knowing what miſerable Comfor- 
ters they were like to prove, refuſed to have Confe- 
rence with them. 

That Morning , before his Majeſty was brought 
thence, the Biſhop of London ( who with much ado 
was permitted to wait upon him a day or two before, 
and to afliſt him in that ſad Inſtant) read Divine Ser- 
vice in his Preſence ; in which the 27th. of St. Matt. 
( the Hiſtory of our Saviours Crucifixion ) proved 
the Second Leſſon. The King ſuppoſing it to have 


been ſelected on purpole, thank'd him afterwards for 


his ſeaſonable Choice: But the Biſhop modeſtly 
declining that, undue Thanks, told him that it was 
the Leſen appointed by the Calendar for that day, He 
alſo then and there received of the Biſhop the Ho!y 
Sacrament, and performed all his Devotions in prepa- 
ration to his Paſſion. 

Which ended, about Ten of the Clock his Majeſty 
was brought from St. Zames's to White-Hall, by a Re- 
giment of Foot, with Colours flying and Drums 
beating, part marching before, and part behind, with 
a private Guard of Partiſans about him, the Biſhop 
on the one hand, and Col. Tomlinſon ( who had the 
Charge of him ) on the other, both bare-headed, his 
Majeſty walking very faſt, and bidding them go fa- 
ſter, added , 


That, he now went before them to ſirive for an Heavenly 
Crown, 
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Crown, with leſs ſolicitude than he had often encouraged his 
Soldiers to fight for an Earthly Diadem. | 

Being come to the end of the Park, he went up the 
Stairs leading to the Long Gallery in White-Hall,8 10 in- 
to the Cabinet-Chamber,where he us'd formerly to lodge. 
There finding an unexpected Delay in being brought 
upon the Scattold, which they had not as then fitted, 
he paſt the time, at convenient Diſtances, in Prayer. 

About Twelve of the Clock, his Majeſty refuſing 
to Dine, , only eat a Bit of Bread, and drank a Glaſs 
of Claret ; and about an hour after, Col. Hacker, with 
other Officers and Soldiers, brought him, with the 
Biſhop and Col. Tomlinſon, through the Banguetting- 
Houſe to the Scaffold, to which, the Paſſage was made 
through a Window. 

Divers Companies of Foot and Troops of Horſe 
were placed on each ſide of the Street, which hindred 
the Approach of the very numerous Spectators, and 
the King from ſpeaking what he had premeditated, 
and prepared for them to hear. | 

Whereupon , his Majeſty finding himſelf diſap- 
pointed, omitted much of his intended Matter ; and 
for what he meant to ſpeak, dire&ed himſelf chiefly 
to Col. Tomlinſon. 


T fhall be very little heard of any body here ; I ſhall therefore 
ſpeak a Word unto you here. 

Indeed I could hold my peace very well, if I did not think 
that holding my peace would make ſome men think that I did 
ſubmit to the Guilt as well as to the Puniſhment : But I think 
it is my Duty, to God fir, and to my Country, for to clear my 
ſelf both as an hones Man, a good King, and a good Chri- 


ſtian, 
I ſhall begin firſt with my Innocence. 


In troth, I think it not very needful for me to inſiſt long upon 
this ; for all the World knows that I never did begin a War 
firſt with the Two Houſes of Parliament, and 1 call God 
to witneſs, to whom I mu$t ſhortly make an Account , that [ 
never did intend for to encroach upon their Priviledges ; they

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began upon me ; it is the Militia they began upon ; they con- 


feſt that the Militia was mine, but they thought it fit for to 


And to be ſhort, if any body will look to the 
Dates of Commiſſions, of their Commiſſtons and mine, and like- 
wiſe to the Declarations, they will ſee clearly that they began 
theſe unhappy Troubles, not I. So that as to the guilt of theſe 
enormous Crimes that are laid againſt me, I hope in God that 
God will clear me of it. IT will not ( I am in Charity ) God 


forbid that I ould lay it on the Two Houſes of Parlia- 


ment ; there is no neceſſity of either : T hope they are free of 
this Guilt. For I do believe that ill Inſtruments between them 
and me have been the chief Gauſe of all this Bloodſhed : So 


that by way of ſpeaking, as I find my ſelf clear of this, I hope

Then having ſaid a few Words to himſelf, as he 
ſtood,with hands and eyes lift up, immediately ſtoop- 
ing down, he laid his Neck upon the Block, and the 
E-xecutioner again putting his Hair under his Cap, his 
Majeſty thinking he had been going to ſtrike bad 
him 

Stay for the Sign. 


Executioner. Yes I will and it pleaſe your Majeſty. 


After a very ſhort pauſe, his Majeſty ſtretching 
forth his Hands, the Ezecutioner ſevered his head from 
his Body : Which being held up and ſhewed to the 
People, was with his Body put into a Coffin covered 
with Velvet, and carried into his Lodging. 


His Blood was taken up by divers Perſons for dit- 
ferent ends: By ſome as trophies of their Villany, by 
others as Reliques of a Martyr ; and in ſome hath 
had the ſame effect by the Bleſſing of God, which was 
often found in his Sacred Touch when living. 

The Malice of his Enemies ended not with his 
Life : For when his Body was carried to St. James's 
to be opened, they directed their Empiricks to ſearch 
for ſuch Symptoms as might diſgrace his Perſon or 
his Poſterity ; but herein they were prevented by 
an honeſt Intruder, who gave a true account of his 
Sound and Excellent Temparament. 

Being 
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| Being imbalmed and laid in a Coffin of Lead, to be 

ſeen for lome dayes by the People, at length upon 
Wedneſday the ſeventeenth of February, it was deli- 
vered to four of His ſervants, Herbert, Mildmay, Preſ- 
ton and Joyner, who with ſome others in mourning 
Equipage attended the Herſe that night to Windſor, 
and placed it in the Room which was formerly the 
Kings Bed-Chamber. 


Next day it was removed into the Deans Hall, 
which was hung with black and made dark, and 
Lights were ſet burning round the Herſe. About 
three Afternoon the Duke of Richmond, the Marqueſs 
of Hartford, the Earls of Southampton and Lindſey, and 
the Biſhop of London,(others that were ſent,to refuſing 


that laſt ſervice to the beſt of Princes ) came thither 


with . two Votes paſſed that morning , where- 
by the ordering of the Kings Burial was com- 
mitted to theDuke,provided that theExpences there- 
of exceeded not Five Hundred Pound. ThisOrder they 
ſhewed to Colonel Whichcot the Governour of the Cal. 
tle deſiring the interment might be in St. George's 
Chappel, and according to the Form of the Common- 
Prayer: I he latter Requelt the Governour denied, ſay- 
ing that it was improbable the Parliament would 
permit the uſe of what they had 1o ſolemnly aboliſh- 
ed, and therein deſtroy their own Ac. 
The Lords replied. 

That there was a difference betwixt deſtroying 
their own Act, and diſpenſing with it, and that no 
power 1o binds its own hands, as to diſable it ſelf in 
{ome cales. But all prevailed not. 


The Governour had cauſed an ordinary Grave to 
be digged in the Body of the Church of Windſor for the 
interment of the Corps ; which the Lords diſdain- 
ing found means by the direction of an Honeſt 
Man, one of the old Knights, to uſe an Artifice 
to diſcover a Vault in the middle of the Quire , 
by the hollow ſound they might perceive in 
knocking with a ſtattupon that place ; that fo it 

might 
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might ſeem to be their own accidental finding out, 


and no perſon receive blame for the diicovery. This 


place they cauſed to be opened, and entring ſaw one 
large Coffin of Lead in the middle of the Vault cove- 
red with a Velvet Pall, and a lefler on one fide ( ſup- 
poled to be Henry the eighth, and his beloved Queen 
Zane Saint-Maure ) on the other {ide was room lett for 
another (probably intended for Queen Katherine Parre, 
who ſurvived him ) where they thought fit to lay the 
King. 
Hither the Herſe was born by the Officers of the 
Garriſon, the four Lords bearing up the Corners of 
the Velvet Pall, and the Biſhop of London following. 
And in this manner was this great King, upon Fryday 
the ninth of February, about three, afternoon, Silently 
and without other Solemnity then of ſighs and tears, 
committed to the Earth,the Velvet Pall being thrown 
into the vault over the Coffin, to whichwas faſtned 


an Inſcription in Lead of theſe Words,

Hus fell the moſt Glorious Monarch, and moſt | 
 Admuirable Monarchy of the whole Unyverle. : 
By theſe Hands were the Manacles of Slavery, and ; 
the Yoke of the moſt Arbitrary Servitude put upon | 
the Neck and Hands of the Engl;h Nation ; and the 
ſame Blow which ſevered that Royal Head and Bo- | 
dy, cut the very Nerves and Ligaments of the Engli/h | 
Liberty ; and even thoſe men who begun that dete- | 
ſtable Rebellion, upon the moſt Solemn Pretences of | 
freeing the Nation from the imminent Dangers of 
Popery and Arbitrary Power, erected the moſt un- 
bounded Tyranny, and gave the greateſt Advantages 
to Popery, and the moſt mortal Wound to the Reform- 
ed Catholick Religion, that ever it received ſince Rome 
firſt left us, becauſe we left her unwarrantable, un- 
ſound and unprimitive Practices and DoQrines, ſome 
of which have ſuch a Treaſonable Conformity with 
thoſe of our bloody Regicides, as if there were no- 7 
thing elſe were ſufficient to. excuſe the Church of : 
Englands Departure from Kome, from the imputation 
of Schiſm. T hele were the men, who to amuſe the | 
People, and animate them to Rebellion, made ſuch | 
horrid Exclamations againſt Prieſis and Jeſuits, and ; 
yet themſelves Ated what the very worſt men of 
thoſe Orders had ever written ; who reduced thoſe 
Fatal Doarines of the Lawfulneſs of RefiSting, even 
by Armed Force ; of Depoſmg and Murdering Crowned 
Heads ; from the dull Theory whereof they 1o cla- 
morouſly accuſed the Papifts into the execrable AF 
and Praftice ; theſe were the glorious Founders, Pro- 
moters and Encouragers of the Separation, who ſcorn- 
ing the little Villanies of a Clement, or a Ravatlac, or 
the more ſecret Methods of murdering Princes, made 
the very Sun bluſh to behold their Triumphant and 
Daring Wickedneſs ; being reſolved to eternize them- 
ſelves for the moſt Renowned Villains, by ſurpalſ- 
{ing all that ever went before them ; and to outdo 


EVER 
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even Caſſus and ingrateful Brutus with the ſneaking 


three and twenty Daggers of the Roman Senators, who 
to rYecover their Commongzealth-Liberty, mar der ed Ceſar 3 
by ſolemnly murdering a moſt Lawful Sovereign ; 
whereas the others, wretchedly enough; took away 
only the Life of a bold Vſurper. A 


Theſe ate the Principles which lead men inſeriſi- 
bly from Conſcientious Diſobedience, to a Rebellious 
Conſcience ; and by the falſe Pretences of Religious 
Zeal, to commit ſuch Impieties as modeft Heathens, nay 
even ſome Atheiſts would bluſh at, and be aſhamed 
to be guilty of. by 4 
Nor is it for one tranſient Act that we accuſe them, 
but it is the eternal inſeparable Miſchiefs and Conſe- 
quences of theſe Principles of Separation which we 
are for ever to dread ; for afloon Ihall the Ocean quit 
its treacherous inſtability, and forget to Rage and 
Foam, and overthrow all its Banks upon the Sum- 
mons of every impetuous Tempeſt, as theſe Turbu- 
lent Principles ceaſe to be dangerous to the Peace and 
Repole of Mankind, or the ſafety of Government. 
Afoon , nay ſooner ſhall we ſee Lyons and Tygers, 
Wolves and Panthers become as tame, harmleſs and 
ſerviceable as our domeſtick Animals, as ſee their 
ſavage Principles permit thoſe who come to be be- 
witched with them,continue to bel[nnocent longer then 
they are Impotent : For Rebellion with its portentous 
Retinue, is as naturally included in Separation as Fire 
in a Flint, and though it may ſleep there fo as to de- 
ceive the Ignorant, who never belervethere is fire but 
when their fingers are burnt, it will alwayes be ready 
upon the Summons of Steel to ſhew it ſelf ; and the 
TinderConſcience of Difſenters 1s as obedient as Gun- 
powder, to catch every Spark of Rebellion that falls 
anto it, and improve it into a Combuſtion and Con- 
 Aagration both of Church and State. 


Now though Sovereign Princes have the greateft 
Stake in this World, their Crowns and Scepters, their 
K k Dignity, 
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Dignity, Lives and Honour, all which are mani- ; 
feſtly-in hazzard,where theſe Principles prevail ; and | 
therefore it would be a fooliſh preſumption to think | 
they do not know their own Intereſt, and moſt in- 
ſufferable Arrogance and Vanity to pretend to in- 
form and inſtru& them ; yet ſince they can never 
ſuffer alone,and that Private perſons of all Ranks, De- 
grees and Qualities, have Life,Liberty and Eſtates, : 
which if their Poſleſflors be Loyal, cannot avoid run- ; 
ning the ſame courſe with the fortune of their 
Prince : Nay even thoſe who propole to themſelves 
the greateſt advantages in Rebellion, ſhould it prove : 
ſucceſsful, in theConcluſion are like to be the greateſt 
Loſers , the gains which they ſhall make by ſuch 
Godlineſs, being the loſs of their Souls and Bodies, 
Heaven and Eternal Happineſs: Certainly it is the 
True intereſt of all Enghjh-Mern, even for their own 
ſecurity and preſervation, to endeavour to ſuppreſs 
the further growth and progrels of their pernicious 
Principles of Separation. | ; 


Nor is it leſs the intereſt of the Diſſenters them- 
ſelves, to abandon thoſe Diſloyal and Ruinous Do- 
Qrines, Practices and Opinions, which are ſo de- 
ſtrudive of the Peace, Happineſs and Proſperity of 
this Nation; and by a timely repentance to 'attone 
Heaven for the former Guilt,and moſt eſpecially that 
of the Blood of this Royal Martyr, which as it evident- | 
ly lies at their Door, 1o it cryes aloud *in the Fars of 
the Almighty Avenger of Blood for Vengance ; and 
let them be aſſured, that though hand joyn in hand, 
it ſhall not go unpuniſhed,if they continue obſtinately 
impenitent. Nay their Confederacies and Common 
Union againſt the King and the Church,w1ll be their 
ruine, and their Aſſciating themſelves in the Cloſeſt 
Confſpiracies,will be but the Prologue to their puniſh- 
ment, and then that they may be broken 1n pieces : 
and truly if they were not infatuated to deſtruction , 
they could not but ſee the Miraculouſly Viſible ; 
effects of Providence in the wonderous repeated Pre- oj 
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ſervation of his Majeſtyes Sacred Perſon,this Church 
and Monarchy from 1ſo many attempts,: and Traite- 
rous Enterprizes of all their implacable Enemies : 
And if they do ſee all this, and will notwithſtanding 
Run upon their own cton, and the very 
mouth of Hell charged with Damnation, ſuch de- 
{ſperate Rage, as it renders them more formidable, ſo 
ought it to render all honeſt Loyal Perſons more vi- 
gilant and cautious again{t them; and to inſpire them 
with the ſame, but moreNobleZeal to ſave theirCoun- 
try from Ruine, with which their Enemies are ani- 
mated to ſeek its Deſtruction ; and though Charity for 
them, commands us to pity them, yet that true Cha- 
rity which begins at home, does at the ſame time ob- 
lige us to preſerve our ſelves, as we would do from 
Wolves and Tygers, and other Furious Beaſts of Prey, 


_ whoareready to devour us, 


I know this naked Expoſure of theſe Men and 
Principles, will expoſe me to the Rage, and entitle 
me to the Revenge. of. the Party ; but if I have 
abuſed them, it I have muſreprefented them, if I 
have traduced them, or if they are able to con- 
vince me of Fiction or Falſhood , let them do it; 
I beg no Quarter, no Mercy from them ; but if 
what I have written be Iruth , Magna e$t Veritas, 
e& pravalebit , ] cannot fear the Rage neither of 
Men nor Devils; but muſt let them know aſlu- 
red —It will to -their. eternal Horror, 
Shame and Confuſion, ſtand the Teſt and abide the 
Tryal of the God of Truth, to whoſe infallible Tri- 
bunal and definitive Sentence I ſubmit my ſelf;
